reservation is one 
way of maintaining the 


continuity of our world 


I think there are times when a nation 
gets so caught up in a current culture or 
the promise of the future, it loses sight 
of the past. 

America went through that phase in 
the 1950s and ‘60s. We endorsed every- 





thing youth had to say. Our focus was 
on “newer” and “‘bigger.’” Our eyes were 
on the discovery of the planets and the 
dream of a Great Society. We rushed to 
plasticize our products and our lives. 

But beginning with the Bicentennial, 
seven years ago, it seems we began to 
rediscover the value of tradition and the 
wisdom of experience. And today, along 
with a lessening of great expectations, 
we have gained the maturity to take the 
best of our past and make it an impor- 
tant part of our lives again. 

Although I see this happening across 
the whole spectrum*of our attitudes, | 
naturally see it most of all in our feelings 
about home and the current interest in 
preservation. I think none of us want to 
live in museum homes or preserve the 
past in full, but we do want to surround 
ourselves with the collectibles and fur- 
nishings of those earlier times and save 
some of the buildings of our past for our 
children to see. 

We've realized that the cure for crum- 
bling old neighborhoods is not the bull- 
dozer—and the value of vintage barns is 
not their salable siding. We've learned 
that we were losing our ability to go 
home again, because home wasn’t there. 
The farm on the hill had become a shop- 
ping center, the meadow a fastfood take- 
out place and the woods a look-alike 
housing development. Our sense of 
place had become an endangered species. 

Preservation isn’t static—it’s not turn- 
ing old houses into museums where ev- 
eryone visits but no one can live. Muse-

ums have their place, but they’re 
removed from the ebb and flow of life. 

I prefer the example of a charming old 
paper mill in North Bennington, Vt., 
made obsolete by changing work pat- 
terns and technology. Rather than have 
it torn down by a developer for a hous- 
ing project or a parking lot, the town 
fathers elected to turn it into a unique 
set of condominiums. On Boston’s wa- 
terfront an old machine shop has been 
preserved as apartments, and in Mem- 
phis, Tenn., a 73-year-old public school 
has been reclaimed for unique housing. 

One of the nicest things about preser- 
vation is the contagious sense of pride it 
creates in a town. In Cape May, N.J., for 
example (see pages 90 fo 95), residents 
didn’t realize what a wealth of fine Vic- 
torian architecture they had—but when 
a few concerned citizens had the town 
listed on the national register, home- 
owners began to get interested in re- 
painting and restoring their houses. 

Each of these examples reflects our 
emphasis that ‘“The New American Spir- 
it is Home.” Each shows commitment, 
dedication and ingenuity ... 
preservation of our heritage. 

The best of our past, properly pre- 
served, offers us the greatest hope for

consider myself fortunate. [ still 

like the surroundings I inhabit. My 

couches and chairs, already three 
times recovered, are worn again—a tes- 
timony to their comfort. The jumble of 
good and medium-quality porcelains, 
quilts and art on shelves, tables and 
walls continues to give me overt plea- 
sure. The rough country French and 
English 18th- and 19th-century tables 
and chairs that I managed to afford 
years ago still serve, having outlasted 
the differing enthusiasms of dogs, cats, 
kids and guests. In fact, in the last 10 
years I haven’t even rearranged much. 
Yet, when I am feeling smug about the 
rightness of preferences in art and fur- 
nishing, color and design, I worry.

After 
they had made the “right” choices for 
their homes, their visual exploration of 
the world’s art and crafts was at an 
end. The result was that they remained 
as fixed in place and as unbending as a 
telephone pole. So | struggle to remain 
responsive to what I see.

Be it a 
chair, a table, a work of art, an old or 
new object, I don’t want the unfamiliar

derstanding what it is I am looking at. 

One of the best ways I’ve found to 
stay receptive to old and new forms in 
art and design is to listen carefully to 
the dealers, collectors and scholars who 
truly love their subject and their wares. 
Their enthusiasm is catching, their 
knowledge is often formidable. 

Knowing I feel this way, my gener- 
ous friend, the artist Marvin Gutin, en- 
rolled us both in a class in art and 
antiques given at the New School in 
New York City by art dealer Gerald G. 
Stiebel. He and five other well-respect- 
ed art and antiques dealers, all mem- 
bers of the National Antique and Art 
Dealers Association, would lecture us 
in their Manhattan galleries and shops. 

The differing affinities for objects 
and periods evidenced by the members 
of our class were as diverse as we were. 
Uniting us was our great desire to fur- 
ther our knowledge and appreciation of 
everything we would see. 

At A. Beshar & Company, Lee How- 
ard Beshar gave us good solid advice as 
well as facts, dates and stories about 
some of the hundreds of handmade 
Oriental carpets stacked around us. 
Urging us to touch and compare one 
carpet with the next, he spoke about 
their varying weaves, colors, flaws and 
histories. He counseled us to be aware 
that Oriental rugs go in and out of 
fashion like clothing so that price is not 
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always indicative of inherent worth. 
He cautioned us that what we might 
consider a flaw in such rugs was often 
intentional. “Remember,” he smiled, 
“the makers of most of these carpets 
believed that only Allah is perfect and 
they would not wish to offend him by 
being godlike and attempting perfec- 
tion themselves. The flaws in hand- 
made rugs, even the color changes 
which are called Aabrash or abrash are 
often an enhancement, even a mark of 
individuality.” 

Starting with Mr. Beshar and con- 
tinuing through the duration of the 
course, we all became increasingly 
aware of the value of expert advice. 
Not only was it informative, it could 
often save us money and time. “Why 
does it surprise you?” Mr. Stiebel 
asked us again and again. “We're pro- 
fessionals like doctors and lawyers and 
dentists. We know our subject, its 
strengths and its failings in the market- 
place. If you’ve broken a bone, it’s wise 
to see a doctor. If you’re making an 
investment in art and antiques, it’s 
wise to see a professional.” 

The following week Hervé Aaron, 
the youthful, puckish proprietor of Di- 
dier Aaron, Inc., showed us through 
the crowded rooms of his shop. With 
Gallic verve, he told us in detail about 
some of his eclectic merchandise. Here

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was a massive, intricately carved Indian 
desk and there was a French cabinet 
made for Catherine the Great. Every- 
where the majestic and the unique vied 
for our attention. Why had he allowed 
fabric in such poor condition to remain 
on such rare and costly 18th-century 
French chairs. “If it’s authentic, I try to 
leave it alone. If it is in terrible condi- 
tion, I might cover it but always in 
something simple, like muslin. The 
fabric usually has no bearing on the 
cost of such chairs. The buyer covers it 
with what he or she wants no matter 
what I do.” As we scurried from floor 
to floor, 1 wondered how it was possi- 
ble I had never appreciated either the 
art or application of French marquetry, 
the beauty of bronze or the enduring 
loveliness of lacquer. 

At A La Vieille Russie, owner Paul 
Schaffer encouraged our questions 
about the objects and jewels from tsar- 
ist Russia that were in the glass cases 
surrounding us. Another history lesson 
began. Did we know that most of the 
jewels, furniture and objects made for 
the Russian court were made by Ger- 
man, French or Italian artisans? Were 
we aware that before jewelers could 
achieve intricate faceting on precious 
stones, they often backed them with 
foil paper to make them shine with 
greater brilliance? “Here,’’ we were 
told, “see for yourself.” He held out 
samples from his collection and let us 
examine one after another. As he pa- 
tiently translated inscriptions engraved 
along the sides of silver gifts given by 
various tsars to their loyal subjects, he 
quoted prices on the merchandise class 
members held before him. We had all 
pressed our noses against the glass of 
that magical shop at one time or anoth- 
er but not one of us knew that many of 
the things inside were affordable. 

The Art Nouveau and Art Deco fur- 
nishings, decorations and jewelry in 
the Macklowe Gallery still clearly en- 
tranced its owners, Lloyd and Barbara 
Macklowe. It was easy for me to share 
their delight in the vases and lamps 
from these periods for they do appear 
made from earth, sea and sky, as color- 
ful and unexpected as nature itself. 
Alas, I still perceived the furniture as

DISCOVER ROUTE 6A, THE ROAD TO CAPE COD TREASURES

n 1602 the English navigator Bar- 
tholomew Gosnold gave the name 
Cape Cod to the elbow of land ex- 
tending from the Massachusetts 
coast because of the large numbers of 
codfish he caught in its waters. Today, 
driving over the Sagamore Bridge to the 
Cape on a balmy summer weekend, you 
might well think that tourists now out- 
number fish, but loop around under the 
bridge onto Route 6A and you may find 
yourself to be the only car on the road. 
While most of the cars head south, the 
north shore of the Cape, with its natural 
beauty and seafaring charm, remains a 
haven for artists and craftsmen. From 
Sandwich in the west to Orleans in the 
east, the 34-mile Old King’s Highway, as 


it was once known, winds gently 


through cranberry bogs, salt marshes, 
scrub oak and pine forests, through 
Barnstable, Yarmouthport, Dennis and 
Brewster, until it joins u the el- 
bow of the Cape and Rout he ride 
across rolling moorland lune 


fringed tarmac to Provinc rt the 
extreme northern tip. 


Today glassblowers, candlemakers, 
yarn spinners, leather and jewelry de- 
signers, potters and people who fashion 
decoys and weather vanes pepper Route 
6A, and for antiquers the road is a trea- 
sure trove of rare finds and good buys in 
the old colonial and Cape Cod houses 
and barns that have been converted into 
stores or small inns. 


Sandwich glass 

In 1825 the Boston and Sandwich 
Glass Company chose the colonial vil- 
lage of Sandwich on the shores of 
Shawne Pond as its location because 
nearby forests offered a plentiful supply 
of wood for heat. A wide range of glass 
patterns and fine examples of the color- 
ful canary, blue, green and opalescent 
Sandwich glass, as well as one-of-a-kind 
presentation pieces, are on display at the 
Sandwich Glass Museum (open from April 
through October). 

Having thus whetted your appetite for 
a pretty goblet or paperweight, stop by 
Horn of Plenty Antiques on Main Street 
where Lloyd and Barbara Nickerson 


usually have some extremely interest- 


ing Early American glass pieces for sale. 

Soon after turning onto Route 6A 
again, heading east, glorious window 
boxes of pink and mauve impatiens 
beckon visitors to pause at Heather House, 
where Dorothy and Alan Somerville 
have assembled a host of artistic gifts 
and kitchen antiques. An old rolling pin 
for pasta, fine old linens and quilts and 
hand-stenciled items are displayed in the 
pale, gray wooden store. The adjoining 
barn features excellent country pine fur- 
niture, most of which has been carefully 
refinished. : 

A little farther along the road, in East 
Sandwich, next to the Christmas Shop 
and bordering a cranberry bog, is Chip- 
man House Antiques. Here, Dave and Bev- 
erley Olson have a diversified collection 
of furniture and accessories. A cherry 
Queen Anne drop leaf table ($2,750) 
caught my eye, but Mr. Olson’s first 
love is Sandwich and art glass. Regulars 
stop off all year long to seek his advice 
or get an appraisal. Six five-piece place 
settings of Hawkes cut crystal (c. 1910) 
were marked at $1,050.

Weather vanes 

At Barnstable, once a thriving fishing 
port, the old customhouse is now a mu- 
seum but the weather vanes spin in the 
breeze at the entrance to Salt and Chestnut, 
the store and home of Marilyn Strauss. 
Marilyn is well known all over Massa- 
chusetts as a lecturer on antiques, but 
while she has an ample supply of primi- 
tives and historicals, she is best known 
for her weather vanes. You can design 
your own to be made by one of the 20 
craftsmen she has working for her. Bet- 
ter still, select an antique or museum- 
quality miniature piece. 

Marilyn regrets the ease with which 
unscrupulous dealers today can imitate 
the verdigris (greenish-blue patina) on 
copper vanes by dipping them into acid. 
She suggests using new vanes outdoors 
and displaying the more fragile antique 
ones inside. For this she supplies special 
L-shaped hooks that throw the shadow 
of the weather vane onto the wall direct- 
ly behind them. 


Clocks 

John L. Richardson was a consulting en- 
gineer until he retired seven years ago 
and opened The Clock Shelf in Barnstable. 
Now he repairs antique movements, sells 
and talks about clocks every weekday. 
Seventy percent of his clocks are Ameri- 
can, with a sprinkling of French, Swiss, 
German, English and some 19th-century 
Japanese clocks that contain movements 
made in this country (a reversal of to- 
day’s trend). 


Traditional weaving 

For more than 20 years the Blacks 
have been known for their fine weaving. 
Their simple swinging sign announces 
them as “The Blacks’ Weaving Shop.” A 
third generation is now busy at the 
looms inside their home, a Barnstable 
landmark where you can purchase 
scarves, stoles, wool material, ties, blan- 
kets and hangings. 

After passing through Barnstable vil- 
lage and Cummaquid, several fine old 
captains’ houses signal your arrival at 
Yarmouthport. There are several inter- 
esting antique shops within 50 yards of 
each other on either side of the street. 
Lil-Bud has a nice selection of Early

Lovers of Staffordshire china come 
rom all over the country to the sign of 
he King Charles spaniel and drive up 
he avenue of fir trees to Sylvia Hosley’s 
ld cranberry storehouse in Dennis.

hen Keith Irvine and Tom 

Fleming say they like a 

room to look cluttered, 

they mean it. In his own 
house Mr. Irvine has 138 objects on one 
coffee table, and their New York City 
office is a feast for the eyes, with mag- 
azines left open on tables, books 
stacked everywhere and gorgeous piles 
of fabric samples on tabletops and 
floor. Although they concede that 
some people could not coexist with so 
many objects, they encourage clients to 
clutter their rooms with things that in- 
terest them. 


FieMinc: “We believe that books, mag- 
azines, newspapers—all the things you 
live with every day—should be around 
and at hand. We even believe in letting 
a TV set just sit out in a room. Televi- 
sions are like telephones—they’re 
functional. Don’t try to hide them. I 
think this idea really applies to every- 
thing: Don’t hide what you are inter- 


| ested in. Photographs, for instance, are 


| simple things, but we are great believ- 


ers in them because they personalize a

room. Bring back a silly memento from 
a trip, or something very nice, and put 
it on a table so you can look at it and

say, ‘That was fun. 


The designers like “silly mementos” 
or even junk from a flea market or 
garage sale mixed in with objects of 
great value. It is all part of their at- 
tempt to keep rooms from being too 
heavy or serious. 


IrviNE: “We hate rooms that are preten- 


, 


tious, completely finished or ‘set. 
When we see rooms that are ‘finished,’ 
or have a bogus gentility, we’re going 
to try to shake them up.” 

Freminc: “We don’t like price-tag col- 
lections. When we walk into a house 
and know that every piece of porcelain 
is priceless, we think it’s pretty dull. It 
doesn’t have much personality. One 
day not long ago, I realized that I rarely 
spend much money on lamps for my- 
self or my clients. I don’t mean that 
people shouldnt spend money on lamps, 
but I looked around my own house and 
noted that most of them were old jars 
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or candlesticks that had been wired.” 









Irvine: “We don’t like a group of ob- 
jects to have a price connection, but we 
group things with obvious visual con- 
nections. On a tabletop we like an as- 
sortment that might include three fab- 
ulous things (of great value), three 
things of sentimental or personal inter- 
est and then perhaps a found object Sree 
like a stone. On one of my own tables | 
have a tiny oil painting in a delicious 
frame, a beautifully simple lacquer box 
of no great value and a smooth, shiny 
stone (found on the beach) that has the 
same texture as the box. Both the stone 
and the painting have a spot of the 
same orange-red as the box.” 


These collections and groups of ob- 
jects are never allowed to become stale 
or musty because they are always 
evolving. 


FLEMING: ““We believe that a room is 
never finished—that it should change 
and show the things that fascinate the 
owners or the places they have trav- 
eled. We like a feeling of coming and 
going, of evolving. If a painting has 
been in the same place for six months 
it’s time to move it. The worst thing is 
to go back to a house after a time and 
find nothing different. We wonder if 
the people have used the room at all.” 


The designers feel the same way 


about furniture, and encourage their 


clients to move chairs and other pieces 
from room to room. 


Irvine: ‘A room that is boringly perfect 
is always slightly forbidding. In En- 
gland people don’t worry if the arms of 
a chair are threadbare as long as the 
chair is comfortable, which goes along 
with what John Fowler said—that ev- 
ery room should have an edge of pleas- 
ing decay. But there always has to be 
that balance between beautiful and 
shabby (or valuable and sentimental as 
in a tabletop grouping). In a room in 
England where the chairs are thread- 
bare there will be beautiful flowering 
plants and benches covered with 
books—the luxuries of life. In my rt 
house there is often something ghastly 
like a Barbie doll on a beautiful Regen- 
cy chair. The important thing is to make | sas 
aroom relaxed.

Seasonal fruits and vegetables make natural 
refreshers for summer-worn skin and hair

or me, one of the greatest plea- 
sures of summer is the abundance 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, 

whether brought in straight from the 
garden or picked up at our neighboring 
fruit stand. Surrounded by such boun- 
ty, one searches out as many uses as 
possible for fat, luscious tomatoes, 
deep green cucumbers and bright, curly 
heads of lettuce. 

However, good as they are to look at 
and taste, their usefulness stops there, 
right? Not necessarily. In fact, until the 
20th century, when scientific and tech- 
nological advances made possible a 
vast and efficient cosmetics industry, 
plants and fruits were used on the body 
as well as inside it. Ancient herbalists 
made skin tonics from strawberries, 
mouthwash from raspberries and for 
centuries praised the cucumber for its 
calming, refreshing properties. Could 
there be a real value in these folk reme- 
dies or did their validity vanish with 
the horse and buggy? 

In search of an answer, I went first to 
the Lia Schorr Skin Care salon in New 
York City. Ms. Schorr has a reputation 
for working with natural ingredients. 

“T grew up on a kibbutz in Israel 
surrounded by fruits and vegetables,” 
she explained. ‘We couldn’t afford to 
buy cosmetics, so we experimented 
with what we had—our skins really 
needed help because of the desert cli- 
mate. We used avocados and bananas 


on our faces to fight the dryness, and it 


helped. That was the beginning of my 
interest in skin care. 

“One thing I always advise is to pre- 
pare for a mask by steaming your 
cleansed face for five minu Fill a 
pot with water, let it come ¢ slow 





boil, then add a handful of chamomile 
flowers. Construct a towel tent to trap 
the vapors and let the steam bathe your 


face for five minutes.” 

If you have dry skin, Ms. Schorr rec- 
ommends a California facial mask. Mash 
half a ripe avocado with one teaspoon 
of honey and the juice from half a 
lemon. Apply. Leave on for 20 minutes, 
then rinse off with cool water. This can 
also condition hair. 

For oily skin, try an exfoliating mask. 
Cut up and mash one tomato with one 
tablespoon each of honey, yogurt and 
oatmeal. Apply, being careful to avoid 
eye area. Rinse off after 15 minutes, 
working the mixture into the skin. The 
tomato, rich in vitamins and minerals, 
is slightly astringent; the yogurt and 
honey work to soften the skin; the oat- 
meal scrubs the skin, sloughing off 
dead cells and surface impurities. 

For delicate skin, make a /eftuce lotion. 
Find the darkest leaved lettuce you can. 
Boil the leaves in enough water to cov- 
er for 30 minutes. Let cool and strain. 


This mild, refreshing toner should’ be 
kept in the refrigerator. 

Delicate skins can also benefit from 
this mask/toner duet. Grate one unpeeled 
carrot and add it to a half cup of gently 
boiling distilled water. Let steep for 10 
minutes with a low flame under the 
pot. Strain. Use the pulp for a mask 
and the liquid as a toner. 

I had more to consider than skin in 
this inquiry, since fruits, herbs and 
vegetables have also been benefiting 
hair throughout recorded history. The 


ancient Egyptians treated their hair< 


with henna; the Romans scented and 
dyed theirs with cassia and cinnamon. 
To find some modern uses, I went to 
Louis Gignac, co-owner of the Louis- 
Guy D Salon, New York City, and au- 
thor of Everything You Need to Know to Have 
Great-Looking Hair (Viking Press, 1981). 

For oily hair, he suggests a cucumber 
rinse. Mash one whole cucumber in a 
blender with just enough water to 
make a paste. Apply to shampooed, 
towel-dryed hair. Leave on for 10 min- 
utes, then rinse well. Leaves hair 
bouncy and full. 

All types of hair should glisten after 
this lemon juice rinse. Squeeze and strain 
the juice of half a lemon into one cup 
of cold water and stir. Pour over damp 
hair. After three minutes, rinse. 

Now that I had the recipes, it was 
time for the second part of my investi- 
gation: the quest for scientific validity. 
Because the California-based firm of 
Redken Laboratories, Inc. has long 
been an outstanding innovator of hair 
and skin treatment products, combin- 
ing advanced techniques with tradi- 
tional herbal and natural lore, I sought

Polished marble, glass-brick walls and 





beautifully detailed hunter-green cabinets add up to a re- 
freshingly sophisticated look for this kitchen in a 1930s 
Connecticut house. But interior designer Charles Morris 
Mount, who merged three small rooms to create the gener- 
ous 28-foot-long space, likes marble for its practical quali- 
ties as well as for its beauty. ‘Because it’s a natural material 
it gets richer as it gets older, and marble this color hides 
many stains—very important for a family with two young 
children.” He also chose glass brick for the curving wall of 
the newly added “mud room’ (below) for practical as well as 
aesthetic reasons: It lets light into the room while giving the 
owners privacy from nearby neighbors. At night, lights along 
the driveway make the bricks shimmer and sparkle. Another 
curved glass-brick wall (right) blocks the pantry from view 
while letting light from its window into the work area.

es The most important thing about the whole 
kitchen is the island,” says Charles Mount, who designed this 
remodeled room in Connecticut. “It’s sort of the old-fash- 
ioned hearth idea—the heart of the house where all the cook- 
ing is done and where everyone eats.” Although the island, 
with the attached table, is 16 feet long, and the room 28 feet 
(the owners wanted a space large enough for everything— 
cooking, entertaining, being with their children), the work 
triangle itself is very tight. “Whoever is cooking has to move 
only six steps in any direction,” says Mr. Mount, who placed 
the range in the island (ee plan) so that it would face a long 
counter with double sinks (left). The sinks are round, echoing a 
recurring motif throughout. “We like curves,” says Gene L. 


Nemeth, project designer for the remodeling. “Curved walls | 
and cabinets are harder to build, but better for people. No one

moves around a room in 90-degree angles, and corners that |

When Mark Laskowski, a partner in the 
catering firm of Lars and Penates in New York City, first 
saw this kitchen, his heart sank. Although the house was 
splendid, the room most important to his culinary interest 
was a jumble of exposed pipes, heat ducts and sealed 
doors. He bought the house anyway and, unable to afford 
an expensive kitchen overhaul, resorted to camouflage. For 
instance, a huge furnace duct, painted red, looks like a 
chimney flue for his vintage wood-burning and gas range. 
The 1950s linoleum floor was covered up with red deck 
paint and a closed-off door was hidden behind a far more 
useful corner cupboard. Charting new territory for his 
basket collection (not shown), Mr. Laskowski hung it from 
the ceiling to conceal water pipes. In another attempt to 
omit eyesores he covered the walls with antique copper 
pots, willowware, cow creamers and assorted collectibles.

There are, in fact, six Villa Emos. Two are historically famous— 
one built by Andrea Palladio, the other by his student, Vincenza 
Scamozzi. The date over the portal of the house shown here reads 
1588, and its design is attributed to Scamozzi, who architectural 
historians believe. was responsible for finishing several houses 
begun by Palladio before he died in 1580. Scamozzi’s summer 
villa is in Monselice near Padova (Palladio’s is in Fanzolo and is 
open to the public). In 1966 the Contessa Giusseppina Ema 
returned to Monselice from her residence in Rome to undertake a 
thorough restoration of the house. And, amazingly, she did all of it 
in only 15 months.

And because they were designed to 
be houses close to the work of the family, each and every room was 
made to be deliciously enjoyed, filled with light (they open onto 
great views), cool in summer, warm in winter. If you miss that 
essential quality of houses-to-be-lived-in, you miss out on the sense 
of absolute perfection the architect had in mind. The whole pur- 
pose of building a house like this is to reflect its good common 


sense. That’s why my mother restored it. And why we love it.”

ast summer, in 
the middle of Au- 
gust, someone of- 
fered to rent our 
house in Martha’s 
Vineyard at a 
price that prom- 
ised to solve our 
September school 
bill problems. We 
weren't looking 
for a tenant be- 





cause our house 
in Connecticut was already rented 
through Labor Day, but we needed the 
money, so we packed up, found a garage 
apartment for our two teenaged children 
who wanted to stay, and left the island, 
solvent but homeless. 


It was sheer luck that our closest

friends, who lived in Rhode Island, were 


visiting relatives out west and their) 
house was empty. We were invited to 
take their place for the next three weeks 
and it seemed a perfect solution: a good- 
sized house in a pleasant town. “It’s not 
like going to a strange place,” my wife 
said. ‘Staying at a good friend’s house is 
the next best thing to being home.” 

But she was wrong: It was a strange 
place. Without our friends there, it 
seemed altogether unfamiliar. It remind- 
ed me of a deserted theater after the 
audience and actors have gone and only 
the set remains. About 10 years younger 
than we are, our friends are extremely 
attractive and accomplished and they’ve 
always lit up the house for us with their 
presence. We're so glad to see them 
whenever we pay them a visit, so full of 
accumulated news and talk, that we 
hardly notice where we are. 

Now we’ve discovered that there’s a 


great difference between visiting friends 
and staying in their house without them. 
For the first time, the house struck us as 
cold and unwelcoming, almost ugly. It’s 
a Victorian house, the kind that has to 
be furnished and decorated with a lot of 
imagination—with love, bravado or wit. 
My favorite Victorian houses are those 
that are almost ironically furnished yet, 
though our friends are people with a 
richly developed sense of irony, there 
was no sign of it there. Instead of cap- 
turing the ironic quality of the Victorian 
style they seerned to have blundered 
into the depressive. 

hey had furnished it so strange- 
ly that the house appeared to 

be in mourning for its former 

fullness. To me, Victorian 
houses—especially elaborate ones like 
theirs—suggest fantasy, hyperbole, even 
playful bombast. They’re full of eccen- 
tric spaces, architectural extravagances, 
protuberances, proliferations. I imagine 
them calling for ormolu, lacquer, papier- 
mache, silver-mounted ostrich eggs, ele- 
phant’s feet, stuffed birds under glass 
domes, stubborn clocks that refuse to 
recognize the passage of time. 

A Victorian house ought to be a state- 
ment, but our friends had turned theirs 
into an understatement. “It’s as if Samu- 
el Beckett was their decorator,” my wife 
said, “instead of Charles Addams.” We 
walked through the rooms. “I feel,” she 
said, “as if we’d joined a nudist colony.” 
For me, it was like the bachelor apart- 
ments I’d inhabited 20 years ago, rooms 






hat were designed to notify visiting 
women that I was not interested in mak- 
ing a home for anybody. 

| The opposite of homey, according to 
Freud, is uncanny, and that’s how our 
friends’ house felt without them. It was 
like a grave that had been robbed. As the 
days passed, I began to suffer from what 
psychologists call separation anxiety. I 
developed a hunger for things. 

| When I mentioned this to my wife, 
fer face took on a conspiratorial expres- 
sion. “Let’s do it,” she said. 

_ “Do what?” I asked. 

: “Let’s fill the house with things. They 
nust have things somewhere—wedding 
oresents, mistakes, leftovers from their 
-irst apartments, hand-me-downs.” 


She was right. In the attic we found 
furniture, a couple of Oriental rugs, 
lamps of varying degrees of anomaly, 
ceramic bowls, a knitted afghan, a few 
small tables and odd chairs, even a 
bronze sculpture of a crouching lion. We 
discovered decorative cushions, a small, 
leather-covered chair, a few pieces of 
pewter, marble ash trays, ornate book- 
ends and several objects so miscella- 
neous we couldn’t put a name to them. 
“Tt’s a treasure trove,” my wife said. 

We began with the living room, where 
everything seemed to be set at the wrong 
angle. ‘“What is life,” my wife asked in 
the tone of Hamlet’s famous soliloquy, 
“but a question of angles, the angle of 
your vision?” Our friends had arranged 
the furniture as if they were solving a 
problem not in human relations, but in 
geometry. The armchairs faced neither 
the fireplace nor the couch, but abstract 
space, and the couch, which did face the 
fireplace, exactly bisected the room, giv- 
ing it a split personality. 

I moved the furniture while my wife 
distributed some of the attic loot around 
the room. As a final touch, she folded 
back the glass doors on the fireplace, 
shaking her head because she would 
have liked to take them off. We stood 
back and appraised the effect. “It may 
not be great,” my wife said, ‘“but at least 
it looks as if somebody lives here.” 

“At their age,” I said, “they think that 
a healthy narcissism is all the furniture 
you need.” 

e did the dining room and 

then moved upstairs to the 

master bedroom. My wife 

clicked her tongue at the 
large mirror at the head of the bed. 
“They’re not that young,” she said, “and 
marriage is not a mirror image.” After 
lots of climbing on chairs, she draped a 
quilt over the mirror. 

We were scheduled to leave before our 
friends returned, and as we were loading 
our car we suddenly experienced a crisis 
of conscience. “What have we done?” 
my wife cried. ““How did we dare?” 

Caught up in her mood, I said, “It 
must have been an attack of hysteria. 
Renting both our houses like that, we 
felt evicted and this is our acting out.” 

“We've got to put it all back,” my 


wife said. “They'll never forgive us.” 

I disagreed, appalled at the work it 
would involve. “Let’s tell them that we 
did it as a joke.” 

As it turned out, the joke was on us, 
because our friends saw right through 
our rearrangement. They were greatly 
amused by the thought that we couldn’t 
live for three weeks in their house with- 
out turning it into a nest. Caught in the 
act, we confessed. We thought, we told 
them, that it was anxiety about space 
that kept them from having any clutter, 
any small objects or bric-a-brac, in their 
rooms. It was their generation that has 
talked so much about space, and it 
seemed to us that they were afraid of 
occupying the spaces, that they equated 
emptiness with potentiality. 

ut they thought we were anx- 

ious about space, not them, that 

we filled it with things as if to 

erect a barricade against the 
world, as if we needed to reflect in each 
object the idea of home, to chant it like a 
litany. They teased us about living in 
“furnished souls,” like e.e. cummings’s 
Cambridge ladies. 

What it came down to in the end was 
that, unlike them, we were old enough 
to be tired of space. We felt that perhaps 
there was too much space in modern life 
and we tried to compensate for this feel- 
ing in our house. We preferred furniture 
that had a patina of human use and af- 
fection, while they chose neutral sur- 
faces on which they could scribble their 
own swift passage. 

“How,” I asked my wife, “can such 
close, compatible friends disagree so 
completely about something so funda- 
mental?”’ She was silent for a minute or 
two, and then she smiled. “I think I un- 
derstand,” she said. “It’s as if we had 
made a secret pact to divide up the pos- 
sibilities between us. You might say that 
we acted out each others repressed fan- 
tasies.”” 

I turned her theory over in my mind. 
“T like it,” I said. ““Whether it’s true or 
not, I like it. It’s not every man who can 
boast a philosopher as a wife.”

“We started work on our gardens before 
we'd even moved into our house,” says 
Joy Lewis, referring to the herb and 
flower gardens she and her husband, in- 
terior designer Robert K. Lewis, have 
been nurturing for four years. ‘To get 
enough sun for our herbs we had to take 
down some old, ungainly trees and clear 
the lawns leading to the house by re- 
moving what seemed like acres of stub- 
born undergrowth.” The Lewises have 
done all the work of redesigning and 
replanting their gardens themselves. 





In four years the Lewises have in- 
stalled a formal herb garden with hand- 
laid brick paths, planted an orchard of 
antique variety apples, cleared a soccer 
field for their two growing sons, restored 
a grape arbor, built a potting and drying 
shed, reintroduced ground covers and 
are now working on an English-style 
wildflower garden. They’ve also refur- 
bished their 10-room cottage—a harbor 
master’s house built in the 1830s near 
New York’s Long Island shore. 

In the summer the Lewises use their 
garden as if it were an extension of the 
house. Sometimes they dine out on the 
porch; sometimes they set up long tables 
there for indoor-outdoor buffets.

Simple in line, 
its straight legs are embellished with 
fine reeding. The veneers add a sub- 
tle note of color contrast and the 
band of inlay under the top is known 
only in work from Boston.

One of the first in the 
state to gain a reputation for white wines, 
particularly Sauvignon Blanc and Char- 
donnay, Wente now produces 19 wines, 
mostly white. The emphasis is on bal- 
ance, freshness, and easy drinkability, 
and the prices are modest. 

With the exception of the rich, sturdy 
Petite Sirah (the fine ’79 is $6), the whites 
are the ones to buy. My six favorites are: 
round, fruity Chardonnay ($7.25); flavor- 
ful, earthy Sauvignon Blanc ($6.50); pop- 
ular, easy-drinking Grey Riesling ($5); 
the simple but well-balanced Dry Semil- 
lon ($5.25); crisp Pinot Blanc ($5.45); and 
fruity, sweet Riesling from the Arroyo 
Seco Vineyard ($10.50).

t used to be that whenever 
I arrived in San Francisco 
the first beverage I looked for wasn’t 
wine, but Anchor Steam beer. Produced 
by a small San Francisco brewery, this 
amber-colored beer has been called one 
of America’s—and the world’s—best 
brews. Fortunately, it isn’t necessary to 
go to San Francisco anymore to taste it; 
it’s now distributed throughout the 
West and can be found in some Eastern 
cities (about $1 a bottle). 
Made by a special process developed 
in the 1890s, Anchor Steam is a rich,

For decades low quality in Eastern 
wines was due to the mistaken belief 
that the classic wine grapes grown in 
Europe and California—Chardonnay, 
Cabernet Sauvignon, Riesling and the 
like—couldn’t be grown in areas with 
harsh winters. Back then, virtually all 
Eastern wines were made from native 
grape varieties like Concord and as a 
consequence had flavors more reminis- 
cent of grape jelly than of fine wine. 

But that’s fading fast as states like

1/4 cup scallions, finely chopped

4 cups packed sorrel leaves (choose young tender

2 egg yolks

out Dr. David Cannell, their vice-pres- 
ident of research and development. 

“In the manufacture of cosmetics,” 
he explained, ‘“most of the botanical 
substances used are derived from herbs 
and aromatics, rather than vegetables, 
with the exception of some vegetable 
oils such as avocado. In our own line, 
for example, we use mint extensively 
as a toning substance. You could easily 
make a toner yourself at home by 
steeping mint leaves in witch hazel, 
cooling it, then applying it to a clean 
face with a cotton ball. 

“There is one caveat I would make in 
the use of any fresh ingredients on the 
skin, however. Because there are no 
preservatives in them, spoilage is a real 
danger unless the mixture is used im- 
mediately or, in the case of a toner, 
refrigerated—but for no longer than a 
few weeks.” 

To help me with my quest, Dr. Can- 
_ nell referred me to The Chemistry and 
Manufacture of Cosmetics, vol. Ill, 2nd ed., by 
Maison de Navarre (Morzalla Publish- 
/ ing Co., 1975). “Navarre is one of the 
people who has tried over the years to 
put cosmetics on a scientific basis,” 
| said Dr. Cannell. ‘This book is consid- 
ered a classic in the field.” 

Checking Navarre for some of the 
ingredients in our recipes, we found 
the following information, which I 
have considerably abbreviated. 

Tomato: useful in beauty masks for its 
astringent properties. Carrot: contains 
vitamins A, C, B1, B2. Has been used in 
compresses from the time of Galen (a 
Greek physician, c. 200 A.D.). Useful in 
skin tonics, anti-wrinkle creams and 
face packs. Lettuce: has a long history in 
ancient medicine, but is not used com- 
mercially because difficult to preserve. 
Good for moisturizing and revitalizing 
tonics. Cucumber: has been used for cen- 
turies as a refreshing agent. There is 
some speculation that a positive en- 
zyme action takes place when raw 
slices are applied to the skin 

Now that I’ve learned a thing or two 
about the subject, the next time I take 
refuge from the noonday sun in order 
to treat my skin to tomato or avocado 
or lettuce, I'll gain comfort from know- 
ing that in this at least, folk wisdom 


has survived a scientific probe.

April showers bring May flowers, but 
July droughts threaten them. 

Watering is a demanding and impor- 
tant chore. Without attention, many 
plants will perish. Faced with this pros- 
pect, most gardeners assume they must 
water often. In truth, watering fre- 
quently but not thoroughly results in 
more damages than benefits. 

Shallow watering encourages plants’ 
roots to grow closer to the surface of 
the soil. These surface roots are much 
more susceptible to drought damage. 
The brown lawns of late summer are an 
obvious result of 
shallow watering.

That way less water is lost through 
evaporation. Water seeps deep down, 
and roots follow the moisture to the cool 
moist area that is rich in nutrition. Wa- 
tering deeply also saves water; you ac- 
tually use less. On average, plants need 


an inch of water each week. 


An oscillating lawn sprinkler is a re- 
liable tool for deep soaking. The sprin- 
kler can be set in one part of the land- 
scape until the ground is thoroughly 
saturated, then moved to another part. 





The effects of shallow 


Some water is lost through evapora- 
tion, however. Set a baking pan under 
the sprinkler to see how long it takes to 
fill to an inch—that’s the minimum. 

In small gardens or in the vegetable 
patch, gallon plastic jugs with holes 
poked in the bottom can be buried and 
filled with water that slowly seeps into 
the ground. Sections of clay drainpipe 
can also be used this way. 

Drip irrigation is another answer. 
There are anumber of systems available. 
Many employ a porous hose that oozes 
water right into the ground where it is 
used most efficiently. This saves 30 per- 
cent of the water 
lost through evap- 
oration, as with 
the sprinkler.

and these under- 
ground units can 
be adapted for use 
all over the land-

Set on timers or with moisture sen- 
sors, these devices can be set to provide 
the right amount of water at the right 
time. Early morning is best, before the 
sun Causes moisture to evaporate.

But 
some are still to be found in antiques 
shops whose owners, themselves smit- 
ten with the charms of scarred but 
sturdy old woodenware, diligently 
search for authentic antiques.

The top of my table can be tipped so that it is perpen- 
dicular to the floor. Was this so the table could be 
stored in a small space? When was it made? 
—Mr. A. R. G., Oakland, Calif. 
A. Tilt-top tables and 
candlestands were popular 
space-savers used during 
the 18th century. A variety 
of mechanisms were de- 
vised under the tabletop 
that permitted the top to 
be flattened. Pictured is a 
fine tilt-top stand of ma- 
hogany and walnut. It was 





made in New England be- 
tween 1760 and 1780. Most 
tilt-tops have a three-foot- 
ed base and a center column. The top ranges from 26 to 
28 inches from the floor. This was a convenient height 
for a candle and a few inches lower than the height of an 
average table. 

To buy the table pictured you would have to pay over 
$5,000. It has an unusual top and well-shaped legs. A simpler 


tilt-top stand could be purchased from $700 to $2,000.

A. Cabinetmakers 


have used many 





methods of signing 
furniture. Cabinetmakers in the 18th century signed the bottom 
of a drawer, the back of a chest, the underside of a tabletop, a 
chair rest or some other partially hidden spot. Chalk or pencil 
signatures were not uncommon. Paper labels, brands or inked 
stamp marks were used by more successful cabinetmakers. 
Pictured is‘a Louis XVI mahogany cabinet that was made in 
France during the 1770s. It was signed with a faint signature 
under a drawer. The signature adds to the value of any piece. 
For a rare French piece, a known cabinetmaker’s name can add 


as much as $10,000 to its value. For more readily available 
American furniture, like that of Gustav Stickley, the signature 
increases value by about 25 percent. If the signature or stamp is 
that of an unidentified cabinetmaker, a minor factory or little- 
known craftsman it will add very little to the value of the piece. 


This cabinet stands about 5, feet high. The decoration 
is of small stones shaped like horses, people and build- 
ings. There is gold paint on | 
it. The center section has a 
brass lock. Could this be an 
antique?

A. Your cabinet appears to 
be from the late 19th centu- 
ry. It was probably made in 
China for use in another 
country. Lacquered furni- 
ture was popular in China 
not only because it was at- 
tractive, but also because 
lacquer kept insects from 
eating wood. Your cabinet is 
worth from $2,000 to $3,000.

A. The child depicted in the 
porcelain bust is Princess 
Marie Zephyrine de Bour- 
bon, granddaughter of King 
Louis XV of France. She died 
in 1755 at the age of five. The 
bust may have been made to 
commemorate the sad event. 
A pair of busts was originally 
made at the Meissen factory 
in Germany about 1755, 
probably by the famous modeler Johann Joachim Kaendler. 





They were so popular that similar versions were made subse- 
quently. An 18th-century Meissen bust would sell for thou- 
sands of dollars; a mid-19th-century one for about $800.

sense of humor 

is just as 
refreshing in decorating 
as it is in people 


When I think about it, the people I like 
best are those with a sense of humor. 
To a certain extent, I ask myself, why 
shouldn’t the same apply to rooms? 
Decorating need not be deadly serious, 
with brow-furrowing talk about form 
and composition, dizzying piles of fab- 
ric swatches and endless trepidation 
about breaking the rules, whatever the 
rules might be. 

Decorating can and should be fun, a 
fact that Elsie de Wolfe, the grand 
dame of 20th-century decorating, knew 
well. She was the first to “hang” pic- 
tures with trompe I’oeil ribbons and fit 
mirrors with curtains to create the illu- 
sion of an extra window. Elsie, known 
for dyeing her hair to match upholstery 
and introducing French furniture to the 
United States, had her own towering 
sense of personal style and humor. 
Only she could view the Parthenon 
and announce, “Beige! My color.” 

With a bit of daring and an adven- 
turous personality, you can achieve al- 
most any effect. While I don’t suggest 
making a fool of yourself, there is a 
balance between “decorated” rooms 
and having a little fun. Raymond 
Waites, for example, found he had an 
impossibly brown thumb when it came 
to ficus trees. But rather than toss out 
his bare-branched tree, he decided he 
liked its sculptural quality and, playing 
it up, wittily decorated the tree with 


| folk art birds and a nest (see page 80). 
Similarly, decorator Paul Leonard has a 


|} client whose ficus tree was always 
| shedding leaves, so he painted trompe

l'oeil leaves on the floor, making the 


fallen ones look intentional.

most people wouldn’t think of buying 
bentwood chairs to go around a twig 
table, but if you own the two, you 
might find they go splendidly together. 
What if you inherited two French arm 
chairs that are a little too rich for your 
blood? Don’t feel you must comform 
to their seriousness—give them a casu- 
al look by slipcovering them to the 
floor as the English do. When experi- 
menting, remember that you can do all 
the style mixing you want if your 
background is simple. Use neutral col- 
ors, sofas and lamps in simple classic 
shapes, and you can go ahead and add 
a Bauhaus chair, a Shaker rocker, a Re- 
gency end table or whatever furniture 
you've fallen in love with. 

One more element of humor to con- 
sider is surprise. I have a friend who 
hangs pictures behind her guest room 
door so that when guests retire at 
night, they find a special treat. | know 
one decorator who believes in painting 
entryways daringly bright colors— 
ruby red, billboard blue—to lift your 
spirits every time you walk through. 

My point is, let your imagination 
go—but don’t get totally carried away. 
Remember that rooms should have 
continuity, color themes and a sense of 
what's suitable and comfortable. 

If you are confident in your sense of 
personal style, you can decorate any 
way you like. Let your rooms be alive 
with spirit and let them say something 
about the people who live in them. @

ountry cupboards hold 


endless appeal for collectors 


of all periods 


n antiques show in America isn’t 

complete without a cluster of ex- 

pert collectors hovering over one 
or two painted cupboards. Why do 
these pieces generate such interest? 
They are not rare, nor do they reflect 
the academic fine points of cabinet- 
making usually attributed to things of 
value. It could be that painted cup- 
boards project an aesthetic of warmth 
and richness that defies time, conquers 
wear and outlives the fleeting ideas of 
style that surround us while they also 
solve the nitty-gritty problems of mod- 
ern day storage. 


Rural masterpieces 

Jane Eckert of Eckert Fine Art & An- 
tiques in Westfield, Ind., found this 
prized 1873 stenciled closed cupboard 
(above right) just days before she and her 


_ husband were to exhibit in New York 


City’s Fall Antiques Show. Having the 
practiced eye of a dealer, Mrs. Eckert 
suspected there might be something 
more to her find than met the eye. 
Flecks of color in the paint kept attract- 
ing her attention. Ever so carefully she 
began to scrape away the surface 
(something she would never encourage 
anyone but an expert, professional 
scraper to do). Under three coats of 
brown paint she found both stenciling 
and applied wood tracery—obviously a 
gifted rural cabinetmaker’s effort to re- 
produce the high-style veneer of more 
aristocratic pieces. Mrs. Eckert eventu- 
ally sold the cupboard for about $4,500 
to a couple who intended to design an 
entire room around its colors—bur- 
nished red, green and yellow. 

The desire for old country cupboards

of the 18th and 19th centuries contin- 
ues to grow because they meet our 
contemporary needs. Who couldn’t 
find good use for the mobile closet a 
cupboard provides? Cupboards know 
no loyalty. The hutch that stores ev- 
eryday china and cookware shows off 
the family porcelains in the dining 
room or stores the quilts in a bedroom 
or hallway or boasts the latest miracle 
of stainless steel sound components in 
an office or study. And the colors of 
these good old pieces can’t be repro- 
duced by even the most sophisticated 
modern processes, colors whose mel- 
lowed quality makes them our most 
versatile decorating neutrals.

The thousand reds 

Charles Brown of Brown & Co., 
Pound Ridge, N.Y., says of the serene

ing, smaller-than-is-usually-found 
pine cupboard celebrates Shaker grace 
and conservatism at its best.”

Enfield, N.H., and was sold recently for 
between $12,000 and $15,000. 


Faded beauties 

One of America’s favorite painted 
beauties is the double-hung closed 
cupboard (page 15, bottom center). Its color 
is the romantic sky-blue whose inde- 
structible staying power was arrived at 
by blending buttermilk with the col- 
ored pigment. A bonding chemical in 
the buttermilk results in a finish so 
strong nothing short of flame will re- 
move it. This color sometimes ages arid 
is much sought after by purists. The 
cupboard’s cornice was most likely de- 
signed to match the cornice molding of 
the room it was intended for. Dealer 
George Walowen of George Walowen/ 
Michael Schneider of Walker Valley, 
N.Y., says it was made around 1840 in 
Massachusetts and that it recently sold 
for about $2,500. 

Chamfered panels distinguish the in- 
terior of the upper and lower doors of a 
cupboard made of tulip poplar (page 15, 
top center). Today the cupboard’s finish 
is a mossy forest green and it retains a 
good three-quarters of its original 
paint. The piece started out green, like 
an accountant’s old-fashioned eye- 
shade, but through points of wear and 
constant wiping and cleaning it has 
mellowed over time. Maurice Finkel of 
M. Finkel & Daughter, Philadelphia, 
Pa., says the cupboard was made in 
Montgomery County, Pa., toward the 
middle of the 19th century and sold 
recently for about $6,000. 

Mrs. Eckert took a great risk in order 
to uncover the true beauty of a piece 
she liked well enough to acquire in the 
first place. Should you be lucky 
enough to buy a piece of old painted 
wood—pine, cherry, maple, poplar or 
oak—be sure to ask the dealer to care- 
fully describe the care it needs. 

Dealers are no longer removing old 
paint in order to reveal the “primitive 
pine” once thought so valuable. As a 
result, your stewardship of old painted 
beauties is all the more important and 
will ensure that these subtle, faded colors 
remain a testimony to the original artist’s 
vision.

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THORNHILL FARM 


By DEE HARDIE 
or years I’ve been leading a 
double life. Thornhill, of 
course, is my heart, but every 
August I become involved 
deeply, even emotionally, 
with a house at 39 India Street on Nan- 
tucket island. I wonder if this is 
how a woman feels when she has 
loved more than once? 

I always feel a bit unfaithful when I 
am about to leave the farm. How will 
the flowers do without me? Will the 
vegetabies behave? But very quickly I 
become embraced by easy town-living 
on this island Herman Melville once 
called “an elbow of sand.” 

I can walk to the sea, build sand 
castles with my grandson Albert, and 
whenever I please, ride my bicycle 
around endless ribbons of 19th-century 
streets edged with the fine houses built 
by captains and crews of whaling 
ships. It’s a whole different world. 

There is an anxious moment when I 
first open the door of 39 India. The 
house has been rented for a month. 
Sometimes I find a bouquet and the beds 
are neat. I’m ecstatic. If not, I tear around 
until I make the house mine again. Then 
we settle down for summertime. 

This townhouse takes care of itself, 
as I never seem to allow Thornhill to 
do. While our farmhouse rambles, 39 
India is straight and tall. Built by Gor- 
ham Macy in 1835 as a wedding pre- 
sent to his son, it’s the kind of house 
you could copy in cardboard for a 
child’s school project—square house, 
peaked roof. It reminds you of an old- 
fashioned wooden-block puzzle that 
you can take apart and put together in 
no time at all, room by room. In this 
house you know where you stand. 

It’s a bit stern perhaps, but the 
weathered shingles are warm, and I al- 
ways put bright red geraniums in the 
window boxes. And over the years I’ve

learned to eee 7 
live with another 
house, once never dreaming I’d 
be the mistress of two. 
When I first saw the house, 15 years 


ago, the real estate agent said, “Every- — 
thing goes with it except the organ.” 
That was a blessing. Owned by the 
widow of a Baptist minister, there were 
bibles and hymnals in the attic, and the 
basement ceiling is still supported by 
old posters that say ‘Jesus Saves.” 
Eventually we made it ours, putting 
a Hans Hofmann print over the fire- 
place, making curtains from sheets, 
painting old wicker white. And now 
every summer we are all together again 
as we once were. We sit in the back- 
yard, the size of a handkerchief, and 
treat ourselves to lobster one night, 
bluefish the next. We sail in a picnic © 






boat to points of Coatue; we lean over — 
the back fence for chats with neighbors | 
we can touch. Sometimes we exchange 
a bottle of wine with India House, an ~ 
inn nearby. Tom calls 39 India my 
“dollhouse,” but I think of it as my 
New England conscience. 

It makes me remember the past, who 
I am. And if you’re born in New En- 
gland, as I was, it’s good to go home 
again, hear voices say “‘patten’” for pat- 
tern, “summa” for summer, and know ~ 
when they say “steamers,” they really ~ 
mean clams. But by the time early Sep- 
tember arrives it’s time to leave. The ~ 
summer affair is over, and I’m all ready © 
for the fall harvest at Thornhill. ™@

with herantique linen and lace 


Agneta Eckemyr, an 
actress, started collect- 
ing lace and antique 
linens in the early ‘70s, 
soon after emigrating 
from Sweden. She began 
designing clothes several |} 
years ago (after much 
experience designing her 
own clothing and even 
her own wardrobes for 
films) using only old 
lace. As the business 
grew she switched to 
new lace, but her dress- 
es remain just as ruffled 
and just as romantic. 
ecause the romantic touches of 
antique linen and old lace com- 
plement so well today’s softer 
traditional decorating they are under- 
going a tremendous revival. Delicate 
lace covers for pillows, Marseilles bed- 
spreads, openwork tablecloths on 
dressing tables, embroidered net cur- 
tains at the windows—all these are ac- 
cents that designers and amateurs are 
becoming increasingly fond of. 

For some people, however, occasion- 
al touches and accents are not enough. 
Agneta Eckemyr likes to drench the 
rooms of her New York City apartment 
with lace and white linen, using as 
many pieces from her large collection 
as she can. “I keep adding more and 
more,” she says pointing to the many 
layers of lace and linens, especially in 
her bedroom. For instance, she recently 
hung a lace panel above her brass and 
iron headboard, adding its pattern to a 
canopy (a 1930s embroidered bed- 
spread draped over rods attached to the 
ceiling) and to lace panels hanging on 
either side of the headboard (two 
matching lace bedspreads dating from 
1900). The bed itself is layered with a 





Swedish wedding 
sheet, a bedspread 
crocheted by Miss 
Eckemyr’s mother, 
an embroidered 
quilt cover and pil- 
lows in mono- 
grammed cases. 

About this unre- 
strained use of lace 
and linens she says, 
“Although every- 
thing is white, all 
the pieces have dif- 
ferent designs and 
textures that create 
patterns without 
color. I really like all white, with flow- 
ers for accents.” Miss Eckemyr does 
not confine her romantic decorating to 
the bed. In the living room she drapes 
the sofa with a crocheted bedspread, a 
round table with an openwork cloth 
and covers all pillows and cushions 
with sturdy pillowcases (the square 
European version) from Sweden. 

“It’s the feel of lace and the look of it 
that appeal to me. My first important 
purchase was a wedding veil,” Miss 
Eckemyr recalls. “I had no plans to get 
married, but it was so beautiful I could 
not resist it. When I worked in Los 
Angeles I went to ‘swap-meets’ and 
found* hand embroidery, pillowcases 
and loads of tablecloths—sometimes 
stained but quite pretty.” 

Like most passionate collectors Miss 
Eckemyr is continually adding new 
finds to her treasures. “I used to buy 
much more expensive things, but now I 
haunt thrift shops and flea markets. If 
you want to keep expenses down, it’s¥ 
very important to go everywhere and < 
look. I always feel a kind of excitement © 
about what I might find.”

or over 125 years travelers have discovered the beau- 

ties of the Adirondacks. From the end of the Civil

ers came to northern New York to establish family vacation 
retreats. The Adirondack mountain region provided them 
with the opportunity to assemble large private holdings 
enclosing lakes, ponds, rivers and forests set within a region 
on the verge of exploitation. 

Rustic designs compatible with their wilderness environ- 
ment developed as the regional building style. Consciously 
sited in remote locations, characterized by the use of logs, 
indigenous stone, shingled roofs with broad overhangs and 
porches, and simply proportioned window and door open- 
ings, these building complexes are among our most original 
examples of vernacular architecture. 

Now only 40 of these camps still stand deep in forests, on 
the edges of Raquette, Saranac, St. Regis and a score of other 
lakes and ponds. They represent the foundation of what has 
come to be known as the Adirondack Style and are a signifi- 
cant and unique contribution to American architecture. 

The majority of the remaining camps are still in private 
hands and some can be glimpsed from the water. Fortunate- 
ly several are accessible to the public and even accommodate 
overnight guests. A few in institutional hands can be visited 
and enjoyed for their original beauty. Two of those—San- 
tanoni near Newcomb, and _ Topridge, Marjorie 
Merriweather Post’s fabulous summer complex on Upper St. 
Regis Lake—are owned by New York State. However, they 
are part of a difficult dilemma about the future of the camps. 
Article 14.in the New York State Constitution mandates that 
land in the Adirondack Forest Preserve shall be “forever 
wild.” In other words, when the state acquires it, Adiron- 
dack Park property must revert to wilderness. If new bills

TRAVELING THE 
ADIRONDACKS TODAY

enerations of Carnegies, Rockefellers and Colgates 

have refreshed themselves in the blissful Adirondack 

mountains and lakes of upper New York State. Mark 

Twain marveled at their beauty. Winslow Homer 
created some of his most evocative watercolors in the Adi- 
rondacks. It was there that bestselling author E.L. Doctorow 
set his acclaimed novel, Loon Lake. Now, after searching the 
world for new vacation spots, more people are rediscovering 
the Adirondacks, wonders in our own backyard. 

A visionary named William West Durant, son of a railroad 
baron, brought high style into the region. During the 1870s, 
he chose Raquette Lake for building Pine Knot, the first of 
what became known as the Great Camps: mansions that 
resourceful architects designed with logs, twigs and stones. 
(See pages 62 to 69 for some splendid surviving examples of Adirondack 
Style.) The hapless Durant was more artist than business- 
man—he spent his fortune on these camps and died an 
impoverished hotel clerk—but we can still see some of the 
marvels he created. Pine Knot is now Cortland University’s 
Outdoor Education Center, lovingly restored by the ebul- 
lient Dr. George Fuge, his wife Mugsy and a legion of 
students. While teachers use Pine Knot much of the year, it’s 
open by appointment to individuals as well as tour groups. 
The phone number is (315) 354-4691. 


Pine Knot 

Driving on Route 28 north about an hour and a half from 
Utica, my wife, Valerie, and I turned left at the Raquette 
Lake sign, followed a winding road a couple of miles, turned 
right at the Cortland sign and descended a bumpy dirt road 
to the dock—these typical Adirondack directions are much 
easier to follow than they may seem for Pine Knot is accessi- 

le only by water.

Assembly and Senate are passed, 
buildings at Santanoni and Topridge 
will stand a better chance of being pre- 
served. Another camp open to the pub- 
lic, Sagamore, is the subject of a refer- 
endum that New York state voters will 
find on the ballot in the November 
election. If the bill is passed, the service 
complex and main building of Saga- 
more will be united in ownership, thus 
enabling that camp to be preserved. 
Because the camps are an important 
part of our nation’s cultural heritage 
they should be preserved. The Adiron- 
dack Style set a pattern followed in 


the architecture of Western National — 


Parks buildings. The style was also 
used as a guide for much work done by 
the Civil Conservation Corps during 
the Depression. It has also provided a 
style repeated across the country. 

The Adirondacks were an appropri- 
ate setting for the emergence of a style 
known as rustic. It is a surprise to the 
first-time visitor to plunge into the 
deep woods, then come upon a vista of 
mountains and lakes bordered by pine 
forests. It was the desire to preserve the 
region that set forth creation of the 
Adirondack Park in 1892—almost six 
million acres with less than 40 percent 
actually owned by the State of New 
York. When its beauty was extolled by 
The New York Times in an 1864 editorial 
the wilderness was over a day’s travel 
from the Eastern Seaboard. Now the 
region is within a six hour’s drive. 

A scholar friend of mine describes 
the camps as “the improbable, if not 
the impossible.” They certainly weren't 
built by people of ordinary means, but 
preserving examples is not simply en- 
shrining the fantasies of the rich. The 
beauty of the Great Camps must truly 
be seen to be enjoyed. Soaring living

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railings and arches; twigs were fash- 
ioned into mosaic-patterned tables. 

In 1896, after he finished Pine Knot, 
Durant turned to a more massive and 
formal style, building Camp Sagamore 
on the other side of Route 28. Right 
across from the Raquette Lake road is a 
dirt road about four miles long. It leads 
to Sagamore, operated as the Sagamore 
Lodge and Conference Center. Howard 
Kirschenbaum, the director, showed us 
around. The most imposing sight is the 
main lodge. “You can see Durant’s love 
of Swiss chalets,” he said. ‘Long slop- 
ing roofs, decorative railings, exposed 
log ends and balconies surround the

building.” Durant combined design 
ideas that suited his fancy, as can be 
seen from a graceful Japanese-style 
open-air boathouse. Kirschenbaum 
conducts recreation programs and 
workshops on management, education 
and personal development, and he ac- 
commodates tours.

We wanted more perspective on the 
Adirondacks, so we made a point of 
stopping at the Adirondack Museum, 
about 30 minutes northeast, just above 
the junction of Routes 28 and 30. You 
could lose yourself for several hours 
with the unexpected delights here. 


_ First, there are timeless images of the 


area by artists like Winslow Homer, 


Sanford Robinson Gifford, Frederic 
_ Remington and Rockwell Kent. 


Do you enjoy the beauty of fine an- 
tique cars? You'll find them galore at 
the Adirondack Museum. Walk 
through a luxurious private train car 
once owned by the flamboyant New 
York financier August Belmont. It’s 
similar to trains that pampered million- 


| aires as they traveled to the Adiron- 


dacks. There’s a carved mahogany inte- 
rior plus rich velvet, and a glistening 
Persian rug on the game table. 

The museum’s director, Craig Gil- 
born, author of an authoritative biog- 
raphy of the Durant family, showed us 
much more. Antique toys, for instance: 
a collection of miniature furniture, ve- 
hicles and puzzles. Mr. Gilborn led us 
to Adirondack furniture, made be- 
tween 1895 and 1910, decorated with 
intricate twigwork. (See pages 91 and 93 


for a selection of modern examples.) 

The Adirondack Museum is one of 
the finest regional museums in the 
United States. Don’t miss it. Open ev- 
ery day from June 15 through October 
15 from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Admission: 
$4.50 for adults, $2.75 for children ages 
7 to 15 (children 6 and under, free). 


The Lake Placid Region 

Another Adirondack attraction is 
Lake Placid, 90 minutes northeast of 
the Adirondack Museum on Route 86, 
and the official training site for Olym- 
pic hopefuls. The Olympic arena is 
booked solid with pros who work with 
figure skaters and speed skaters. How- 
ever, most of the town’s shops as well 
as accommodations are actually around 
Mirror Lake. One of the area’s best 
restaurants is Steak & Stinger whose 
offerings include a wide range of com- 
petently prepared seafood, beef, veal, 
lamb and vegetarian dishes. Entrée 
prices run $8 to $19. The most restful 
place to stay is the Mirror Lake Inn. 
Ask for a room in one of the cottages 
built over the water. Rates: $39 to $65 
per person per day, June 25 through 
October 10. 

The most spectacular Great Camp, 
Topridge, was rebuilt by Post Cereal 
heiress Majorie Merriweather Post. 
From Lake Placid head west on Route 
86, then take Route 30 north, make an 
immediate left and follow the winding 
road several miles until you see the 
Topridge sign on the left. After a few 
minutes, the unlikely dirt road blos- 
soms into her 207-acre estate set on a 
sliver of land called a hogback, which 
divides Spectacle Pond from Upper St. 
Regis Lake. 

“When Mrs. Post died in 1973, she 
left the estate to New York State, and it 
has been open to the public for the last 
two years as a conference center for 
educational and nonprofit groups,” ex- 
plained Larry Lester, a soft-spoken 
man who worked for her and is now in 
charge. For details call (518) 891-1990. 

Where to stay nearby that offers a 
feeling for this kind of splendor? Easy: 
William Avery Rockefeller’s rustic re- 
treat called The Point, about 45 min- 
utes south of Topridge at the end of a 
dirt road off Route 30.

The Point 

The Point wasn’t supposed to be 
built. During the early 1930s, William 
Rockefeller hired the great Adirondack 
architect William Distin to help with 
various projects. ‘““One morning Rocke- 
feller entered Distin’s office and saw 
these drawings on the board,” Ted 
Carter recounted. “At first, Rockefeller 
was angry at Distin for doodling on his 
time. Then Distin explained the draw- 
ings were a fantasy of the ideal Adi- 
rondack camp, the culmination of ail 
his experience. Nobody would build 
such a place, since the cost would be 
prohibitive. It would have steam heat, 
steel and brass windows, and every 
room would have a different wood for 
paneling—cypress, knotty pine, cedar, 
spruce. There would be an inch-thick 
slate roof, pegged floors and cathedral 
ceilings. Most guest rooms would have 
a granite fireplace. Some rooms would 
have Art Deco stainless steel bathroom 
fixtures, while others would have black 
onyx. The great hall would be 30 by 50 
feet with a huge stone fireplace at each 
end. Rockefeller gave an elated Distin 
the go-ahead.” 

Many guests come back again and 
again because of The Point’s painstak- 
ing attention to details.

ike lunching in a tree house, eating in the 
dining room (above) is akin to being in an 
aerie surrounded by windows that let in 
dappled sunlight through lush greenery.

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cenic views from the master bedroom (garden on 
one side, pond on the other) are among the 
house's enduring assets.

Container gardening is spe- 
cialized, rooftop gardening 
even more so. You must check 
your building’s structure to 
make sure that plantings are 
installed directly over beams 
or outside walls. To protect 
this roof’s surface a grid of 
pressure-treated two-by- 
fours was laid in the direction 
of roof drains to elevate the 
containers—made from oak 
whiskey barrels sawed in half. 
The “soil-less” planting medi- 
um, three parts peat moss to 
one part perlite, weighs one 
fifth as much as garden soil 
and holds more moisture. 
Keeping plants watered is 
the biggest chore, so for this 
garden an irrigation system 
was devised from a patio wa- 
tering kit. Hoses branch off 
into capillaries that drip into 
each container without wast- 
ing a single drop. A timer 
makes it automatic. The mix 
has no nutrition so fertilizer is 
siphoned into the system 
twice a month until August 
when plant growth is encour- 
aged to “harden-off” so it can 


withstand winter weather.

ear the end of the 19th century families began creating their own campsites in 
the rugged St. Regis Lake area, often sleeping in tents with wood floors until 
their compounds, made up of self-sufficient buildings, were completed. Pine Tree 
Point, the example shown here, now comprises one semicircular main cabin with 
a delicately pitched roof, a sleeping cabin connected by a boardwalk to the main 
cabin, a decorative summer house in the style of a small pagoda (opposite), several 
small guest cottages plus a boathouse (below) and landing. Originally it was built 
as a collection of small buildings with exteriors of vertical board and battens but 
was dramatically changed in the 20th century. 

In 1904, just back from a trip to Japan, the Frederick Vanderbilt family 
purchased Pine Tree Point and set about transforming it into its present style. 
Seeing a strong similarity between the lake district and the Japanese countryside 


they had visited, they hired the same workmen who had completed the Japanese 
Village at the 1893 World’s Columbian Exposition in Chicago to re-create the 
country homes they had so admired in their travels. Also, it has been reported 
that the Vanderbilts embraced the Oriental attitude to the extent that they 
required all their maids to wear kimonos!

atural color, figure and grain of wood were used decoratively in the Adirondack 
camps just as they have been in more recent log dwellings. Camp builders chose 
native spruce, pine, hemlock, tamarack and balsam, shunning such materials as 
plaster, wallpaper and even paint. Logs were fastidiously selected for straightness, 
shape and taper and had to be carefully placed to avoid contact with the ground 
and the risk of dry rot. The furniture and accessories, made on the spot with 
materials at hand, added to the Great Camps’ rustic character. 


Pine Knot (opposite), the quintessential camp, exemplifies structure as a decora-

William West Durant (the first to make his summer mountain quarters comfort- 
able for winter pleasures), Pine Knot was built in 1879 at Raquette Lake on 
terrain similar to the northern timbered regions of Alpine countries and to 
Scandinavia, Russia and Japan. That many camps bear foreign details in their 
gables and verandas was due to their owners’ travels abroad and visits to 
international expositions. For instance, the style of Mrs. Marjorie Merriweather

History has a 
way of putting this 
all in perspective. 
For instance, an up- 
coming book, Ameri- 
can Ruskic Furniture by > 
Susan Osborn (Harmony Di- 
vision of Crown Publishers), tells 
us: “English landscape gardeners, 
having cast off the Baroque chains 
imposed by the grandiloquent Louis 
XIV, embraced the picturesque and 
encouraged natural forms to mean- 
der, twist and twirl; even the yews 
were allowed to go ragged. After a 
time, this rococo adoration of the 
crooked, irregular and jagged led to 
the Gothic revival of the late 19th 
century.” From this source and oth- 
ers, it seems apparent that the de- 
signs we attribute to Adirondack 
and Appalachian woodsmen origi- 
nally have English roots. Nonethe- 
less all manner of old and new twig 
furniture is part and parcel of the 
current American Rustic Revival. 
What is at the core of this renewed 
enthusiasm for back-to-nature de- 
sign? Perhaps it is what the ancient 
Roman writer Martial termed rus in 
urbe, the country in the town. As 
Sue Honaker Stephenson puts it in 
Rustic Furniture (Van Nostrand Rein- 
hold, 1979): “It seems likely that the 
homely rustic work 
has always served 
to express the dec- 
orative symbolism 
of some form of re-

the excessess of civilization. The 
undulations of fashion in this par- 
ticular style of furniture tell us a 
great deal about the framework in 
which it found a footing. As a deco- 
rative symbol, a rustic seat is aston- 
ishingly literal, being constructed of 
the bare roots of trees.” 

Indeed, as of the 1840s rustic set- 
tees became the benchmark of out- 
door designs so fashionable along 
the East Coast. As the demand for 
rustic furniture grew, the craft 
flourished. Four distinct style peri- 
ods emerged and serve as a refer- 
ence for modern day craftsmen: 

1) Gothic revival designs usually 
made of rhododendron or laurel 
wood with the bark intact. 

2) Civil War period designs derived

mong my favorite wine 
‘pleasures is stopping at an 
old-fashioned wine bistro in Paris, 
such as La Tartine, with its handsome 
zinc bar, to sample a glass of several 
different wines. That’s the fun of a 
wine bar—being able to try unusual 
and sometimes expensive wines by the 
glass for a fraction of the full bottle 
price. Now, happily, you can find wine 
bars in large American cities, too. 
The boom in wine bars here in the 
past few years is in part because of a 
new machine invented in France called 


a Cruvinet. It’s a wine dispenser that 
allows a bottle of wine to be kept open 
for several weeks without spoiling, en- 
suring that every glass of wine will 
taste exactly as it would if the bottle 
had just been uncorked.

banks of Germany’s Mo- 
sel River are an unbroken green ribbon. 
This is one of the great wine areas of 
the world. The white wines produced 
here are the ones I most often choose 
for summer lunches and casual quaff- 
ing. They’re light, lovely, refreshing 
and fragrant as a garden in bloom. A 
first-rate Mosel has a pale platinum 
color with a hint of green, an expansive 
flowery scent and a delicious, fruity 
flavor balanced by citruslike acidity 


and a hint of spritz, or tiny bubbles. 
The best buys among Mosels for 
summer are those labeled Qualitatswein 
(QbA) or Kabinett. These terms indicate 
the degree of sweetness and mean the 
wine will be fairly dry. The sweeter, 
more concentrated Mosels are more ex- 
pensive and less suitable for summer 
sipping. On the labels, you'll see their 
town name (with -er appended) fol- 
lowed by a vineyard name, such as Pie- 
sporter Goldtropfchen. Look for wines 
from Piesport, Bernkastel, Graach, 
Wehlen, Zeltingen, and Wiltingen.

Hot Tips 


Steaming is about as close to a foolproof cooking 
method as one can find. Still, some advice from 
the experts can help you avoid any pratfalls and 
produce perfect food every time: 

e Be sure the liquid never touches the food: You 
don't want a boiled -effect. This won't happen if 
you use about 1 inch of water and avoid over- 
crowding the steamer. 

e When steaming a whole fish wrap it in cheese- 
cloth to avoid sticking and breakage. In lieu of 
this, oil the surface on which the fish is to be 
placed. 

e Have liquid boiling before you begin to cook: 
This will help you in timing the food. 

e@ When using a stack steamer place the item 
requiring the longest cooking time on the bottom. 
e For a change of pace try chicken stock instead 
of water 

e Try using your steamer for reconstituting dried 
foods and freshening stale bread.

PAN IDEAL TRIO

onsider the possibilities and 
imagine the pleasures. Fruit is 
sweet, tart, juicy, succulent. 
Cheeses can be creamy, crum- 
bly, tangy, buttery. Pair their 
add a 


‘compatible wine, and you have a trio 


myriad flavors and textures, 


of tantalizing diversity. 

Cheese, fruit and wine have an af- 
finity that some people feel was made 
‘in heaven. An understandable reaction 
when one thinks of the infinite taste 
sensations these three “fruits of the 
earth” offer. They are the ideal dessert, 
the perfect picnic, a mid-afternoon re- 
freshment, an evening's casual repast. 
But while fruit, cheese and wine meals 
are heralded by today’s tastemakers, 
they are, in fact, the rediscovery of a 
way of eating that is centuries old. 

Shakespeare knew the delight of a 
crunchy apple with Cheddar when he 
wrote in The Merry Wives of Windsor, 
“There’s pippins and cheese to come.” 
Today, he might have added a lightly 
chilled Beaujolais to complete the 
threesome or, if the pleasures were tak- 
en later in the evening, he could pair 
his fruit and cheese with a tawny port. 

The Greeks, who take credit for dis- 
covering wine through their ancient 
god Dionysus, enjoy serving clusters of 
grapes and slices of watermelon and 
cantaloupe—sweet, juicy fruits—with 
chunks of briny, crumbly Feta. They 
pull these flavor opposites together 
with their own dessert wine, Mavro- 
daphne, which they lace with lemon 
and serve on the rocks. You might sub- 
stitute a light, dry Italian red wine such 
as Bardolino or Valpolicella, a regional 
Bordeaux or one of the Loire’s reds 
such as Chinon or Bourgueil. 

The Spanish serve melon, quince and 
berries with fresh cheeses similar to 
Neufchatel or cream cheese. With it, 
they drink brut sparkling wine.

Whole-grained and home- 
made breads are welcome with cheeses, 
and so are crisp, unflavored crackers.

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make the difference between a sad or 
happy ending to what can prove a 
wrenching experience. 

Whether taking a formal portrait, an 
adorable candid shot or a useful full- 
length picture for identification pur- 
poses, there are several ways to im- 
prove your pet-picture results. 

Unless you are a professional pho- 
tographer or a serious amateur with 
complicated, expensive equipment | 
suggest you use uncomplicated instant 
cameras such as the new, inexpensive 
Polaroids. Watching the results of your 
work while you still have the animal 
handy to photograph not only saves 
you time and money but precious ener- 
gy (yours and the pet’s). 

The first step toward good pet snap- 
shots is so obvious that most of us 
overlook it. Groom your dog or cat! By 
that I mean your pet should be clean, 
brushed and combed. You would never. 
stand in front of a camera before 
primping yourself, would you? 

Pay particular attention to the ani- 
mal’s eyes. They are the most striking 
feature of any living creature and 
should glisten. Use a damp washcloth 
and eye cleaning solution (available at 
most pet stores) to clear the eyes of 
particles and give them a sheen. One

Patience pays off 

You may conquer the animal’s resis- 
tance to being photographed by setting 
up a controlled situation. Decide where 
and what you want to snap before bring- 
ing the animal out. Tape a food treat to 
the floor. Bring your pet to that spot 
and let it loose. You should have more 
than a minute or two to shoot before 
the food treat is nabbed, resulting in a. 
wonderfully animated portrait. The in- | 
stant camera tells you immediately if 
you have what you want and there are 
no costly lab fees. 

Be patient for those charming candid 
shots. Follow your pet around in a ca- 
sual manner.

ordinary, everyday activity. Using the 
scratch post, the food bowl, playing 
with a toy or a leash—all make excel- 
lent photographs. The ordinary be- 
comes extraordinary in a picture. Al- 
ways keep your camera loaded and 
handy. You never know when the 
perfect situation for a photograph will 
turn up. 


Creating a “studio” 

For a perfect portrait turn your house 
into a studio. Place a table in front of a 
blank wall. Secure a piece of fabric in a 
color that contrasts with your pet’s 
coat. Tack it to the wall about 2 or 3 
feet above the table, letting it flow 
onto the table. You now have a uni- 
form theatrical backdrop that will give 
the portrait of your pet a pleasing stu- 
dio effect. 

Get a helper to distract the pet by 
tickling its nose with a feather or by 
waving some food in the air and off to 
the side to get your pet’s attention. 
Frame the picture in your camera’s 


viewfinder, making sure the helper and 
the object are out of the picture. Wait 
for that great expression that is most 
typical of your pet and, without hesi- 
tating, click the shutter. 


The eyes have it 

Whether photographing dogs or cats, 
always think eyes! Be certain the animal's 
eyes are not only visible but open and 
expressive. In all great pet photos the 
eyes have a tiny pinpoint of light re- 
flecting the sky or a lamp. They are 
like beauty marks. It is true that the 
eyes are the windows of the soul and 
they can make all the difference be- 
tween a simple snapshot or a treasured 
memory. 

Put your cat in a container—a bas- 
ket, a hat—and snap the picture just at 
the moment when the pet peers out. A 
sleeping dog makes a wonderful pic- 
ture as does a pet looking wistfully out 
the window. 

A furry friend, a little imagination, 
and an instant camera can make pet 
photographs that you'll cherish for 
many years. Good shooting, and try 
not to trip over your tripod. @

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Tough plants that 
thrive in tight spaces 


By KEN DRUSE 
he plants that grow in the garden 
shown on pages 56 to 59 are 
among the best choices for con- 
tainer gardening. But since these plants 
are tough enough to survive in a rigor- 
ous rooftop environment, they may be 
among the best easy-care ones for your 
garden as well. The rooftop garden we 
show is in U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture zone 7, where minimum tempera- 
tures range from 0° to 10°, but because 
of wind exposure and containers that 
nearly freeze solid, it has the character- 
istics of the colder zone 6. 
Container growing has a dwarfing 


| effect on trees, but that’s an advantage

in small-space gardens. There, trees are 
selected to perform double duty, to 


_ provide shade and flowers or fruit, but 
-mostly because they are tenacious and 


dependable, for only the strong sur- 


vive. Container-grown trees “‘leaf-out” 


' later than the same ones on the street 


_ below, and show their fall colors earli- 


er. Among the trees: European birch, 
green ash ‘Fast-grow,’ maples (small 
varieties), tamarisk, peach and honey 


locust. Shrubs too have to be survivors. 


They include evergreen junipers and 
yews, sumac, azaleas, viburnum, for- 
sythia, pussy willow and oak-leaved 
and peegee hydrangeas. 

Nearly all annuals will survive in 
containers. Some of the best are gerani- 


ums, salvia, globe amaranth and petu- 


nia. Some very sturdy annuals self-sow 
to provide new plants for the following 


year. These include Johnny-jump-up, 


nicotiana, marigold, cosmos, California 


poppy, sunflower and snapdragon. 


The real challenge in container gar- 


| dening is to grow the flowering peren- 


nials that we all love in our gardens on 
the ground. The best of these come 


back each spring—bigger and better 
than the year before. The ones planted 
in containers must be really depend- 
able, but they must also look good for 
the longest time, for they are always in 
view. Some early-flowering plants, 
such as iris, also have interesting fo- 
liage. Most of the perennials listed be- 
low are easy to care for, grow well in 
containers and will survive in gardens 
from zones 5 to 9.

Sa is a great way to express 
yourself with color and pattern. What 
begins in your mind as an abstract idea, 
a fantasy or a whimsy can take shape 
as a design on walls, floors, furniture or 
fabrics. With knowledge of the basics, 
stenciling can be easy. 


The following are a few pointers for 
beginners from artist Cile Lord. 


1) Stencil on a surface that is matte and 
fairly smooth. Avoid slippery surfaces 
like glossy finishes, glazed fabrics or 
ceramic tiles. They all resist paint. 


2) In addition to cutting stencils (with a 
utility knife) from cardboard, acetate, 
or stencil paper, try using frosted My- 
lar, a durable material, perfect for sten- 
ciling, sold in sheets at any art supply 
store. 


3) Always use instant-drying paint. 
Choose japan colors or acrylics for 
most surfaces and special textile paints 
when stenciling fabrics. 


4) Use a separate nylon or natural-bris- 
tled stencil brush for each color of 
paint. For unique effects, also try ex- 
perimenting with a cabinetmaker’s glu- 
ing brush or a rubbing brush, sold at 
hardware stores. Both have premium 
bristles which are flexible enough to 
permit beautiful shading. 


5) To create a sharp, clear, pattern ont- 
line, work your brush back and forth in 
a broad circular motion until the color 
is filled in. For further details about 
stenciling techniques as well as project 
ideas, see The Art of Decorative Stenciling 
by Cile Lord and Adele Bishop (Pen- 
guin Books, 1978). @

Designs picturing 
men, swastikas, animals and geometric shapes were worked 
into the basket with colored reed. Most of the basket weavers 
stopped working about 1930. Your basket is known as an olla, 
sometimes called “bottlenecked.” It was originally used for 
grain storage. Fine baskets like yours sell from $500 to $800.

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“T think the biggest challenge for any- 
body in whatever walk of life is to 





know who you are, what you are and 
Ito be that and just let go.” 

| These are the words of a talented 
young artist, John Nieto, whose studio 
outside Sante Fe, N. Mex., is pictured 






on this month’s cover and featured on 
pages 80 to 83. His paintings of Indian 
life and culture are receiving nation- 
wide recognition and acclaim. 

John Nieto brings his philosophy of 

“being yourself and expressing your- 
self” to everything he does—this ap- 
plies to his studio and home as well. 
Visiting John and his wife, Renay, I 
learned that he approached the design- 
ing of his studio in the same way he 
approaches other art, by becoming to- 
tally involved in it. 
_ Once part of the abstract expression- 
| ist school in Paris, he came to realize he 
had left something very special behind 
in New Mexico and returned home. 
With the help of his grandmother he 
began to learn about his Mescalero 
Apache past and started visiting the 
reservation for ceremonials. 

“What's most meaningful to me 
about Indian philosophy is the idea of 
personal power,” John explained. ‘To 
rely on yourself and to forge your own 
way is to be a warrior in a contempo- 
rary environment. You don’t have to be 
armed with a lance to be armed for 
excellence.” 

Sure of his ability to design a house 
(although he had never done so) he 
began by researching how his ancestors 
lived, how they built with materials of 
the earth. His design follows the pat- 
tern of old Indian adobes and is a natu- 
ral extension of the region’s contours 








and of the architectural styles created 


by the seasons. 

In addition to drawing upon historic 
regional styles, the adobe’s design was 
a spiritual quest. As John explained it, 
“For several months I just sat at various 
points until I was certain exactly where 
to place the adobe. There is a window 
that I look through as I paint with a 
view of the Sandia, Ortiz and Jemez 
mountains. The view lets the past come 
into my work. These mountains were 
the ancient home of the Anasazi Indi- 
ans who lived there in the 14th century 
and later migrated to this valley where 
they came to be known as Pueblo Indi- 
ans. They have had a great influence 
on me. The studio took a year to build 
and was a labor of love”. 

John regards the studio as art, but 
points out the difference between his 
“artwork” and the “studio as art” is 
that in building he dealt with other 
people (the studio was built solely by 
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merican Indian artist John Nieto has described so well exactly how 
| feel about home: It should be an expression of one’s self, a comfortable 


place where one feels creative and at peace—a sanctuary 


Indian labor) while his painting is done 
alone. In many ways it is his most per- 
sonal work of art. His paintings, upon 
completion, go out into the world, but 
his adobe remains, a spirit-lifting re- 
treat. 

Even the doorways reflect an Indian 
philosophy. They are small because the 
ancient Indians believed small entries 
made you aware you were passing 
from one space to another—making a 
transition. 

“When I enter,” John says, “I feel in 
a creative mood. It is my sanctuary. I’ve 
lived in structures that give off the 
wrong vibrations because the angles 
are so rigid. Adobe makes you feel the 
house is like a garment you wear. It 
should feel comfortable when you 
wear it. When you are comfortable, 
you are the best person you can be.” 

So there it is. John Nieto has ex- 
pressed quite simply, but so well, ex- 
actly how I feel about home: It should 
be an expression of one’s self, of one’s 
personal philosophy. It should be com- 
fortable, a place in which one feels cre- 
ative and at peace—a sanctuary. 

We can’t all have the advantage of a 
spiritual, nature-oriented background 
to help give us an appreciation and an 
understanding of our past and of our- 
selves. But we can certainly design and 
decorate with a sense of who we are 
and how we want to express ourselves, 
Home is that place, as John Nieto puts 
it, where ‘“you are the best person you 
can be.” 
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From Syrie Maugham’s 
white-white rooms 
to grey flannel walls and 
other one-color concepts. 












































Its not only the so-called major arts that reflect 
the tone and tenor of their times. When Syrie 
Maughams white-white rooms appeared in 
the twenties—their “pickled white” furniture 
placed against spare white walls, the settings 
spotted with white feathers, white seashells, 
and white everything, as well as with chrome 
and mirrors—they were as much a statement 
of the soul of their era as were cubism and 
atonal music. The now-famous postwar mood 
seemed to embrace all 
manner of things from 
shingled hair to /e jazz 
hot. The times they had 
a-changed indeed. And 
a ‘new decor held sway. 
Again. 

Mrs. Maugham prob- 
ably didn’t think of her- 
self as either a rev- 
olutionary or a_ social 
reporter. Her sensibili- 
ties (like those of any 

ee good designer-decorator 
in any era) were clearly attuned to the past 
(and what was wrong with it) as well as to the 
exciting present (and how best to live in it). 

Her spare, uncluttered rooms with their 
spare and uncluttered use of color were partly 
a turning away from the formality and heavi- 
ness of the preceding Edwardian and Victo- 
rian years. But they were, even more, a 
looking forward to the simpler, easier, and 
lighter standards that suddenly, it seemed, had 
now emerged in every aspect of life and held 
sway internationally. (An intriguing footnote 
to Mrs. Maugham celebrity as a designer is 
the persistent reappearance of the literary 
connection inthe decorating arena. Before she 
made her mark as a decorator, Mrs. Maugham 
was very much a member of the international 
literary community via her extravagantly suc- 
cessful writing husband. Through the years, 
literary lionessess—Mrs. Trollope, Harriet 
Beecher Stowe, Edith Wharton—often em- 
ployed their insights to affect the look of real 








houses and rooms as well as to comment on 
what went on in fictional houses and rooms.) 

Designers seem to have a tradition for peri- 
odically cleaning things up, throwing out the 
past and bringing in the present. Minimalism 
follows modernism. High-tech follows Bau- 
haus. “Take everything out!” is a recurring 
designers battle cry. Yet, people being people 
(and designers being people, too), “Put things 
back in!” is another battle cry —of which the 
much-vaunted Post-Modernism of today is a 
lively example. 

And even though a room completely 
swathed in grey flannel may well be as oppres- 
sively self-conscious as one thoroughly be- 
decked in flowering chintzes, the idea of a 
carefully controlled color palette appears to 
be one whose strength prevails in all sorts of 
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eras and for all sorts of decorating styles. 

The very 19808 townhouse sitting-room 
shown here, designed by John Robert Moore, 
is a contemporary example. Although the 
room is aS monochromatic as any period 
Maugham, theres an easy up-to-the-minute 
vivacity about it. This result is achieved by the 
subtle play of texture against texture, as well 
as tone against tone. The imported cut-velvet 
covering the couch and the tussah silk with 
random-dyed-warp on the ottoman (fabrics 
shown, above) are examples of this latter-day 
ease and compatibility. 

Returning for amoment to Syne Maugham, 
the tufted armless easy chair, (shown at top, 
right) was designed by Mrs. Maugham, and 
is another of her prescient decorating ideas.

0.) was destined to change furni- 
cure, textiles and decorative arts. 
| While most of the Morris de- 
signs were medieval in spirit, in- 
novations like the Morris chair— 
che first modern recliner—came out of 
their workshops. Craft forms that had 
all but died out were revived—stained 
glass, one of the most important early 
Morris & Co. products, rivaled that of 
the Middle Ages, and paved the way 
for great American designers like John 
La Farge and Louis Comfort Tiffany. 
Morris & Co. wallpapers and printed 
and woven textiles were among the 
most beautiful of the 19th century— 
advanced to a standard by which the 
est of today’s work is still judged. 
The tremendous renewed interest in 
orris, which has recently included 
eadaptations of his wallpaper and fab- 
ric designs, goes far beyond our grow- 
ing interest in 19th-century antiques. 
Morris dealt with many problems that 
beset designers and consumers today,

such as finding alternatives to shoddy 
machine-made goods. With his col- 
leagues—including famed Pre-Rapha- 
elite painters Dante Gabriel Rossetti 
and Edward Coley Burne-Jones, as well 
as architect Philip Webb—Morris tried 
to produce beautifully designed and 
crafted home furnishings, preferably 
handmade by artisans from start to fin- 
ish, that were affordable to all. In using 
simplicity as a guideline, they also 
hoped to do away with the obsessive 

























clutter that was already becoming 
synonymous with the Victorian 
Age. Morris is seen as the founder 
of the Arts and Crafts Movement 
of the late 19th century, which, in 
turn, inspired functional design in 
the 20th century. 

Morris was probably most fam- 
ous for his wallpapers and textiles 
because his greatest talents were in 
two-dimensional designs. It was 
here he did most of his work—not 
only in designing, but in dyeing 
and production as well. The most 
beautiful designs were based upon 
Renaissance fabrics (with some 
Near Eastern ones thrown in, as 
well). They were lovely, meander- 
ing and intertwining pat- 
terns of vines, fruits and 
flowers, occasionally har-

Morris chintzes, first made in the 
late 1860s, were hand-printed by tradi- 
tional wood block. At first Morris used 
available chemical dyes, which offered 
unlimited, brash colors that bled when 
washed. He became determined to re- 
vive all of the rich, vibrant and warm 
colors of the past that only herb and 
insect dyes could produce. His success 
was astounding, and indeed one of the 
joys of Ms. Parry’s book is a full-color 
catalog of Morris’s repeat patterns. 

The most practical Morris rooms 
were beautifully thought out, and the 
grander ones, like the one still on view 
at the Victoria and Albert, captured the 
images of fairy tale splendor. As a de- 
sign company, rather than just a pro- 
ducer of goods, they saw a need for 
textiles of all kinds for upholstery, 
draperies, even decorative hangings. 

While Morris couldn’t totally suc- 
ceed in giving superlative textiles and 


home furnishings to everybody, he did | 


inspire designers, companies and stores 
to make the attempt. Most important 
of these was Liberty & Co., whose 
wonderful Tudor-style store stands off 
London’s Regent Street. Liberty’s re- 
mains one of the world’s best-known 
producers of beautiful printed cottons. 
Liberty & Co. was so important in the 
production and sale of Arts and Crafts 
and Art Nouveau decoration that one 
of the continental names for Art Nou- 
veau was “Stile Liberty!” The store’s 
founder, Arthur Lasenby Liberty, be- 
gan by selling imported Japanese and 


Chinese art and decoration, which be- 


came the rage after Commodore Perry 
opened Japan to the West in 1853. To 
compete with Morris, Liberty set up a 
textile-printing shop, but Liberty went 
further. He employed some of the best 
young avant-garde designers to syn- 


thesize various popular styles. He also | 


worked with more modern techniques 
on a larger scale than Morris—in furni- 
ture, silver and decorations. While Lib- 
erty’s was more “progressive” and a 
consummate commercial success, the 
inspiration for the ideas and the ideals 
could always be traced to William 
Morris’s genius. @

“It’s hard to beat the excitement of spotting 
pieces worth more than they’re tagged and having your 
hunch proved right when you go fo sel

itting at a country auction in up- 
S state New York last summer, I got 

into a conversation with a white- 
haired man sitting next to me. From his 
whispered conferences with the people 
on his other side and frequent head 
nodding to acquaintances, it was clear 
he was a dealer, and an old-timer at 
that. As we chatted about the merits of 
rockers without runners and clocks 
that might possibly be made to keep 
time, he suddenly looked up and 
asked, “Do you have a shop?” 

“@hy no,’ I said: 

“You will, you will,” he repeated, 
and he was probably right. 

It all started innocently enough. I 
married a man with a house in the 
country and an eye for a bargain. Come 
weekends, we would read the garage- 
sale ads in the local papers and take off 
for the most likely sounding sales, 
stopping for the smaller ones that fre- 
quently turned out to be left over from 
the weekend before. 

At first, it was so exciting to discover 
that I could buy a whole set of dishes 
for 50 cents or two coffee mugs for a 
nickel that I bought with no eye for 
good or bad, and our house (not so big 
to begin with) got smaller. Gradually, I 
began to separate quantity from quali- 
ty and grow more discriminating in 
what I bought. I began to see what was 
out there and to think there must be a 
market for some of the things I could 
pick up so inexpensively: Fiestaware 
and Harlequinware, ’40s tablecloths, 
pitchers, handmade linens, beaded eve- 
ning bags ... the list was endless. 


Become a ‘picker’ 

Finally, one hot summer afternoon, 
with my best finds cleaned of accumu- 
lated dust and dirt, I set off with a 
loaded shopping bag to see what I 
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could sell. To my delight,-I sold almost 
all of it—and to dealers who asked to 
see more. So there I was, launched into 
the world as something I never even 
knew existed—a “picker.” This, I dis- 
covered, is someone with a good eye 
and a lot of stamina, who scours yard 
sales, flea markets, thrift shops and 
auctions to find items to sell to an 
antiques dealer or collector. 

But before you put on your old 
clothes, grab shopping bags and run to 
the nearest flea market, you should un- 
derstand that it’s loads of fun, but 
hardly a way to make a living. For the 
occasional piece that made me $50, 
there were 20 others I made only—or 
lost—$1 on. For the first year, I just 
about broke even. 

I passed up things I shouldn’t have— 
an old Nantucket basket worth at least 
$300 and selling for $45—and bought 
other things better left where I found 
them, like the yellowware bowl. When 
I bought it for $15, I knew only that I’d 
seen similar bowls in antiques shops 
and that I liked them. Well, I was right 
on point one. They certainly were in 
the shops; so many that no dealer 
wanted mine. When the fourth dealer 
said, grudgingly, “I guess I can give 
you $4,” I took the money and ran. 

Then there was the pitcher I thought 
was silver; in my zeal to get it all 
shined up and presentable, I rubbed off 
the finish, silver and all. And the mesh 
evening bag, with a few holes in the 
mesh, “so easy to fix,’”’ according to the 
sweet little old lady who sold it to me. 
To do it myself, I paid $18 for a pair of 
jeweler’s pliers, only to discover I had 
too many thumbs to use them. 

I had also to learn that a picker, in 
the thick of the fight, is very cool. My 
natural inclination when I spot some- 
thing terrific is to jump up and down 


wt 


and yell, ““Eureka!”” But as my husband 










was quick to point out, this kind o! 
behavior is not productive. You don’t! 
for example, shout to your friend 1¢ 
feet away, “Hey, look at this! What de 
you think this is?” I learned that b 
losing a set of sake cups marked ‘“madé 
in occupied Japan” to a lady who paic 
a nickel apiece for them, after I oblig- 
ingly drew her attention to the mark. (/ 
later learned that anything marked 
“occupied Japan” is collectible.) 


Win with your hunches 

But I picked some winners, too: A 
canister set of marbled pink Czechoslo- 
vakian china, so greasy it looked as if if 
had been put over the stove 50 years 
ago and never moved. | paid $6 and 
after much scrubbing sold it for $50, 
And an old compact I spotted in a box 
of junk and paid $2 for—I sold it for 
$50 to a very elegant dealer. It’s hard to 
beat the excitement of spotting pieces 
like that, thinking they’ve got to be 
worth a lot more than they’re tagged 
and having your hunch proved righ 
when you go to sell. That, even wal 
than the pleasure of being your own 
boss, and the friendliness of almost ev- 
erybody in the business, is what gets 
people hooked on picking. Those little! 
signs in flea markets that say “Warn- 
ing, antique pox, contagious, keep out” 
are not so far wrong. 

If you want to try it, you'll need a) 
good eye, a sense of humor and com- 
fortable shoes. You'll need to be able to) 
stick by your judgments and live with 
your mistakes (or give them away, 
nicely wrapped, as gifts). In turn you 
will acquire humility, faith in the fu- 
ture (maybe you'll sell it tomorrow) 
and, if you’re lucky, a little money.

of that. I start off the weekend or any 
party with the assumption that / am 
going to enjoy it. 

“Most people have this core of 
things they like. I think that when you 
are genuinely interested in something 
and not trying to impress anyone, per- 
sonal style develops.” 

Nowhere is this idea better illustrat- 
ed than in Mr. Bailey’s choice of 
menus, combining as they do favorites 
from his Louisiana boyhood punctuat- 
ed with more sophisticated dishes. 

A friend of Mr. Bailey’s (writing in 
the book’s foreword) remembers that 
just when people were becoming infat- 
uated with nouvelle cuisine, the de- 
signer entertained one night with 
boiled beef. “A hefty, real-food kind of 
meal that was a tremendous relief from 
all the meticulously turned turnips, 
shredded leeks and morsels of duck,” 
she recalls. 








Avoiding trendiness is espe} 
cially important when findin) 
your own personal decoratin| 
style. Says Mr. Bailey, “In orde 
to trust your own preference: 
you must ignore trends. If yor 
love everything pink, or beige 
go along with it until you ar 
saturated. A certain color pal) 
ette has always been pleasing te 
me—a little bit of color sur 
rounded by a lot of neutral and 
for a number of years, whité , 
and sand looked wonderful 
Then, about five or six year 
ago, gray started looking very 
good. It was almost as if 
couldn’t get enough. I painted 
the walls in my Long Islan¢ 
house greenish-gray. I painte¢ 
my apartment that color—ev- 
erything that color, in fact. 

“This is not to say that any- 
body can decorate a house, but gener- 
ally if you are interested enough you 
can.” In much the same way that hé 
offers step-by-step advice on party- 
giving in his book, Mr. Bailey offers 4 
logical plan for decorating: “There is 
nothing arcane about it. It is not mys- 
terious. You start off with the walls, 
which are the biggest area, and you get 
them right. The next big step is the 
floors. Each time you make a decision 
you narrow your options for the next 
decision. That makes it all easier.” 

He warns against worrying about 
small things at the wrong time (“Don’t 
even think about lampshades until all 
the big decisions are made’’) and) 
against suppressing your own prefer- 
ences. “Insecurity interrupts the cre- 
ative process because it keeps people 
from valuing their own reactions about 
what they want to do and the things) 
they like.” =—ELIZABETH H. HUNTER!

LIVING WELL, LOOKING GOOD 


OUTFITTING YOUR BATH WITH AN EMPHASIS ON WELL-BEING

itarian, above all 

unaesthetic—I am 
struck by how much they have 
changed and by how closely their 
evolution parallels our growing re- 
spect for the body or, as it has so 
accurately been described, the fit- 
ness revolution. 

The bible of that revolution, Aero- 
bics by Dr. Kenneth H. Cooper, was 
first published in 1968, giving the 
world a new concept—cardiovascu- 
lar exertion—and paving the way 
for a fresh approach to everything 
that concerns our physical well-be- 
ing. Once we learned that “Wwell- 
ness” means more than merely not 
being sick, it was only a matter of 
time before we realized that bath- 
rooms can provide a lot more for peo- 
ple than cleanliness. 

“The bathroom used to be a place in 
which we performed a few necessary 
ablutions and then left,” says Michael 
O’Malley, director of marketing for the 
Kohler Company, a leading manufac- 
turer of bathroom products. “Now it’s 
become a room to really spend time in. 
Today we see a strong trend towards 
the bathroom being open to the bed- 
room, becoming more comfortable, a 
place where people can luxuriate and 
relax, where they can spend some pri- 
vate moments. 

“In 1977, when we introduced our 


first whirlpool bath, we were respond- 


ing to what we saw as the public’s 
desire for personal fitness and well- 
being. People were becoming familiar 
with whirlpools at health clubs or spas 
and they wanted to be able to have 
that experience in their homes.” 
Should you be about to join this rev- 
olution in bathroom function, I'd like 





. 





to pass along a few design details I 


spotted in some successful transforma- 
tions—details that can help to increase 
your comfort and enjoyment. 

When choosing an up-to-date tub, 
be sure the rim is wide enough to sit on 
if needed. Make sure that the middle 
section has a grab bar for anyone need- 
ing help in rising, and that the bottom 
has a permanent slip-resistant finish. 
In a shower and bath combination, 
provide yourself with a high and a low 
soap dish; a self-draining storage shelf 
is also an asset. Well worth the invest- 
ment are recessed lights over the tub. 
(As an extra treat, try putting them on 
a dimmer.) 

With the increasing interest in bath- 
ing, it’s important not to get too much 
of a good thing—for instance, using 
stiff brushes or other such roughing 
agents all over your body to exfoliate 
dry or flaking skin. I asked Robert Au- 
erbach, M.D., associate professor of 
clinical dermatology at the New York 


University School of Medicine, |

“Absolutely not,” says Dr. Auer-. 
bach. “The horny layer of the 
skin—the so-called dead layer—be- 
longs there.

England Adopts 
An Oriental Art 


Japanning became a way of

During the 17th cen- 
tury, many Londoners became fasci- 
nated by the Chinese and Japanese 
lacquer boards, screens and chests 
that the Dutch and English East In- 
dia Companies began to ship home 
from the Orient. At first erroneous- 
ly labeled “Indian goods,” they 
were sold to wealthy London nobles 
who had the boards cut up to panel 
the walls of town house salons, or 
made into furniture 
pieces for stately homes 
and country palaces. 

The production of 
lacquer originated in 
pre-Christian China, 
but was soon imitated 
in Japan. For centuries, 
the craftsmen of both 
countries used lacquer 
to strengthen their no- 
bility’s ceremonial and 
household articles such 
as headdresses, chests, 
boxes and even leather 
armor. The japanese 

eventually produced 
superior lacquer objects. At one 
time the Chinese sent apprentices in 
lacquer work to Japan to be taught 
the art. 

In its natural state, Oriental lac- 
quer is a gummy “lac,” or juice, 
which comes from a small Chinese 
tree called the Rhus vernicifera. 
This cream-colored juice underwent 
a long, involved process of stirring 
and thickening before the workman 
would carefully smooth a thin layer 
of the lac with a brush either onto a

plain wood, such as 
cypress, kiri, or thuja; 
wood which had been 
covered with a base of 
silk or hemp cloth; or 
even just paper which 
had been covered with 
a claylike paste. This 
was allowed to dry. 
The lac was sometimes applied and 
allowed to dry 36 times before the 
piece was ready for the design work. 

Painting was often then done in 
gold, using symbolic motifs. For ex- 
ample, the peach, pine tree and tor- 
toise represented longevity; the 
pomegranate stood for fecundity, 
etc. Birds, flowers, clouds, pagodas, 
trees and mountains in landscape 
scenes appear to have been the most 
common and popular designs. Var- 
nish was put on to protect the de- 
signs. The piece was then burnished 
to a high gloss. 

Oriental lacquer pieces were 
available in a variety of colors— 
black (most common), red, green, 
brown and yellow. 
Other ingredients 
such as cinnabar 
for red, or indigo 
for green tones, 
were also added to 
the lac to produce 
more rare color 
grounds. Although 
the majority of lac- 
quer articles were 
painted, some had 
incised designs 
filled with gold and 
colors—known as 
“Bantam” or ‘“’Cor- 
omandel’’ work. 
Others had designs 
inlaid with pre- 
cious materials.

to send their own wooden chests, 
bureaus and tables to the Orient, 
have items lacquered there, then 
ship them back to be sold in Europe. 
This could take up to two years. 
This European version of lacquer 
work came to be called japanning. 
European craftsmen used a yellow 
varnish made from 
shellac (at the time 
made from resins 
deposited by an in- 
sect called the cocus 
laccu) and colored 
with pigments to 
approximate the 
look and feel of 
genuine lacquer.

tume. To represent the Oriental 
raised work, the decorations were 
outlined in gesso or gold size and 
built up with a composition of vari- 
ous products—gum arabic, sawdust, 
etc. The piece was then colored, pol- 
ished and gilded. The various color 
grounds available in japanning were 
black, red, blue, green and, some- 
times, buff. 

Without the Rhus vernicifera 
tree, the European worker could 
never really imitate the lighter and 
more durable finish produced in the 
Orient. Yet English experts in ja- 
panning could produce a high gloss 
and a hard, brittle surface on items 
that could be later encased in a 


beautiful (and distracting) frame of 
iron or brass work by master crafts- 
men. During the Queen Anne peri- 
od in England (roughly 1700 to 
1720) a large quantity of cabinets, 
looking glass frames, 
chests, and other pieces of 
household 


came to be japanned in this 


furnishings, 


manner. As the taste for ja- 
panning in furniture suites 
waned there was a tempo- 
rary rage for japanned long 
case clocks during the 
years from 1720 to 1770. In 
England, japanning became a way of 
giving a luxurious finish to inexpen- 
sive woods, and chinoiserie decora- 
tion was replaced with an emphasis 
on floral swags and flower motifs. 
Meanwhile, across the channel in 
France during the 18th century, four 
brothers, the Martins, tried their 
own form of lacquer imitation, 
which also became popular with the 
English buyer. Their finish, known 
as vernis Martin, was executed on 
types of furniture and furnishings 
including snuff boxes, fans and se- 
dan chairs. Originally, they imitated 
Oriental patterns in black and gold. 
They later experimented in poly- 
chrome with Western motifs. 
During the same century, Thomas 
Allwood established a flourishing 
business at Pontypool in Mon- 
mouthshire where tin tea trays, can- 
dlesticks, urns and boxes were coat- 
ed with scarlet, green, yellow, blue, 
black or white varnishes, and then 
heavily decorated 
with flowers, floral 
swags and landscapes 
in the Oriental man- 
ner. “Pontypool” ja- 
panning is still very 
popular today.

You’d expect peppery foods from stouthearted Texans, and Dennis Starks 
does the tradition proud. Owner of the Houston catering service Hot Cuisine, 
he carries spices to a grill fired with chips of mesquite wood (soaked for 
about 20 minutes in water, then piled on hot charcoals to achieve the full 
benefits of its smoky flavor). To retain the natural juices of his barbecued 
quail, Mr. Starks brushes the birds with olive oil to make sure they don’t burn 
over a too-hot fire. This is a basting method he recommends for all varieties 
of meat. The cabrito (baby goat) is precocked in the oven before being 
similarly grilled. It is then served on a bed of parsley. As for the yellow 
squash, he quickly heats them on the edge of the grill. While the garlic 
cloves can be roasted outdoors, he suggests putting them in the oven 
while grill and chef are occupied with outdoor fare. When garlic is roast-

Petite Sirah: Ihe Grape & 
Its Wines 


hick, rich, spicy, with an 

aroma of cinnamon, carda- 

mom or pepper—that’s how 
I’d describe the mouth-filling flavors 
and attractive scents of the best wines 
made from this historic grape in Amer- 
ica, Australia and France. In France’s 
Rhone Valley, wines have been made 
from this grape (called the Syrah there) 
for over 2,000 years. But the grape’s 
exact origin is still obscure. Some think 
it came from Shiraz, the wine growing 
area of Persia; others point to Sicily. 
The Australians call this grape (and the 
wine) Shiraz, so it’s easy to see which 
version they accept. A good Australian 
example available in this country is the 
Taltarni (the ‘79 is about $9). 

In California some of what’s called 
Petite Sirah is actually made from the 
Duriff, a lesser grape. But there is a 
family resemblance among the wines

California Petite Sirahs (or Syrahs, as 
some are called) are not as complex as 
those from the Rhone nor do they age 
as long, but they are wonderful with 
charcoal-broiled steak and very good 
values—most in the $5 to $9 range.

Robert Mondavi, for 
example, is introducing a new Cabernet 
and Chardonnay this fall that will sell 
for around $6; Ridge Vineyards, noted 
for its reds, has a new $7.50 Mendocino 
Cabernet and a $6 Zinfandel. It all adds 
up to good news for wine drinkers 
tired of exorbitant prices. 

Here are some other top values I’ve 
come across: Glen Ellen Proprietor’s 
Reserve Red ($4), Pedroncelli Gamay 
Beaujolais ($4.50) and Chenin Blanc 
($4.50), 1979 Monterey Vineyard Clas- 
sic Red and 1981 Monterey Vineyard 
Classic White (both about $4), 1981 
Parducci Mendocino Zinfandel ($6.50),

ne question I’m frequently 
asked is how to organize a 
wine-buying group. Few of 
us have the opportunity to sample doz- 
ens of wines before purchasing a case 
of one or two favorites, but that’s just 
what a group can do. 

Here’s how a wine-buying group can 
work. Band together with a few like- 
minded friends and purchase six to | 
eight similarly priced wines of a partic- 
ular type, such as the low-priced 1980 
red Bordeaux now on the market. Sam- | 
ple wines together—-perhaps before an | 
informal dinner—and see if there aren't | 
a few favorites. If there are, you and 
your friends can pool your wine pur- | 
chases and thus take advantage of 
quantity discounts—usually 10 percent 
off on one case, sometimes more for 
several cases of wine.

Test by eating one or 
two, and as soon as just cooked 
through, set a metal colander curved 
side down in the kettle and tip to drain 
the beans. Then, with colander still in, 
refresh the beans for several minutes in 
cold water—you can even add ice 
cubes to the water to speed the cooling. 
This sets the fresh green color and the 
texture. 

@ If boiled in advance, drain thorough- 
ly and refrigerate in a clean towel. 


[_] Shortly before serving, toss in a 
large frying pan for a moment to evap- 
orate excess moisture, then toss with 
butter, drops of lemon juice, and salt 
and pepper to taste.

Place double 
layers of wax paper strips on the serv- 
ing board in such a way that they can 
be slipped out from sides and ends of 
cake after icing. 


[_] Set the least attractive of the me- 
ringue layers on the board, adjusting 
the wax paper to under its 
edges. Reserving almost two thirds of 
the butter filling to ic: sides of the 
cake, spread half of what remains on 
the meringue layer, th: over with 
half of the apricot puree. ‘ second 


meringue layer on top, and repeat with 
a spreading of butter cream and the 
remaining apricot. Top with a final me- 
ringue layer, and if it is unblemished 
dust with a coating of confectioners’ 
sugar. (If it is irreparably cracked, too 
much so to be disguised with sugar, ice 
it with butter cream and later sprinkle 
with almonds.) 

[|_| Spread butter cream all around sides 
of cake. Then, with the palm of one 
hand, brush almonds all around to make 
an informal decoration. (Scatter almonds 
on top, if you have the San Andreas fault 
to deal with.) Chill cake—you may wish 
to cover it with a long box. 

® May be refrigerated for a day or two; 
the meringue layers gradually soften as 
the cake sits. Cake may be frozen; thaw 
in the refrigerator for several hours. 

[_] To serve: Cut cake into serving pieces 
from one of the small ends; a dollop of 
lightly whipped cream on the side goes 
nicely with the tart apricot filling. 
Remarks: This recipe allows for a 
good amount of butter cream, and you 
may wish to set a little aside. Then, if a 
reasonable amount of cake is left over, 














you can refrost the cut end and pre- 
sent, for all the world, a fresh new cake 
for its next go-around. As an aid to 
keeping the meringue-nut layers more 
crisp, you could paint top of bottom 
one, both sides of middle one, and bot- 
tom of top layer with the following 
apricot glaze, letting it set for several 
minutes before filling the cake. 

[| To make apricot glaze: Boil up the con- 
tents of a 12-ounce jar of apricot pre- 
serves with 3 tablespoons sugar, stir- 
ring, until last drops from a spoon are 
thick and sticky glaze should reach 
238°F. Push through a sieve and use 
while still warm; return any left over to 
jar and keep for future glazings. 











The fourth meringue layer: If you are 





sure of your layer stability, you can 
pulverize this one and either stir it into 
your apricot puree, or save it for a des- 
sert topping. Or freeze it, and when 
you want finger cookies, cut it into 
crosswise strips with a serrated knife, 
sawing gently; cover with confection- 
ers’ sugar, or the icing of your choice. 
Makes one 12-by-4-inch cake about 2

Once rarities, orchids 
can now be grown on

Orchids have the most beautiful flow- 
ers of all plants. However, their rarity, 
mystery and high prices keep them 
from becoming popular houseplants. 
But recent developments will soon 
make orchids available to everyone.

| light- and heat-controlled laboratories. 
} It takes seven years to produce a 
} blooming-size plant. Some years ago, 
| French scientists invented merestem 
culture: a way of “cloning” plants. 
Plants are still grown in labs, but as a 
result of this method thousands of du- 
\ plicates can be made from one plant. 
| As supply goes up, prices go down. 

' Many orchids have to be grown in 
greenhouses, but I’ve grown some on 
'the windowsill with great success. 

For warm spots, try phalaenopsis or 
‘moth orchids. They have sprays of 
white or pink flowers often with leop- 
_ard-spotted centers. Keep them moist. 
_ Cattleyas are the orchids that adorn 
the wrists of half the prom-goers in 


that grow on the ground; and epiphyt- 
ic, those that grow in debris trapped in 
rock crevices or tree crotches. Terrestri- 
al orchids must be kept evenly moist 
but never waterlogged. Epiphytes have 
water-storing “pseudobulbs” beneath 
their leaves and thick air roots. They 
like to dry out between waterings. 

When you buy plants, they will be 
potted either in shredded fir bark (a 
fibrous, reddish medium) or in 
chopped osmunda fern (a coarse, twig- 
gy black medium loved by the epi- 
phytes). Plants in fir bark need a high 
nitrogen fertilizer such as 30-10-10. 
Plants in osmunda like a balanced 
flower-producing preparation such as 
5-10-5. Feed plants when they are in 
active growth every third time you wa- 
ter with a solution of one teaspoon to a 
quart of water. At other times, dilute 
food to one-quarter strength. (For a list 
of orchid sources, see Product Information.)

/ADDING A FIREPLACE TO A HOUSE THAT'S NEVER HAD ONE 


‘it’s not how much a fireplace will save but how much it will add to your home—in terms 
of warmth and the romantic glow that draws people together on chill winter evenings 


irelight and warmth radiate mag- 
ic. The promise of flames danc- 
ing in a fireplace is compelling 
nough to make many a homeowner 
earn for one of the traditional designs 
hown (clockwise from top left): a fireplace 


filled in for off-season elegance; a mag- 
nificent wood stove-fireplace combina- 
tion in brick; a great colonial fireplace 
surfaced in stucco. 

Today, thanks to advances in design 
and manufacture, there are alternatives 


to these singular examples. The pro- 
duction of prefabricated fireplaces and 
fireplace parts opens up new paths to 
hand-warming comfort. 

1. Handmade. Some of the most 
dramatic fireplace designs are those

up, firebrick by firebrick. Like stone 
masons and plasterers, fireplace spe- 
cialists are becoming rare. It’s not un- 
usual for a mason known to be an ex- 
pert fireplace builder to have a 
waiting list of customers stretch- 
ing not just months, but years 
ahead. 

There are also, regretfully, ma- 
sons who claim to know the fire- 
place craft but do not. Left be- 
hind are fireplaces that smoke, 
draw poorly, have flues that col- 
lect inordinate amounts of creo- 
sote and may prove a fire hazard. 
If you insist on a custom-built 
fireplace, select a mason with 
care. Talk to his previous cus- 
tomers. Does their fireplace op- 
erate perfectly? Are they satis- 
fied with the workmanship? 

Consider yourself lucky if you 
find a reliable mason who will 
add a masonry fireplace to your 
house for about $3,000. The-me- 
dian today is closer to $4,500, 
and prices over $6,000 aren’t un- 
usual. 

Least costly is the masonry 
fireplace planned for a new 
house. During construction, the 
mason has free access and gener- 
jally completes all brick and 
jstonework before carpenters 
iclose in the walls. 
| Most expensive is the fireplace 
jadded to an interior partition in 
jan existing house. Tacked on to the 
icost of building the fireplace are the 
I carpentry charges for breaking through 
jand patching floors, ceilings (possibly 
jwalls, too) and roof. A fireplace for an

throat diameter, flue diameter and fire- 
box dimensions must be followed. A 
heavy sheet metal form, engineered to 
the proper specifications, takes the 
guesswork out of the construction. Fol- 
lowing manufacturer guidelines, the 
mason lays brick or block around the 
form. He completes the foundation, 
chimney, hearth and facing as if this 
fireplace were hand-built. Or he can 
save you money by replacing a mason- 
ry chimney with an insulated sheet 
metal flue. Caution: Buy only those 


sheet metal flues that are approved 
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by Underwriters Laboratories (UL). 

Once completed, the fireplace built 
around a form is virtually indistin- 
guishable from a custom-built version. 
There are even forms to build corner 
and front-to-back fireplaces. Even so, 
fireplace forms limit design to 
the most popular sizes. A walk- 
in firebox that looks like those in 
many colonial homes would 
have to be hand-built. 

Installed costs for form-built 
models are less than for custom 
versions. Expect a low of $2,500 
and a median of around $4,000. 
Higher prices prevail when mar- 
ble replaces common brick on the 
hearth or pine on the mantel. 

3. Energy-conserving. Mod- 
els that combine a fireplace form 
with heat-circulating ducts 
warmed by the metal form have 
been available for decades. More 
recent designs have ducting that 
passes through the wall to other 
rooms. At least one current de- 
sign transfers form heat to a wa- 
ter jacket that helps radiate heat 
throughout the room and circu- 
lates hot water to the house boil- 
er, saving energy required to heat 
water in the boiler. 

Many new models also draw 
combustion air directly from 
outside the house. As a result, no 
house-heated air is sucked up the 
flue and wasted. 

Because of extra construction 
and additional parts, these 
forms—totally installed—will cost 
about as much as custom-built fire- 
places. Though these units do deliver 
more heat than other built-in fire- 
places, they don’t approach the effi- 
ciency of a wood or coal stove. 

4. Zero-clearance. Fire safety nor- 
mally dictates a prescribed clearance 
between fireplace masonry and house 
framing. If a masonry fireplace is in- 
stalled too close to the framing, under 
some conditions the wood will absorb 
so much heat that the flash point 


is reached and actual combustion oc- ®&

Today a masonry fireplace can be in- 
stalled and ready for use in four work- 
ing days.

e Monday morning, you ask your con- 
tractor to add a masonry fireplace and 
chimney to your family room. 

e Monday afternoon, the contractor 
arrives and pours the fireplace founda- 
tion outside the family room wall 

@ Tuesday and Wednesday, the foun- 
dation concrete cures. 

e Thursday morning, the contractor 
returns with a precast masonry fire- 
place and chimney on a truck with a 
crane. He carefully cuts through the 
family room wall and slices away a 
portion of the roof overhang above. 
Then the crane hoists the fireplace and 
chimney into place. 


e Thursday afternoon, the fireplace is 
welded to the foundation, flashing is 
completed between masonry and sid- 
ing, and the facing and hearth are fin- 
ished. That evening, your first fire. 

Precast of concrete, the chimney sur- 
face is offered in a natural or colored 
finish and can be delivered with a 
quite realistic brick-veneer appearance. 
Installed cost now runs between $3,200 
and $4,000—somewhat less than a 
handmade masonry fireplace. 

Because of the fireplace-chimney 
weight, shipping is limited. At present, 
there are only a dozen distribution 
points in the United States, but more 
are expected.

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curs. To eliminate this danger and the' 
resultant installation strictures, a rela-| 
tively new form of prefabricated fire- 
place has been developed. A totally in- 
sulated unit, it requires no foundation 
and can rest safely against wood fram- 
ing. Instead of masonry, an insulated 
sheet-metal flue fits over the top of the 
fireplace throat. Because this unit is 
built into the wail in the same way as a 
masonry fireplace, its facing, hearth 
and mantel can precisely duplicate that 
of a masonry version—which success- 
fully disguises its prefabricated nature. 

Installing a zero-clearance fireplace 
will cost roughly 40 or 50 percent less. 
than building a masonry structure. If 
you're skillful enough to install this 
unit On your own, you can cut the price 
more radically. 

5. Freestanding. Often further 
down the scale of cost than zero-clear- 
ance units, freestanding fireplaces were 
the rage before wood stoves burst onto 
the heating scene. Freestanders, nearly 
all fabricated of heavy-gauge sheet 
metal, take many shapes—round, | 
square, egg, hexagonal, triangular—and | 
many colors, often bright. Chosen for | 
an informal space, they can make a) 
strong decorating contribution. They | 
do not require foundations, and do | 
send smoke up sheet metal flues. | 

Because the sheet metal casing for 
the fireplace, and to some extent the | 
flue itself, radiates escaping heat, this 
unit is the most heat-producing. On 
the minus side, a freestander rarely gets | 
outside air for combustion directly. In- | 
stead, it draws on furnace-heated air 
inside, and any air the fire can pull 
from-house leaks (a cold draft). 

Some units sell for less than $500, a 
price that includes the flue, chimney 
cap and other accessories. You can hire 
an installer (another $300 to $500) or 
assemble the parts yourself and drill 
holes through your house for the flue.

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Those 2 feet assure the fireplace of a 
good draft. Beware, as well, of any big 
evergreens close by that could block 
a crosswind in winter, reducing the 
pressure bringing air up the chimney. 


Finishing touches 
A hearth must be incombustible, of 
course—concrete, brick, adobe, terraz- 
zo, marble, quarry tile, mosaic tile, slate 
or fieldstone are among the possibili- 
ties. Even metals are candidates—stain- 
less steel, bronze, copper—but only 
over a non-combustible base. A hearth 


should extend a minimum of 20 inches 
into the room and at least 6 inches to 
either side of the fireplace opening. 


Though appealing, a raised hearth in a 
subdued light could trip someone. 

The fireplace surround must also be 
incombustible, at least for a distance on 
the face of 6 inches from the edges of 
the fireplace opening. 

A mantel is a traditional appendage. 
Many contemporary fireplaces do 
away with it. The choice is yours, and 
of nearly any material—granite, wood, 
marble, concrete or a rough-cut log. 
Some are simple, many are ornately 
crafted. For discriminating tastes, there 
are a wide range of antique mantels, 
generally stocked by better shops. For 
the adventurous, there may be gems 
hidden away in houses that are due for 
razing. 

A fireplace screen is vital to block ex- 
ploding embers. Freestanding wire- 
mesh screens are least satisfactory, 
since owners often forget to place them 
snugly against the facing. Suspended 
wire-mesh screens fit flush to the fire- 
place opening and are quite safe. So are 
glass screens, which are said to reduce 
the loss of house-heated air up the 
flue. Radiant heat however, may be 
lost. Wire-mesh units range from $30 

| to $90; glass screens for a single open- 
ing can top $250.

and brush will help you remove ashes. 
Bellows can revive a dying flame. 

Some sets sell for under $50; others 
for over $150. Expect an average of $75 
to $100. Further helpers include log 
carriers, log holders, coal (or kindling) 
hods and stove mittens. 

Grates, fire dogs, andirons and log 
cradles raise logs off the firebox floor 
to encourage air circulation. The deco- 
rative post on andirons is often brass; 
the working portion of all these log 
holders is either cast iron or steel. 

Chimney caps keep rain and snow from 
the flue and help prevent downdrafts. 
Caps are also fitted with open wire 
mesh to screen out small animals and 
birds. Sheet metal caps for a single flue 
range from $25 to $75. 

The newest accessory for the fire- 
place is a heat saver. This appliance rests 
inside the firebox and, with fans or 
dependence on natural convection cur- 
rents, delivers more heat than a normal 
fire radiates on its own. Prices vary, 
but seldom exceed $300. 


Maintenance 

Do not shovel and brush out all the 
cold ashes from your fireplace. Leave a 
one- to two-inch layer as insulation 
against ground or basement cold. 
Ashes in excess of that amount make a 
useful additive for fertilizer. 

The best-laid fires produce some cre- 
osote, and after a couple of dozen fires 
or so, especially in the case of a new 
fireplace, the flue should be checked. 
Expect it to look black. But if tile sur- 
faces are smooth, and you can make 
out the outline of tile and mortar 
joints, a problem doesn’t exist yet. 

When the beam of your flashlight 
shows the flue lining to be caked irreg- 
ularly with a black mass, the chimney 
is ready for a sweep. For $35 to $100

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL, SEPTEMBER 1983 
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Frustrated by an impossible combina- 
tion of lofty ideas for renovating their 
old house and a budget squeezed by 
the costs of a new baby and the tempo- 
rary loss of mother’s salary, a young 
Connecticut couple brainstormed their 
way to a solution. 

One weekend, they drove the short 
distance to New Haven, and posted on 
the Yale School of Architecture’s bulle- 
tin board the following notice: 

CHALLENGE: Small, old house badly in 

need of new bedroom, bath for newborn 

baby plus renovation of existing struc- 
ture without losing 18th-century flavor 
of house. In exchange, owners offer good 
food and wine, hands-on experience, 


overnight bunk and transportation, if 
necessary; even a little money. 


Before the week was out, the ccuple 
had more than two dozen takers. They 
finally chose a bright young woman in 
her third year of architectural studies. 
The result, say the owners, was a hap- 
py one for all concerned. 

So goes one of perhaps 100 ways to 
select and work with a designer to al- 
ter, reshape, add to or subtract from 
your home. No way is perfect for ev- 
eryone. The aim here is to help you 
choose the path best suited for you. 

First questions first. You know you 
need to change or add to your house: 
Do you really need a designer? The 
answer is always yes. You may be 
knowledgeable enough to want to 
draw up your own design, but work 
will proceed more smoothly—and effi- 
ciently—if you have a pro to assist you 
in making decisions among hordes of 
choices to bring that design to life. 


The right designer 

Question: Redesigning a kitchen is 
the province of 1) architects 2) kitchen 
dealers 3) building designers 4) remod- 
elers? Answer: To one degree or anoth- 
er, all claim expertise in this area. To 
which do you go for help? 
®ARCHITECT: Through training and a 
rigorous state exam and licensing pro- 
gram, an architect is the best prepared 
among all professionals to match the 
possibilities of residential remodeling 
design with your needs. 


There are two small flaws in this 
picture. More than a few architects re- 
fuse to take on remodeling work, con- 
sidering it unprofitable. Most of those 
who do accept such work have learned 
more by doing than from formal stud- 
ies, where the subject of remodeling is 
at best an afterthought. 

Persevere. Among architects within 
reach of your home there are surely 
some experienced in residential remod- 
eling who will enjoy helping you. Most 
of these professionals will offer you 
three ways to use their services: 

1. Low-cost consultation. During 
one Or more meetings, you and the ar- 
chitect discuss your goals and possible 
solutions. You leave with ideas, sug- 
gestions—possibly a few rough sketch- 
es—and head for your contractor. Fees 
are hourly and range from $25 for 
those less experienced to $100 for top 
talent. Normally, hourly wages range 
from $40 to $70. 

2. Medium-cost design, through 
working drawings. Many hours and 
days of effort by the architect carry 
you through periods of sketches and 
dialogue, rough plans, final plans and 
working drawings ready for the con- 
tractor. At this point, the architect 
makes an exit and the contractor takes 
over. The same hourly fees apply, or 
the architect will charge a flat fee, 
which generally works out to be 8 to 12 | 
percent of the job cost. | 

3. Medium-to-high-cost design, 
through construction supervision. The 
architect designs your project, produces 
the working drawings and then sees 
that the design is completed as 
planned. He or she is your professional 
intermediary with the contractor. Fees 








are generally a percentage of job cost— 
from 8 to 15 percent, lower percentages 
applying to the more costly jobs. 
(What is a large job? “From $100,000 
up,” says Elliott Dudnik, an architect 
in Evanston, Ill. A small one? “In the 
$20,000 to $25,000 range.’’) 
e CERTIFIED KITCHEN DESIGNER: 
Members of the National Kitchen and 
Bath Association (NKBA)—formerly 
the American Institute of Kitchen 
Dealers—who have passed NKBA- 
sponsored exams and met professional 
qualifications are awarded a CKD.

»ared to pay for the design. 

BUILDING DESIGNER: Also known 
sa professional designer” or ‘‘profes- 
ional draftsperson.” Many of these are 

embers of the American Institute of 
uilding Design (AIBD). 

Most have had architectural training 
nd experience in construction. About 
O percent of AIBD members devote 
heir energies to residential work, and a 
‘ubstantial portion of that number 
lraw up designs for remodeling. These 
yeople will work with you as advisers 





on an hourly basis, or deliver plans and 
working drawings for hourly fees, a 
flat cost or a percentage of the job cost. 
Their fees generally are lower than 
those for architects. Hourly rates span 
the distance between $25 and $50. Flat 
fees and percentage cuts work out to 
around 5 to 10 percent of job cost. 
@® REMODELING CONTRACTOR: Re- 
modelers who oversee kitchen, bath 
and structural changes in homes day in 
and day out qualify as designers on the 
basis of their wide experience. 
Contractors who charge for design— 
and not all do—nearly always erase the 
fee when you sign the contract. If you 
walk out the door with design in hand, 
heading for a rival contractor, you’re 
liable for the fee, which can fall any- 
where between $50 and $350. 
e KITCHEN AND BATH DEALER: All 
dealers specializing in kitchen and bath 
remodeling offer a design service, 
whether a CKD is present or not. The 
fee schedule functions the same as for 
CKD’s and remodelers. 
e INTERIOR DESIGNER: Trained to 
know and use color, fabrics, pattern 
and furniture, the professional interior 
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designer is also conversant with the 
ideal arrangement of interior space. 
Generally a member of the American 
Society of Interior Designers (ASID), 
this person is as much at home tearing 
out walls as picking wallpaper. 

Interior Designer Frances Wilson of 
Greenwich, Conn., chairperson of 
ASID’s communications program, ex- 
plains, ‘“Too often a client will work 
with an architect until a new wing is 
completed. Only then will the interior 
designer be called in, more often than 
not to lament the position of windows 
or lack of egress to a deck outside.” 

Nearly all clients who engage an in- 
terior designer for space changes expect 
follow-through on decorating. Fees be- 
gin with a retainer, a sum deducted 
from the total cost at completion. Then 
the designer either sells you furniture 
and materials at retail, keeping the dif- 
ference between wholesale and retail; 
charges you 20 to 30 percent above 
wholesale, plus a fee based on job size; 
or bills at an hourly rate ranging from 
$35 for younger, less experienced de- 
signers to as much as $155 for the 
cream of the crop.

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Choosing the right person 

Compatibility lies at the heart of 
good design. You and the results will 
be together a long time. If the finished 
remodeling doesn’t please or excite 
you, your money was wasted. To fulfill 
your goal, the design must be con- 
ceived by someone who truly under- 
stands what you want, and with whom 
you get along well. 

Most people begin the search by 


asking for leads from friends. That’s an 
excellent beginning, and usually turns 
out to be the best source. But don’t 
stop there. Interview several design- 
ers—in more than one discipline noted 
above. Review their work, in person 
whenever possible, although you may 
be satisfied viewing photographs. Ask 
for references, and check them, for 
such necessities as dependability. And 
most important, ask for a clear picture 
of fees up front. You don’t want any 
surprises deep into the project. 

Finally, exercise your own imagina- 
tion. There are many more ways to 
find a designer than posting a notice on

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THE HOUSE SAID, DON TUE 


Owning an old house is demanding, 
sometimes discouraging. There is always more to 
be done than time or money to do it.

everything exuded a kind of dankness. 


could feel his presence the moment 
I first entered the old house. The 
furniture, the curtains, the rugs— 


As my wife and I wandered the rooms, 
listening to the young real estate bro- 
ker escorting us, I felt something 
gloomy about the place. Disapproving. 
Dour. I think it was Charlie. 

Charlie Kimball built the house him- 
self, in 1930, combining his own rather 
primitive carpentry skills with what 
can only be described as spunk, or 
“spirit.” He acquired door and window 
units—plus a four-masted dining room 
arch—either through a catalog or a 
lumberyard that catered to enterprising 
build-it-yourselfers. Everything else 
was made by his own hand. That’s 
why the roof shingles were put on 
backward, why the furnace chimney 
leaked, why a cord plugged into a cellar 
socket was the source for the back- 
porch light. 

We visited the house several times 
before bidding on it. Its gloom lifted 
one clear winter day when the sun 
flowed through the kitchen and pantry 
windows, flooding the rooms with 
light. We decided we liked the house 
and would feel truly positive about it 
once the rooms were painted cheery 
colors—or maybe plain white. 

After some negotiating, our final bid 
was accepted and the house was ours. 
The day we took possession of it, we 
tramped like children through snow 
knee-deep to reach the back door—and 


| spattered the flooring as we walked 
through the rooms, all empty now and 
| very much brighter. 


Our first weekend of homeowner- 
ship I camped out on the floor to 
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check on the house and putter. I recall 
wanting to buy new white switchplates 
and plug outlet covers to replace old | 
ones that were brownish and thick. I 
wanted to change some ceiling fixtures 
too. So with my first home-improve- 
ment shopping list in hand, I visited 
the local hardware store. 

“Which house did you buy?” the 
sales clerk asked. I couldn’t imagine 
that he could identify it, but I told him: 
“The Kimball house on Cedar Road.” 

“Oh, yes,” the clerk said quietly, “he 
was quite a guy. He loved that house.” 

So Charlie was famous—and re- 
vered, at least by one retailer. I had 
already learned that neighbors consid- 
ered him a misanthrope. But it was 
clear that despite a cantankerous na- 
ture, he was a man of sensitivity where 





his house was concerned. 

“It’s OK, Charlie,” I found myself 
saying as I unscrewed the old switch 
plates. “These are neater and nicer.” 

Alone that first weekend, I spoke to 
Charlie a lot as I inspected the house 
and puzzled over its crotchets. I felt 
like a physician apologizing for apply- 
ing his probe. Nor did I feel alone, for 
as I toured the empty rooms, I sensed 
the presence of the man who had lived 
most of his life in them. It was not a 
threatening presence—and I’m no be- 
liever in ghosts or poltergeists—but a 
demanding one. Who was I and what 
was I doing to his house? His house, 
indeed, for it was not he who had sold 
it but his daughter, his executrix. 

I learned then, and in the months to 
come, that everything in the house— 
every oddity I discovered—had a pur- 
pose divined by Charlie. Take away

We have several miniature pictures of relatives, 

framed in gold with loops so they can be worn on 
chains. Could I wear one without damaging it? How 
should I take care of it?

A. The earliest 
miniatures were 
oil paintings on 
metal or vellum. 
By the 18th cen- 
tury oil paint- 
ings or water- 
colors were used 
on ivory. Many 
miniatures were 











mounted in sil- 





ver, gold or jeweled frames. The introduction of the photo- 
graph in the mid-19th century made expensive hand-paint- 
ed portraits a luxury. 

It is safe to wear a miniature but remember that the glass 
cover is breakable. Be careful when cleaning because water 
may seep under the glass. They should be stored in a place 
not subject to temperature extremes. Miniatures by un- 
known artists in plain frames sell for about $300. 


My painted wooden chest looks very much like this 

one, but the panels are painted to look like fancy 
wood instead of vases of flowers. What is it worth?

A. The painted Pennsylvania German dower chest has been 
popular with collectors and museums for many years.

A. Your crock is made from a 
called salt-glazed 
“stoneware. It is a very heavy, 


material 


durable, non-porous pottery 
that was an excellent container 
for liquids and food. This pot- 
tery was made in many areas of 
the United States beginning in 
the 18th century and until the 
late 19th century when glass 
food containers were machine-made. 

A straight-sided cylinder, like yours, with loop handles 
was a popular form during the 1860s and 1870s. William 
Roberts was a potter in Binghamton, N.Y., from about 1857 
to 1882. The design was sometimes painted, but Mr. Roberts 
often used a thin mixture of colored clay to make the 
decoration. If your crock is unbroken, the value would be 
from $500 to $600. 


What can you tell 

me about this bowl? 
It seems to be made of two 
layers of glass. It measures 
9 inches in diameter. The 
top designs are white and 
the bottom layer is blue. The edge of the bowl is rimmed 
with silver that has English sterling hallmarks. 
—W.T., Nelson, Wis. 





A. Your vase is known as English cameo glass. Cameo glass 
was made in many countries, but the most famous examples 
are from late-19th-century France and England. From two to 
about six layers of glass were formed into the appropriate 
vase or dish shape. An artist would cut away the top layers, 
producing a raised design. The process is similar to the 
method used in making shell cameo jewelry. 

The most famous English cameo glass was made in the 
Stourbridge district. Thomas Webb and Sons was the best- 
known maker. The value is determined by the quality of the 
cutting, the complexity of the layering of the glass, and the 
design. A signature always adds to the price. Your unsigned

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o me, investment decorating implies a commitment— 


to buying furniture designed to last a lifetime and to 


acquiring only those things you truly love” 


Every so often, in the home furnishings 
industry, a word or phrase catches on 
and becomes the hot topic for a while. 
We went through periods of “pattern 
on pattern,” “high tech” and “drop- 
dead chic.” Now it seems that every- 
one’s talking about “investment deco- 
rating.” For some people the phrase 
implies buying furniture in the hope 
that its worth will appreciate and that 
in time it will become a valuable, resal- 
able asset. 

But that’s not my idea of what in- 
vestment decorating means. I have my 
own definition, which is a commitment 
to buying for a lifetime and acquiring 
only those things you truly love. The 
decision to buy this way is as emotion- 
al as it is intellectual: It’s instinctive, 
too. I find that loving something is the 
only thing that makes ownership 
worthwhile. 

In practice it goes something like 
this: You’re shopping for the right ar- 
moire—without success. Suddenly you 
see one you Te sure is perfect. I know it 
sounds silly to say that a piece of fur- 
niture speaks to you, but in a way, 
that’s what really happens. Something 
about the armoire’s patina or its hand- 
carved doors and symmetrical trim just 
clicks. Far from being irrational, this 
simply means that your internal image 
of the perfect armoire has meshed with 
reality. When you're head over heels 
like this, you may find yourself buying 
a piece even if it means spending more 
than you can afford. I’ve done that, at 
times, although I’ve had my lucky 
share of bargains. 

I would rather own nothing and 
serve my friends off lap trays than 
= compromise and buy a dining room ta- 





ble I didn’t adore. An unfinished space 


in my decorating is to me a real possi- 
bility, a little place where my dreams 
sit waiting for the right idea and the 
right piece. Making that kind of dream 
come true requires patience, but I think 
the waiting is worthwhile. When I look 
back on the things I own, I find I’ve 
never regretted my extravagant pur- 
chases. I’m only rueful about times 
when I’ve settled for less or been daz- 
zled by a sale tag. 

When your house is full of things 
you love, every piece tells a story, re- 
lives a memory or is meaningful be- 
cause it gives pleasure. Everytime I 
look at the old linen pillowcases I 
found in Ireland, I get a special lift. The 
old, faded blue farm cupboard picked 
up in Pennsylvania Dutch country and 
tied on the top of the car for the trip 
back is probably my all-time favorite 
piece. The armoire in my bedroom is a 
fine country French pine reproduction 


of heirloom quality that I expect will 
remain in the family. 

All this is not to say that buying 
with a sense of commitment has to be a 
“forever” kind of thing. What if your 
tastes change, as they well might, in 
the course of 20 years? What if your 
penchant for American country is re- 
placed by a surge of interest in modern 
classics? If you’ve chosen good value 
and enduring quality the first time 
around, you'll probably be able to mix 
a substantial portion of the two with 
an interesting and personal result. 

The last two decades in America 
have rightfully been called the age of 
obsolescence. We became known as the 
“disposable society.” We were told to 
buy what we could afford and trade up 
later. Now a deep recession and a hard 
look at our plastic world has us think- 
ing about lasting quality again. And 
quality, of all periods, is continually in 
demand. 

The older I get, the more I want to be 
surrounded by the things I truly love. 
And the less time I want to spend 
shopping for replacements for the ne- 
cessities of life like pillows, blankets, 
kitchen appliances and utensils. Quali- 
ty has a very practical side for me, but 
the real reward of my “investment dec- 
orating” is the daily pleasure of owning 
beautiful things, along with the com- 
forting thought that my children and 
grandchildren may someday inherit 
that pleasure and love. @

KEYS TO SUCCESSFUL DECORATING FROM THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE OLDEST DESIGN FIRM IN AMERICA 


n keeping with this issue’s 
special focus on quality 
and the advantages of in- 
vesting in furnishings you 
expect to live with a long 
time, House Beautiful spoke 
with Betty Sherrill, president of 
McMillen Inc., the oldest design 
firm in the country. She and her 
associate Ethel Smith, a member 
of the McMillen staff for over 55 
years, talked about setting the 
five most important controls on a 
decorating project to help ensure 
its success and increase its joy. 

“Something of quality never 
ceases to deliver its best,” said 
Mrs. Sherrill. ‘“That’s why we do 
our utmost in encouraging clients 
to start out with the very best 
they can afford. The poorly de- 
signed, badly made piece of fur- 
niture is sO expensive anyway, 
you might just as well get the 
real thing and save in the long 
run. We try to point out each 
possible situation in which the 
long view of decorating should 
take precedence. 

“Let’s consider an example that ev- 
eryone struggles with at some point— 
walls. Because we at McMillen feel 
that the architectural background of a room is 
crucial to its beauty, we insist on beauti- 
fully prepared walls. A paint job sim- 
ply won’t do. In fact, preparing walls 
for painting is an art unto itself, one 
which enhances the longevity, hence 
the value, of a house or apartment. 
Glazed walls are a joy to live with, and 
while they could be an extravagance 
for some, for others they alone could 
make a room. And because glazed walls 
endure, less money is spent having to 
repaint every three years or so. When 


walls are done well the first time, they 


last more than a decade. Mine have 
lasted for 17 years! 

“Here’s another example. While a 
great many of the decorating projects 
we execute are expensive, it isn’t al- 
ways money that affects a design solu- 
tion to an awkward space. About a 
year ago we undertook to do a very, 
very small apartment with a budget of 
about $10,000. It turned out we didn’t 
spend even half the amount. What was 
needed to make this apartment dazzle 
was a dramatic treatment of the entry 
wall. We spent about $3,000 to have 
arches and interior bookcases installed 
which changed the views looking 


through the hall into the living 
room and from the living room 
through the hall. It was Louis 
Rey’s answer to a knotty, boring 
interior and it saved our client 
more than half of what he 
thought he’d spend. 

“The second guideline we em- 
ploy is this: Where there's a choice 
between expensive material and expen- 
sive labor, go for the labor. Pillows, 
something small but essential, 
will look and last wonderfully 
well when elegantly made. Inex- 
pensive materials look better 
than they are when they’re skill- 
fully tailored. Now let’s say 
there’s a difference with some- 
thing large and important like a 
sofa or set of dining chairs that 
need slipcovering. I think the 
same principle applies. If there’s 
a $100-a-yard fabric you're in 
love with, a smart, resourceful 
decorator should be able to find a 
substitute at $15 a yard that du- 
plicates your experience of the 
fabric so the upholsterers can do 
an excellent job with the money you've 
saved for the same effect. (Splurge 
with $100 a yard fabric for the small 
pillows.) 

“The third control on a decorating

project is a floor plan that provides for deco- 
rating in phases. A plan serves as a record, 
a chart for work-in-progress. It helps 
decorator and client speak the same 
language, and a floor plan helps clients 
expand their view of how big and chal- 
lenging a decorating project is. Paint 
samples, fabric swatches, pillow and 
drapery treatments—all the beguiling 
details that make decorating a joy or a 
nightmare—are kept in order by con-

stantly referring to the floor plan. 

“A fourth consideration that has a 
direct impact on the way money is al- 
located is this: No room should be ‘a 
McMillen room.’ And no fabric, once 
it’s on a chair or sofa, should say 
Brunschwig & Fils or Colefax & 
Fowler. People name-drop; rooms ought not to. 
It’s your house and your room. The 
highest compliment a just-completed 
decorating project can receive, I think, 
is for someone to say the room looks as 
if it had always been that way—be- 
yond personalities and the vagaries of 
current-year patterns. Yes, decorating 
firms do execute consistent images, but 
we feel that a client’s individuality is 
the most important thing that a room 
reflects. 

“The last thing I’d like to talk about 
is why a professional decorator is an 
asset. We acknowledge at McMillen 
that the vast majority of our clients has 
excellent taste. So the firm’s corporate 
taste isn’t necessarily the reason we're 
engaged. What we do is save our clients time 
and money and we bring to bear our technical 
knowledge of how rooms work. Let me be 
frank. Men have always viewed deco- 
rating as the profession it is. Many, 
many women, I’m afraid, think that 
because they know how to dress well 
or set a lovely table, they’re decorators. 
While they may do a perfectly lovely 
job of it for themselves, because it is for 
themselves there isn’t always the ob- 
jectivity or problem-solving know- 
how at their disposal when things 
don’t come together. Every member of 
our staff has received formal training in 
a design school, has worked as an ap- 
prentice on large projects and has been 
guided by more experienced decorators 
on their own first commissions. We ac- 
knowledge the necessity of the craft of 
decorating. The art of it is instinctive, 
though it can, to some extent, be 
learned. Professionals should inspire 
confidence. We are very proud at 
McMillen to look back on more than 
60 years of work and counsel that show 
how these five working principles pro- 
duce rooms that bring beauty, order 
and function into our personal daily 
experience.” #

n my fiftieth birthday, some 
Octobers ago, Tom told me 
the older I got, the better I 
aged. It was meant as a com- 
pliment, I suppose, but I 
think he confused me with his favorite 
Burgundy. Still it made me realize that 
I didn’t want to stay on a shelf in dark- 
ness waiting for my vintage years. And 
ever since I’ve tried to do something 
unexpected on my birthday, splurge a 
little, walk, if only briefly, in extrava- 
gant ways. It seems to work. 

Birthdays, especially as we grow old- 
er, shouldn’t be wrapped in the anony- 
mous pretense that they’re just like any 
other day. No indeed. Birthdays are 
fetes, days to celebrate. Drink cham- 
pagne instead of cider, make a little 
whoopee, think a year wiser. That’s my 
way of accepting the timetable. Rather 
than blow out candles, I try to light up 
new ideas. 

On one of Tom’s birthdays, I gave 
him a balloon, a big rented one striped 
in red and yellow. After it puffed up to 
giant size right on our front field, we 
climbed into the wicker gondola and 
gently rose into the summer sky.

from London to a weekend in Venice?

We 
had dinner in France, slept over in 
Switzerland, and it was Italy for break- 
fast. I felt wonderful. After 24 hours on

alph Caplan says “I think 
design criticism really 

ought to be about noticing 
things—just looking at what’s 
going on.” In the following inter- 
view Mr. Caplan takes a look at 
what’s going on in the home and 
comes up with some stimulating, 
often surprising, answers. 

Q. What do you think is one 
of the most common misconcep- 
tions about interior design? 

A. People often don’t realize that 
there is no such thing as an undesigned 
interior. All interiors are designed— 
sometimes by professional interior de- 
signers, sometimes by the owners and 
sometimes by default or negligence or 
luck or a combination of these, but 
there is no such thing as no design. 

You know how people say, “Oh, so- 
and-so has a designed apartment.” But 
of course everyone has a home that is 
designed, from the moment he or she 
moves in. Changing residences entails 
choosing what things you take with 
you, where you put them when you get 
there and howyou live. It is very im- 
portant for people to realize that they 
are always making design choices, one 
way or another. The more aware they 
are of the actual process, the better 
choices they will make and the more 
freedom they will have. 

Q. In the introduction to By Design 
you state: “The point of the book is 
that design is appropriate to our most

significant human activities.”” You later 
describe design as “...the artful ar- 
rangement of materials or circum- 
stances into a planned form.” Can you 
explain further? 

A. What always interests me is that 
the design process (not just what design- 
ers do, which may be terribly trivial) 
can be applied to the most important 
things, including what we do with our 
lives and where we live. 

The design process also works for 
much less important things like having 
a dinner party. First you decide who 
you want or need to invite, what the 
budget constraints are, then you move 
on to “What do we serve? Am I going 
to cook or do I have a caterer? Can we 
afford a caterer, or does it make it too 
formal?” These are design decisions. 

Q. In your book when you talk 
about design “‘betrayal’’—ways in 
which the designer can betray the 
user—you list chairs that don’t support 
the body, connections that don’t hold 


together, appliances that are hard 
a to clean. What other examples 
can you think of? 

A. The designer can betray the 
user when he specifies a material 
to be used in a way that nobody 
would have anticipated, like the 
glass in a picture window in a 
house | rented once. The original 
idea of a picture window with all 
that transparency was that it had 
a picture in it like a landscape or 
something. But across the street 
from where this house stood was 
an identical house whose picture 
window matched ours. We had 
the option of looking at our 
neighbors (and of course we nev- 
er wanted that to happen), look- 
ing at their curtains or of looking 
at Ours. 

Q. Your chapter on chairs is a favor- 
ite among people I talk to. If you were 
giving awards to the most comfortable 
chairs, which ones would win? 

A. First of all, I think comfort is al- 
most never the on/y criterion. It can’t 
be, because it is almost axiomatic that 
no chair is comfortable for everybody, 
and no chair is comfortable for any- 
body all of the time. People often for- 
get that one thing you have to do with 
chairs is get out of them. 

One chair that I happen to love—it’s 
my favorite chair, although not very 
comfortable for me for long periods of 
time—is the Eames lounge chair with 
ottoman (above). I like it because it’s one 
of the most sensitive designs of mod- 
ern times—it’s one of the few that suc- 
ceeds in capturing and retaining old 
values, the values of fine wood and 
leather. It is, in effect, a club chair, and 
bespeaks quality and leisure. You think 
of reading books in this chair rather

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than watching TV sitcoms. It /ooks as if 
it belongs in a 19th-century law office, 
but back then wood and metal could 
not have been handled this way. 

Another chair that I would give an 
award to is an old, turn-of-the-century 
rocker that I sit in all the time at home. 
It’s a heavy, brutal chair that looks as 
though it might eat you alive. 

Chairs are also very personal—like 
luggage. People get attached to them, 
and the chairs work for them. My fa- 
ther has a chair with broken springs he 
has been taking naps in for years. It 
somehow works for him .. . broken. 

Q. As a critic who writes about in- 
dustrial design and, I assume, a person 
who lives with residential designs, can 
you see a difference in the way tools 
and equipment are designed for home 
and business use? 

A. In homes we live with things that 
don’t work very well, but tools and 
equipment have to be very well de- 
signed in a business that is run for 
profit or wherever work must be done. 
For designers there is nothing new 
about using so-called high-tech equip- 
ment. Designers have always used in- 
dustrial products at home. They found 
that the little bins used to hold drafting 
equipment could be used for medicine 
cabinets and other things. I think al- 
most any time you get commercial 
equipment it has less ‘“downtime” and 
works better. The point is that any- 
thing that’s good for some specific pur- 
pose has a real range of function. 

Q. If houses themselves were de- 
signed more specifically would they 
work better? 

A. Except in those cases where an 
architect lives with a family for a long 
time to find out what they are like it 
probably isn’t possible to design a 
house very specifically. But, of course, 
if people know the sources of good 
equipment and tools and realize how 
much flexibility there is in the things 
they live with, they can plan specifical- 
ly for themselves—and they do do a lot 
And here we get back to the

Visiting any major city for the first 
time can be an overwhelming experi- 
ence: How do you obtain both a sense 
of where you are and a feeling for the 
riches it has to offer? I find that defin- 
ing a focus for your interests—be it 
painting, gardening, cooking or design 
and decoration—gives you a tool with 
which to expose those facets that di- 
rectly relate to you. On a recent three- 
day trip to Chicago I had a wonderful 
time uncovering for myself the fasci- 
nating design centers and resources 
that make the Windy City the magnet 
it is. I should also state that I am a 
zealous walker, a rover if you will, and 
believe that nothing really puts you in 
closer touch with the style and flavor 
of a big city than walking its neighbor- 
hoods, streets and, in Chicago’s case, 
its grand boulevard. 

In three days I saw the Merchandise 
Mart, the Thorne Rooms at the Art 
institute of Chicage, Marshall Field’s 
State Street store, beautiful and im- 
maculately kept ‘Near North” neigh- 
borhoods, the newly developing areas 
of Printer’s Row and Institute Place, 
every shop and gallery on Michigan 
Avenue, all eight floors of the Water 
Tower and little “in” spots my friends 
had recommended as being examples 
of Chicago’s open style. 


The Merchandise Mart 

The first and ultimately most impor- 
tant stop on my visit was the Merchan- 
dise Mart, part of the Mart Center, 
America’s oldest wholesale buying 
center, representing 2,000 design and 
decorating firms including nine sepa- 
rate industries and covering over 6.5 


million square feet of space. The news 


is that this vast repository is now open 
to the public through the auspices of 
the Chicago chapter of the American 

ciety of Interior Designers (ASID).

Groups may be as few as two or as 
large as 30. If, however, your interests 
range beyond the latest in fabrics, floor 


or wallcoverings, as mine did, provi- 


sion can be made to tailor a tour of this 
design and decorating citadel to your 
specific needs. I wanted an opportunity 
to see the work done for firms beyond 
the scope of residential manufacture, 

For 20 dizzying minutes I saw show- 
rooms created by some of the world’s 
leading architects and designers for 
companies making furnishings for 
commercial spaces: Michael Graves for 
Sunar, Robert A.M. Stern for Shaw- 
Walker, Harry Weese for Steelcase, 
Arata Isozaki for Hauserman and Mas- 
simo Vignelli for ItalCenter. The only 
other place I’d be likely to see these 
beautiful, highly avant garde offices 
would be in the pages of the profes- 
sional design publications. While these 
offices had no bearing on the way I 
might choose to decorate at home, just 
seeing the futuristic style of these ar- 
chitects stretched my vision beyond 
anything I had ever seen before. I rec- 
ommend this particular aspect of the 
Mart’s offerings. 

Exposure is the great joy of decorating. 
Personally, I don’t think it matters a bit 
if you see nothing that fits in with the 
way you really live. Seeing it is the im- 
portant thing. Special packages have 
been assembled by the Merchandise 
Mart and the Holiday Inn Mart Plaza 
adjacent to it for Chicago visitors who 
intend to see the Merchandise Mart. 
Call the Mart’s communications office 
(312) 527-4141 for room rates, which 
may vary seasonally. One more 
thing—visiting the Mart can be much 
more than “window shopping.” Agree- 
ments between the Mart and ASID 
permit group escorts to serve as mid- 
dlemen should you see something you 
want to buy. The Mart is a must.

Chicago. In a corner of the ground floor 
of the museum two long hallways ex- 
hibit 37 American interiors-in-minia- 
ture and 29 interiors depicting the evo- 
lution of Western design also in 
miniature. The dioramas are meticu- 
lously fashioned, historically accurate 
and true works of art. Mrs. James Ward 
Thorne’s own collection of miniatures 
assembled on her journeys throughout 
America and Europe provided the basis 
for this ambitious project. For an over- 
view of this country’s design style— 
from the earliest colonial saltboxes to 
an Art Deco library on Park Avenue— 
there is no more charming way to ex- 
perience so much solid history. Natu- 
rally I asked the curator if a book were 
in progress. The answer was yes; when 
it is ready it will be a miracle of pre- 
cious detail as any miniature-lover will 
tell you. 

Being of the opinion that the fastest 
way to educate oneself about the world 
is to enter its great markets and stores, I 
headed for Marshall Field’s State Street 
store in the Loop—that part of the city 
where the elevated subway cars still 
run. There are two reasons to see Mar- 
shall Field: the Tiffany ceiling and the 
antique silver and pewter department. 
The vaulted Tiffany ceiling of glass 
mosaic is simply breathtaking and, like 
the huge bronze eagle inside John 
Wanamaker in Philadelphia, isn’t soon 
forgotten. I might also add that you see 
the eight-story central atrium that di- 
vides the store into its three parts. 
Whether you look up into its heights 
or gaze down to the busy floor below, 
it is remarkable to realize that this 
stunning use of interior space was exe- 
cuted in 1879. 

While the antiques and traditional 
furnishings floor of Marshall Field is 
generally regarded as outstanding 
among department stores, I was sur- 
prised by the amount and variety of 
good old pewter and silver. Both met- 
als in every conceivable form and func- 
tion are there. What impressed me was 
the knowledge this department’s staff 
had when talking with me about spe- 
cific pieces. 

Toward the end of my first day in

Chicago I wanted to get a sense of ‘the 
city’s famous older neighborhoods. 
Leaving the Loop by cab I went to the 
Lake Shore Drive area to roam the 
blocks around Astor, Schiller and Bur- 
ton places—running perpendicular to 
the drive’s Gold Coast apartment 
buildings and new sliver buildings. 
Having long admired Chicago’s archi- 
tecture—my early acquaintance with it 
coming from my reading of Theodore 
Dreiser’s novels—I felt right at home 
wandering the elegant, sober and beau- 
tifully cared for streets. 

During my few days I was delighted 
to stay at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel in the 
Water Tower complex off Michigan 
Avenue, also called ‘“The Magnificent 
Mile.” The Ritz in Chicago manages to 
give personal, friendly and attentive 
service. [he Water Tower itself is a 74- 
story pure white structure named after 
the original Water Tower—the city’s 
only remaining building after the fire 
of 1871—which proudly stands at an 
angle to its new namesake. The hotel 
begins on the 12th floor; its 22 stories 
of rooms include a gym, a pool, spa 
facilities plus an enormous lobby in 
which there is room for tea in the after- 
noon. My room faced south with a glo- 
rious view of Lake Michigan, and even 
in June the fog came rolling in like 
dense wads of cotton obscuring the flat 
planes of the city below. 

The graciousness and prompt service 
of the Ritz’s staff makes another last- 
ing impression. From the lobby’s vast- 
ness there are little pockets—a break- 
fast café filled with ferns and flowers 
and a cocktail lounge with a piano— 
where you can nip in to meet a friend. 
No one ever seems to get lost, though 
the first impression certainly makes 
you think you will! 


Shopping around 

Early the second day I started on a 
walking tour of some of Chicago’s 
shops and galleries. Bear in mind that 
Michigan Avenue resembles in many 
ways a composite of New York’s Fifth 
and Madison avenues as well as its 
57th Street (east and west) gallery row. 
Sophisticated boutiques, department 
stores, art galleries and jewelry stores 


line the boulevard all the way to the 
Chicago River Bridge. However there 
are also many other lovely streets filled 
with stores that reflect Chicago’s inter- 
ests. My personal favorite was Branca 
Prints on East Oak Street, just off 
Michigan Avenue, in the area called 
“Near North.” European prints, espe- 
cially hand-colored botanical prints, 
appeal to me. What makes their prints 
different from those found in hundreds 
of such places throughout the country 
is the superb taste of 26-year-old Ales- 
sandra Branca who personally sees to 
the matting and framing of the one you 
buy. Everything is done in Florence, 
and I’ve never seen more beautiful 
gilding, French matting, marbleizing or 
mitered framing done anywhere. She 
makes you feel Italy is at your door- 
step. (She also had the only pieces of 
Venini glass I saw in Chicago.) Prints 
tend to focus on the classics: fruits and 
flowers, architectural drawings, cos- 
tumes (one of her own favorites), por- 
traits and landscapes. Her second-floor 
gallery shows works by Redouté, Ho- 
garth, Piranesi, Mortier and Diderot. 
Hers is a distinctive collection; if 
you've never experienced this art form, 
you can find no better place to begin a 
life-long course of appreciation. (67 E. 
Oak St.) 

I had thought there would be a good 
deal of American folk art to be found 
in Chicago proper. Perhaps there is and 
I didn’t happen on it. What I did see 
was the Carl Hammer Gallery on 
Michigan Avenue where there was an 
exhibition of drawings, paintings and 
some startling sculpture by 19th- and 
early-20th-century itinerant black art- 
ists. His gallery is small, but each piece 
has been lovingly and astutely selected 
for its power to evoke your deepest 
response. His eye is particularly at- 
tuned to the “real,” though a good deal 
of what these black artists create focus- 
es on the supernatural. The balance be- 
tween a New Orleans mask and a ball- 
toss figure makes for a full and very 
expressive show. (1620 N. Michigan 
Ave.) 

Here are some other places you 
might enjoy seeing: @ Cify (213 W. In- 
stitute Pl.) features hard-edged Italian 
modern design and furnishings and is 
probably the most up-to-date Europe-

THE IDEAL PLACE TO SIT IS ONE THAT BENEFITS YOUR 
BACK—AND THE QUALITY OF YOUR ENVIRONMENT

ot long ago, to my considerable 
discomfort, I found myself a 
member of a substantial majority: 

the estimated 80 percent of Americans 
who will at some point in their lives 
experience lower back pain. I had sim- 
ply been reaching under the sink when, 
snap, the muscles went. 

For years I’ve been a devoted client 
of my local gym, and have read exten- 
sively as well as written many articles 
on the care of the back—pelvic tilts, 
sit-ups, low heels, etc. It surprised me 
that in spite of all this knowledge and 
effort, and in the absence of a specific 
injury, this should have happened. 
Why? What was missing from my life? 
What had I been doing wrong? 

Piecing together what led up to the 
“event” I realized that I had spent an 
unusual amount of time at my desk 
sitting in a quaint but inadequate chair. 
Perhaps everything I was doing outside 
was being negated by something I was 
doing at home. 

I spoke first to an orthopedic sur- 
geon—the director of the spine pro- 
gram at the University of California,

“The study found that disk pressure 
is reduced when the following condi- 
tions are met: lumbar support, or a 
small pillow that conforms to the back; 
a firm seat into which you cannot sink, 
because that will put pressure on the 
lumbar curve; arm support, so that you 
do not have to work to balance your- 
self—this will put your back muscles at 
ease; a back that reclines at more than 
90 degrees—for every degree further 
than 90, the pressure is less.” 

I checked next with Dr. Willibald 
Nagler, the Anne and Jerome Fisher 
Physiatrist-in-Chief at the New York 
Hospital-Corneli Medical Center, who 
said that dining as well as desk chairs

It was becoming clear that my pretty 
chair might have been the villain after 
all. But when I went looking for suit- 
able ergonomic seating—that is, seating 
designed in balance with the propor- 
tions of the human body—lI received 
mostly blank stares. | 

Not surprising, according to Bill 
Stumpf, industrial designer, professor 
of design at the Minneapolis College of 
Art and Design and consultant to Her- 
man Miller, for whom he designed the 
prototypical ergonomic office chair, the 
Ergon Chair (shown here). 

“In America, ergonomics has been a 
big factor in the work place,” says Mr. 
Stumpf. “Industry has spent a lot to 
discover the correct chair for the work- 
er in a particular job, the right desk 
height and angle, but the home area 
has yet to be developed. 

“The Swiss, Scandinavians and Ger- 
mans have done better than we have in 
bringing that kind of civility to the 
home environment. But I believe it’s 
finally beginning to happen here. The 
44 million members of the baby boom 
generation are different. They have an 
interest in health and well-being which 
may make it possible for the values 
that go into designs like the Volvo seat 
(based on the Nachemson/Andersson 
studies) to be brought into the home as 
well—and not in a particularly heavy- 
handed, orthopedic way. 

“For a long time the area of home 
design in America has been focused on 
the purely decorative function. Take a 
dining chair. Sometimes people spend 
over three hours sitting around a table 
in the same chair. Now, if you asked

place, he would probably scrutinize it 
pretty carefully. Instead most people 
usually buy a dining chair on the basis 
of design alone. 

“Actually, the dining chair should be 
one of the most important things to 
scrutinize in the home. You should 
look for the qualities of a good office 
chair. For example, think how useful a 
swivel would be at a dining table. Peo- 
ple often turn towards a neighbor, 
something which is very awkward in a 
standard chair. In our house we use the 
Eames swivel office chair. Everyone 
loves it—it’s elegant, but what’s more 
important, it functions properly.” 

Pending the day that ergonomic fur- 
nishings reach the home, I garnered 
some tips from Doctors Nagler and 
Garfin on ways to minimize the poten- 
tial back damage resulting from our 
daily in-home activities. 

Dr. Nagler recommends that when 
working in the kitchen, you should 
stand, rather than sit, since standing 
puts less load on the back. “And make 
sure the counter height allows you to 
work without having to lean over. It’s 
good to stand with one foot on a small 
stool—no more than 6 inches high— 
changing sides periodically, so that you 
don’t carry the same weight continu- 
ously on the same muscles.” 

Dr. Garfin agrees. “Changing posi- 
tion may be the key to the whole thing. 
If you are doing sedentary work, you 
should get up every half hour. This 
eliminates the continuous load on your 
spine. Stand up when you make a tele- 
phone call; while sitting, change your 
posture frequently. Walking is terrific 
for the back and for general fitness.” 

For myself, whenever I begin to feel 
that telltale pressure on my lower back, 
I find that lying on the floor for 5 to 10 
minutes with hips and knees flexed 
puts my back in a neutral position that 
allows the spine to arrive at its natural 
contour 

A nice by-product is that the mind is 
also able to get into neutral and regain 
some of ifs natural contour. A brief, 
refreshing pause that can lower mental 
as well as physical pressure, and return 
to us the joy of movement that back

esigners? What do they know? 

What does a man who designs 
dresses know about upholstery or sil- 
verware? Why are they always going 
around putting their names on things 
that have nothing whatever to do with 
their area of expertise?” 

Not unreasonable questions. But it 
is surprising when the questions come 
not from the mind of the consumer 
but from the mouth of the designer 
himself. 

These are the questions Ralph 
Lauren posed at the beginning of a 
meeting we had to discuss the impetus 
behind his new collection of home fur- 
nishings premiered in this issue. 

Ralph Lauren is a man committed 
to perfection. Perfection is an exasper- 
ating standard for the person trying to 
achieve it, a pleasure beyond pleasure 
for the person who benefits by it. For 
Mr. Lauren perfection is a victory 
over limited thinking, a victory over 
the “it can’t be done” frame of mind. 

“I am my own consumer,” he says. 
“If you asked a dozen people to tell 
you what they thought about fashion 
designers who break into new terri- 
tory, they’d say, ‘Ralph Lauren? What 
does he know about the tines of a fork? 
Doesn’t he make dresses?’” 

Yes, he makes dresses. But he also 
lives in a house—several, in fact. And 
the things he wants to put in those 
houses are no different from the 
things you want in your own ... if 
you could find them. 

“T couldn’t find the kinds of materi- 
als I wanted my house to have. It took 
two years to develop the linen I was 
looking for; it took months to get the 
right towel. We'd get samples of all 
the different towels you can buy and 
then we’d throw them into the middle 
of a big conference table and report on 
the reasons why we liked the one we'd

selected in order to put together a 
composite of a perfect towel. A perfect 
towel. Who cares? I do. We eventually 
arrived at a towel whose thread 
length, color, absorbency and fiber 
pleased me very much. It’s hard to 
hold out for that when all everyone is 
interested in is making a production 
schedule.” His eyes have a mischie- 
vous glint. But he’s not kidding. 
Fashion trends don’t belong in the 
house, he says. “A house is forever. 
I’m married with three children, and 
my life revolves around my work and 
family just as it does for everyone else 
in this country. I don’t believe in ivory 
towers. When I buy something it has 
to perform. And it has to last. And it 
also has to look better for having been 
used. That’s how most people would 
define something of value. If I’ve gone 
to the trouble of manufacturing pure 
linen sheets it is with the view that in 
a year or so those sheets will have the 
feeling of silk in the hand. If you’ve 
never slept on real linen I can tell you 
it’s a pleasure. Quality improves with 


collections. The clothes actress Diane Kea- 
ton wore in Woody Allen’s film Annie Hall 
sparked a passion for the easy-to-live-in 
clothes Mr. Lauren had created. He and his 





age and use. That’s an underlying 
principle in this whole group of things 
I’ve made for houses. Designing interi- 
ors and home furnishings is one of the 
last places left where striving for per- 
fection is still respected.” 

Mr. Lauren’s collection consists of 
five discrete groups of items, each 
with its own design tradition, like this 
grouping (opposite) that points up 
America’s rural heritage. The preced- 
ing six pages reflect its East Coast tra- 
dition. In all the work there’s a pre- 
vailing romantic attitude about this 
country’s widely different regional 
styles. “You know, I went to Paris and 
all I ever heard the Americans say was 
how we in America had no style,” says 
Mr. Lauren. “I returned from Paris 
absolutely determined to put an end to 
this ridiculous ‘poor-mouthing’ of 
American traditions.” And, of course 
that’s exactly what he’s done in his 
collections for men, women, children 
and now, for the home. He’s served up 
the beauty of a Santa Fe shawl-col- 
lared sweater to the Shaker-sweatered 
tradition of Massachusetts; the Colora- 
do prairie bed shown left to the “es- 
tablishment” linen bed of the East 


Coast. He’s captured those romantic 
regional variations that celebrate all of 
this country’s design styles and there’s 
nothing faddish or trendy about it. “I 
wanted that lost sense of quality we 
were so famous for years ago to shine 
again today. Those differing worlds of 
New England, Palm Beach, Santa Fe, 
a Colorado cabin or a house down in 
the islands all have their distinctive 
appeal to me. I admit it, I’m an ideal- 
ist. But to get that standard of quality 
we dream about you have to believe 
that if something’s worth doing it is 
worth doing well. Doing something 
well doesn’t always come easily.” @

It's a mountain cabin come of 
age, a house for today that 
looks to the past for inspira- 
tion and to the present for 
quality and economy. Built in 


Burlington, Conn., by House 


Beautiful in cooperation with 
the American Wood Council 
and the Wool Bureau, Inc., 
the house was designed by 
Mark Simon of Moore Grover 


Harper and decorated by Ab- 


bey Darer of New York. Mr. 
Simon drew from mountain 
cabins to give this 1,950- 
square-foot house a sense of 
history, but added his own 


contemporary viewpoint. 


Surrounded by soft green hills and wildflowers, this jewel of a house suits its site to perfection. 
Redwood deck along the rear of the house (inset, opposite bottom), from the California Redwood 
Association, is a gracious extension of interior spaces. Exterior is made of red cedar shingles. 
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While the exterior maintains a 
sturdy regularity, the interior 
contains a sampling of unusu- 
al and elegant spaces. Dra- 
matic geometries give form to 
the entry hall (below); wide 
steps lead into the living room 
while narrower steps (bottom) 
lead to the second floor in a 
single graceful flight. The two- 
story chimney divides the first 
floor without upsetting the 
house’s generally airy charac- 


ter. Generous wall space is 


provided here for display. 
The octagonal dining room 
(left) is intimate and cozy, its 
unusual shape emphasized by 
pale wood insets and painted 
border. The single color makes 
a strong statement in contrast 
to white walls and wood 
tones.

Holding the can 12 inches from the chair, spray On a coat 
of white. Work in a well-ventilated room; cover the floor 
and walls with newspaper. Step 2: Using blue, white and 
aqua, spray arcs of color from the top of the chair down. 
To avoid any odd spurts, start your spray On newspaper 
and then switch to the chair. Work quickly so the colors will 
be wet and run into each other, creating variations of tone.

background for Old World art and antiques 





his is the story of an ugly duckling, a run-down 
1780 farmhouse turned into a showplace because 
a young couple believed in its inner beauty. Al- 
though their architect termed it ‘‘decrepit’’ and their 
friends advised razing it, the couple loved its simple 
proportions, colonial center-hall layout and rural New 
York State setting. What were crumbling chimneys, 
collapsing porch and tasteless asbestos siding in the 
face of these sterling virtues? Unfortunately, the obvi- 
ous flaws were harbingers of hidden problems. When 
architect Richard Sawicki and contractor Larry Delaney 
began the renovation, they uncovered rotten beams, 
necessitating stripping the house to its frame and build- 
ing a new exterior to accurately replace the old one. 
Though drastic, the renovation afforded the owners 
luxuries rare for a 1780 house: insulated walls, central 
heating, air conditioning and energy-efficient double- 
paned windows. The renovation turned up more assets 
than liabilities—hand-hewn pine flooring concealed by 
linoleum; beautiful fireplaces once boarded up; an orig- 
inal beamed ceiling. To visitors of the meticulously

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It calls for local initiative plus strong leadership, 
and it starts very close to home 


uring the past few years I 
have discovered what I be- 
lieve to be America’s most 
abundant source of energy. It 
is nonpolluting, wholly re- 
newable and free for everyone to en- 
joy. It is the neighborhood, as old as 
America itself and as all-inclusive. 
From this country’s earliest days, 
neighborhoods have been the building 
blocks of all our cities and towns. More 
important, community spirit has been 
the force that has made the greatest 
impact on furthering economic growth, 
expanding essential services and im- 
proving quality of life at the local level. 
My family and I live in Brookmont, a 
village of a few hundred homes built 
30s on the 


border between Maryland and the Dis- 


up in the 1920s and early 


trict of Columbia. Serving as president 
of Brookmont’s civic league I learned 
more about democracy, governance 
and resolution of conflict than I have in

any other phase of my life. Working 
out problems at the community level 
has taught me the art of politics to gain 
consensus and promote action, the 
need for collaboration and the real val- 
ue of many of my neighbors’ healthy 
distrust of new ideas. From personal as 
well as professional experience, I can 
say that it is in neighborhoods that the 
concept of livability is best defined. 

@ Livability embraces community identity, 
pride and a sense of security. To a remark- 
able degree we discovered that our own 
Brookmont neighborhood has all of 
these qualities. When we arrived, most 
of our neighbors had been living there 
30 or more years. And many of the 
older residents have been followed by 
cousins, aunts, uncles and parents. Se- 
curity is everyone’s business. There is 
no formal neighborhood watch because 
it has always been the custom in 
Brookmont for neighbors to watch out 
for one another. 


@ Livability is tied less to architecture than 
to people; it must be measured on a human scale. 
From the very beginning our own com- 
munity had no architectural preten- 
sions whatever. The neighborhood was 
laid out by one developer in 1924. Of 
its 250 houses, we have counted at least 
22—including our own—that were 
Sears Roebuck catalog houses. Their 
original purchase price was only 
$1,345, modest even by 1920s stan- 
dards. Yet because Brookmont is such a 
desirable place for families to live, one 
of the latest houses sold there brought 
the seller $220,000. 

@ Livability involves taking advantage of a 
community s uniqueness, understanding its roots 
and building upon its accumulated experience to 
insure continuity of spirit. | know of no 
place where the citizens pursue their 
special vision of a livable community 
with greater zeal than in Brookmont. 
We have had a civic league for over 50 
years. When residents die, they some-

times leave their money to the league. 
It sponsors Easter, Christmas and 
Fourth of July celebrations plus tree 
plantings, cleanups, softball games, 
parties on the green and folk dances. In 
a profound sense, residents make the 
community sparkle. 

@ Livability is participatory; it means people 
are involved not only in planning projects but 
also in carrying them out—and, what's more, 
in enjoying the results. From my own expe- 
rience, both in our small village and as 
a professional ‘in the “livability move- 
ment,” I have also learned that the 
greatest assets in developing the liv- 
ability of a place are local initiative and 
strong leadership. For example, some 
20 years ago a Pittsburgh English 
teacher named Arthur Ziegler became 
concerned that his city’s historic build- 
ings were being torn down willy-nilly 


with no one questioning why. Mr. 
Ziegler was instrumental in founding 
the Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation (PHLF), a group dedicated 
to preservation. 

Realizing that strength lay in neigh- 
borhoods and that if preservation mat- 
tered it had to be effective where peo- 
ple most needed help, the PHLF 
focused its initial efforts on a low-in- 
come area called Manchester. In im- 
proving several houses in the Man- 
chester some 
neglected facades spring back to life, 
the PHLF provided the spark for revi- 
talizing the entire community. 

Historic Savannah, a preservation or- 
ganization in that Georgia city, offers 
another convincing illustration. Under 
the leadership of Leopold Adler, an in- 
vestment banker, Historic Savannah 


area and helping 





purchased derelict houses on the great 
Oglethorpe squares. Restrictions were 
attached to each property to protect the 
facades and make certain the renova- 
tions were completed within specified 
time periods; then the derelicts were 
sold back to the public. This way, mil- 
lions of dollars could be leveraged for 
top-quality renovation within the pri- 
vate sector. 

Mr. Adler soon saw that the man- 
agement tools he had developed to do 
this job in a middle-class neighborhood 
might be applied—with some form of 
subsidy or support—in the city’s low- 
income neighborhoods. He was think- 
ing primarily of Savannah’s Victorian 
District, an architectural treasure trove 
that contained the most dilapidated 
housing as well as the most disadvan- 
taged residents. 

Mr. Adler put together a coalition of 
private and civic groups that agreed 
Savannah could not afford to give up 
its heritage of elegant mansions but 
had to insure that restoring them bene- 
fited the whole community. Mr. Adler 
used restoration projects as job training 
opportunities, giving the jobless and 
underemployed a chance to acquire 
valuable skills and experience. Result: 
The Savannah Neighborhood Action 
Program is now renovating some 2,000 
units of housing in low-income neigh- 
borhoods, preserving historic build- 
ings, upgrading services, and at the 
same time preventing displacement of 
longtime residents. 

Above all else, my experiences in my 
own neighborhood—and my observa- 
tions in literally scores of other com- 
munities—have taught me that livabil- 
ity comes with making 
neighborhood a part of everyday life. 
What is essential in enhancing a com- 


your 


munity’s livability—and its spirit—is 
enlisting the fuil partnership of every 
different interest group your neighbor- 
hood represents. @

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GREAT DAY LILY HYBRIDS 





Those familiar orange-colored wild- 
flowers that line the roadsides of 
America were once cultivated in co- 
lonial gardens. Their descendants 
number thousands that grow every- 
where, and oOrange—the most 
common—is but one of an enor- 
mous range of colors. 

The Latin name for this flower is 
Hemerocallis, which means ‘‘beauti- 
ful for a day.'’ Despite this short 
blooming life, each plant blossoms in 
profusion—for about a month. By 
selecting early, midseason and late 
cultivars you can produce a day lily 
garden in continuous flower from 
spring to fall. 

The plants you buy are grown 
from off-sets that form around a 
mother plant—that’s how they multi- 
ply in your garden. The off-sets are 
exact duplicates of hybrids that re- 
sult from cross-pollinating two flow- 
ers with desirable characteristics. 

If you already have day lilies in 
your garden, you can develop hy- 
brids yourself—and in colors that 
may surprise you. Early in the morn- 
ing, before bees pollinate, take the 
pollen-bearing anther from one es- 
pecially lovely flower and touch it to 
the tip of the long, single pistil of

another one, selected because of 
size, vigor and the quantity of blos- 
soms. Don’t pollinate more than one 
flower per plant or you'll have fewer 
flowers next year. 

Soon after pollination a seed pod 
will develop; when it browns, it is 
ripe. Pick the pod, dry it in the sun 
and refrigerate it in a closed jar. 
Chilling tends to ‘‘fool'’ seeds that 
they have endured a normal winter, 
a step necessary for germination. 

In January open the pods and 
bury individual seeds to a depth 
equal to their thickness in 3-inch pots 
filled with moist sphagnum moss. 
Place pots in a sunny window and 
keep the medium moist. In spring, 
plant the seedlings in your garden. 
They'll flower in their second year, 
at which point you'll discover what 
you've produced.

a long garden hose uncoiled in a 
free-form shape.

Prepare 
the garden in fall for planting the 
next spring, or in spring for plant- 
ing the next fall. When planting, 
create a free-form ‘‘island’’ bed 
(left)—three or more plants per 
section. Plant tall day lilies in the 
center of a garden to be viewed 
from all sides, to the rear of one- 
sided plantings. Blend colors, but 
distribute early, midseason and 
late flowers for continuous bloom.

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Day lily plants expand in number each year but rarely need 
dividing. They thrive when left alone—even pests 


ignore them— and can give your garden continuous color. 











Day lilies have been traditionally relegated to the peren- 
nial border where they have been arranged by color, 
height and time of bloom: tall varieties in back, short 
ones in front. Today nurseries and garden centers are 
selling dwarf varieties—short plants with normal-sized 
flowers—as well as miniatures with small flowers, both 
useful for the foreground of borders. 

There are other ways to use day lilies to enhance your 
landscape and your garden. As erosion-fighting ground 
covers, for example, day lilies’ earth-hugging roots can 
secure an embankment. Or try planting them along the 
boundary of your property as an herbaceous hedge or 
as a way to soften the hard line of a wall or fence 
(above). Or naturalize them, so they seem to be growing 
wild in a large yard or field (see previous pages). 

Day lilies like full sun but will survive and bloom in 
partial shade, even beneath a small-leafed tree. In this 
example (left), day lilies bloom with hostas under the 
delicate leaves of a mimosa tree. Here they are under- 
planted with spring-flowering bulbs; their emerging 
leaves hide the yellowing foliage of the bulbs.

When was this style of furniture popular? Why 
make imitation bamboo legs?

A. Bamboo funiture has 
been popular in America for a 
long time. In fashion during 
the early 1800s, it went out of 
style for a while but came 
back in the 1880s. Both real 
and imitation bamboo were 
used. Some American manu- 
facturers claimed that furni- 
ture made of wood that 
looked like bamboo was more 
durable. Most pieces were 
made from bird’s-eye maple 
turned on a lathe. Your table 
has strange legs bent near the 
foot in a manner often found on pieces made in New York. 
The table is worth from $700 to $800.

How 
could it be used?

A. In the days when the 
only heat source was an 
open fireplace, the fire 
screen offered a solution 
for comfort. The screen 
was placed near the fire 
to shield a person from 
the direct heat. Yours, 
with the stained glass and 


brass trim, is typical of “ 


the late 19th century. Just 

place the screen near the fire and turn it until it works as a 
shield from the excess heat. Do not place it too close. The 
glass can become too hot and the leading may melt. The 
value of your screen is between $600 and $800.

The letter V is under the 
mark. Can you tell me its age?

A. In the 1750s porcelain was 
made in Worcester, England. To- 
day’s collectors prize the early 





pieces of Worcester, especially 
the pieces known as Dr. Wall 
Worcester. Dr. John Wall, a physician, died in 1776 and the 
firm went through a variety of management and name 
changes. It became the Royal Worcester Porcelain Company 
Ltd. in 1862. The V on the mark means that it was made in 
1884. Each year had a special letter in the mark. Because of 
the unusual shape of your pitcher and molded mask spout, it 
is worth about $650. 


My desk seems to be made of curly maple. I was 
wondering where and when it was made. 
—L.V., Middleport, Ohio 


A. The slant top desk was 
a furniture style popular 
in the 18th century. The 
front of the desk opened 









to a writing surface or 
closed to lean 
slightly at the 
top. Early ver- 
sions had long cabriole 
legs and shaped feet. 
By the 1770s, the desk 
was made with three 
of four large drawers 
and short bracket feet. 
A more ornate ver- 
sion, often decorated 
with carving, became part of the colonial revival 
style after 1876. Yours was probably made in the Pennsylva- 
nia area during the early 19th century. It is worth from

After Lambrusco, the 
wines of Verona near 
Lake Garda in the 
region of 
northeastern Italy 
are the most popular 
of the Italian wines 
brought into this coun- 
try. The white, Soave, is the 
best known, but the reds—Valpoli- 
cella and Bardolino—are almost as fa- 
miliar. The reason for the trio’s popu- 
larity is threefold: lightness, appealing 
flavor and modest price. 


Veneto 


Soave is the quintessential unfussy 
white, pale in color and refreshingly 
crisp, a simple luncheon or buffet wine. 
I recently tried 14 examples on the 
market and found one particularly ex- 
cellent value, the 1981 Burati ($2.50). 
More expensive, but a step up in quali- 
ty, are the 1981s from Villa Girardi 
($3.50), Sartori ($4), Santa Sofia ($4.50), 
Tommasi ($4.25) and Scamperle ($4). 
Tops is the 1982 Pieropan ‘‘Vigneto 
Calvarino” ($5). 

Bardolino is the sort of light quaffing 
red best served cool with pasta dishes 
and chicken. Made from a variety of 
local grapes, it’s a dry, fruity wine best 
enjoyed young. Look for the 1980s 
from Villa Girardi ($3.50), Sartori ($4), 
Tommasi ($4.50) and Scamperle ($4). 

Valpolicella is similar to Bardolino 
but has a little more depth and flavor. 
It too is best enjoyed young and served 
cool, and is excellent with light stews 


and veal dishes. From extensive re- 
cent tasting my choices are the 1981 
Burati (a fine value at about $2.50), the 
1981 Barbarini ($3), the 1 Villa Gir- 
ardi ($3.50), the 1980 Sartori ($4) and 
the 1980 Scamperle ($4).

WHICH WINES WITH FISH? 


Should you always serve white wine 
with fish? The high acidity of many 
whites seems refreshingly crisp with 
fish. And many reds do seem to clash. 

But all fish taste different, and the 
wine choice will be determined by 
their preparation and the sauce. 

As a rule of thumb, serve delicate 
whites with delicate fish and richer 
whites and light reds with richer fish 
dishes. A good all-around fish wine is 
California Sauvignon (or Fumé) Blanc, 
such as the 1982 Guenoc ($5.50). It is

particularly good with smoked fish. 

Some combinations I’ve enjoyed are 
rainbow trout and Riesling (such as a 
fruity 1981 Bishop of Riesling from 
Germany, $5; or a dry 1981 Trimbach 
from Alsace, $5.50). Crisp Muscadet 
from France, such as the 1981 Marquis 
de Goulaine ($6), is successful with 
shellfish, but French Chablis is a classic 
match with oysters (try the 1981 Albert 
Pic, $9). Lobster, richly sauced, is won- 
derful with full-flavored California 
Chardonnay (try 1981 Landmark, $8). 
I’ve also enjoyed broiled red snapper 
with sparkling wine (try the 1980 Pip- 
er-Sonoma Brut, $12). 

I’ve come to prefer red wine with 
rich salmon or swordfish steaks—if I 
can get a dry lean red to cut the oiliness 
of the fish—a fruity Beaujolais or a rich 
Zinfandel doesn’t work. The best fish 
reds I’ve tried so far are from so-called 
“off-years” of Bordeaux. Try the 1977 
or 1980 Chateau Palmer or Chateau Pi- 
chon-Lalande ($6 to $9). 





















If you're like me, you try to keep a 
couple of bottles of white wine in 
the refrigerator so you'll always 
have something chilled. But I've 
found that if the wine is stored 
properly—lying down—the bottles 
roll around. Recently I've come 
across a perfect solution: a small, 
solid wine rack for a refrigerator 
shelf. This hardwood and brushed 
aluminum rack can hold four or five 
bottles if placed on its side.

Roasting is one of my favorite methods for quick cook- 
ing. In this menu, perfect for an autumn evening, a small 
veal roast is placed atop a bed of very finely minced 
onions and garlic, then quick roasted until succulent, just 
done and tender. I always use a boned loin of veal, 
although a rack is excellent, as well as less expensive 
rolled veal roasts that are often available in good super- 
markets. To accompany the veal, I make a fresh carrot 


Roast Loin of Veal 


Boneless veal roast, about 3 pounds (loin of veal) 
3 large onions, very finely minced 
2 cloves garlic, peeled and minced 

Salt and pepper 
1 tablespoon softened butter 


1. Preheat oven to 375°. Butter shallow oval baking 
dish just large enough to hold veal. Spread onions 
and garlic on bottom. 

2. Place veal on top of onions and sprinkle lightly 
with salt and pepper.

“Many of my friends,” says Martha 


“s 


Stewart, “participate in a sport of 
which I’m not personally very fond— 
bird shooting. They often return home 
laden with the bounty of the hunt, and 
leave a few pheasant or quail for Andy 
and me. | learned how to clean and 
pluck all kinds of birds from my grand- 
mother, and I did it often, so it does not 
bother me. I’m very careful not to 
break the skin and to pluck them very 
clean so that the final product looks 
almost store-bought. If the weather is 
cool it helps to hang them, with feath- 
ers intact, two to three days to tender- 
ize them and make the flavor more 
gamey. 

“We've developed many recipes for 
the preparation of wild game. I prefer it 
roasted, grilled or quickly sautéed. This 
menu offers a recipe for simple roast 
pheasant, lightly flavored with garlic 
and thyme or rosemary. Another good 
way to cook pheasant is to sauté it in 
butter with rosemary, garlic and pepper 
and then braise it lightly with dry 
white wine. Before roasting or sautée- 
ing, marinate the birds in wine or berry 
juice, possibly with juniper berries, 
herbs, shallots and currants, blackber- 
ries or blueberries.”

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Mulch ado about leaves—tips on recycling garden waste 





By KEN DRUSE 
To many, the smeli of burning leaves 
evokes memories of childhood. But this 
practice has been banned in many 
communities for reasons of air quality. 
Today’s children will probably come to 
think of plastic bags stacked neatly by 
the curbside as a familiar sign of fall. 
When I see such discards, I can’t help 
but think of how this loss could be 
transformed into a valuable gain. Col- 
lected leaves are the perfect start of 
rich garden compost. 

Smart gardeners know that compost 
is black gold. Mixed into soil, it pro- 
duces moisture retention and friability 
in sandy soils, good drainage and aera- 
tion in clayey soils. It promotes plant 
health and provides the best source of 
organic nutrition. Compost gives back 
some of what our plants have taken 
from the good earth. 

October is a perfect time to start a 
compost pile using 
fallen leaves, gras

reaches about 150°—hot enough to kill 
weed seeds. And the correctly con- 
structed pile does not smell bad. The 
essentials for success are air, moisture, 
food (in the form of nitrogen) for the 
microorganisms that do the decompos- 
ing work, and organic matter. 

The pile should be at least 3 feet 
square and 3 feet high. You can hide it 
from view in a secluded part of the 
garden and you can contain it with a 
fence made of widely spaced slats or 
open chicken wire for aeration. 

Also for aeration, start the pile with 
a 6-inch layer of coarse twigs and 
branches. Then add a 6-inch layer of 
garden waste followed by an inch of 
manure to supply the nitrogen. A fer- 
tilizer such as 10-6-4 sprinkled at a rate 
of about one eighth pound per 25 
square feet can be substituted. Add to 
this layer a sprinkling of ground lime- 
stone and a shovelful of garden soil. 
The soil “inoculates” the pile with the 
beneficial organisms. 

Continue to layer the pile until you 
reach a height between 3 and 6 feet. 
Vet down the pile and cover the top 
with an anchored plastic sheet or tar- 
paulin. Late next spring turn over the 
pile to make sure the process is pro- 
ceeding and that the mixture is evenly 
moist. By fall you’ll have a coarsely 
textured compost. For a finer texture, 
wait until the second summer.

WHY LEATHER 
IS NEWS TODA) 





By GLORIA BLUM BYRON 

When it comes to sound decorating in- 
vestments that yield high dividends— 
both economically and aestheticially— 
there’s nothing speculative about 
leather. An ‘‘audit’’ of newsmakers in 
the furniture market (see examples on page 
86) reveals that new tanning and fin- 
ishing techniques have produced myri- 
ad pliable-as-fabric, yet ultradurable 
upholstery leathers which have been 
tucked, draped, folded, molded and 
otherwise pressed into service for luxu- 
rious seating. 

Indeed, soft envelope backs, sculp- 
tured channel backs, and even shirring 
are among the details now surfacing in 
leather. Sofas range from new-to- 
leather contemporary “‘pillowy’’ de- 
signs to the button-laden California 
silhouette, popular since its debut some 
20 years ago. Another longtime leather 
favorite, the high-leg recliner (which 
doesn’t /ook like a recliner), shares the 
spotlight with slim-line European ver- 
sions styled for the American market. 

Many designs are featured in a burst 
of new colors including a plethora of 
pastels such as pale blue, mauve, putty 
and scrumptious-sounding shades like 
vanilla, banana and peach. 


Why leather? 
e /ts durable and economical. Leather 
lasts four times longer than any other 


tive oils are sealed in by processing. 

e [ts comfortable. Leather “breathes” 
and doesn’t retain odors. And although 
imitations run hot and cold, leather ad- 
justs rapidly to body temperatures. 

e For many tt has a special aesthetic appeal 
that comes from leather’s natural prop- 
erties—the way it feels against your 
own skin, a feeling no synthetic or fab- 
ric can duplicate. 


Know what to look for 

e Most upholstery leathers come 
from cows or steers whose hides pro- 
claim their rugged lives back home on 
the range. So in buying genuine leath- 
er, hallmarks of the trail such as healed 
barbed wire nicks, bush and branch 
scratches and other distinctive mark- 
ings are both inevitable and even, 
sometimes, desirable. 


What kind of cowhide do you want? 

@ Full- and top-grain cowhide is the op- 
timum combination for strong, durable 
upholstery leather. ‘“Top-grain’”” means 
the densest top layer. ‘’Full-grain” 
leather has all its natural trail mark- 
ings; in short, none of the beauty of the 
beast has been removed. 

® Corrective grain usually refers to top- 
grain cowhide that has been buffed to 
remove a few of nature’s imperfections, 
with some grain replaced artificially. 
Buffing erodes part of the durability 
factor in top-grain. 

© Split cowhide refers to the more po- 
rous layer beneath the top-grain and it 
is used mainly for belts, shoe soles, 
luggage, etc. 


What finishing technique has been 
used? 

© Pigmented leather, the most widely 
used and the most durable, results from 
a color-coating process which also 
forms a protective finish that does for 
leather what water- and stain-repel- 
lents do for fabrics. The pigment is 
sprayed on the surface and bonds to it, 
but doesn’t actually penetrate the hide 

@ Aniline-dyed leather, the costliest, re- 
sults from a process that does penetrate 
the hide and creates natural shading, 
but forms no protective coating. it also 
produces a very soft, luxurious (almost 
suedelike) texture, but its high perish- 
ability is its one drawback.

@ Semianiline-dyed leather is an aniline- 
dyed hide that has been color-coated to 
even out the shading. It’s not as perish- 
able as aniline-dyed leather nor as du- 
rable as pigmented leather. 


Shopping tips 

Not all leathers are alike or of equal 
quality, nor will every chair or sofa 
frame live up to its exterior covering 
(some may fall short for the sake of 
competitive pricing), so to stack the 
deck in your own favor keep these 
hints in mind: 

e Try to deal with a store that has a 
leather “gallery.” The sales staff usual- 
ly will be more knowledgeable and 
better equipped to guide you as to 
leather quality and the manufacturer’s 
reputation. 

e@ Look for manufacturers’ and tan- 
ners’ hang-tags or labels for assurance 
of quality merchandise with reputable 
names behind it. 

There are also some general things to 
look for, especially if you don’t know 
the sources or the country of origin 
(tanning and manufacturing processes 
differ). 

e Scars in the leather should be to- 
tally healed, revealing no open surfaces 
that could become weak points. These 
would show up as indentations and 
would take the dye differently (open 
scars don’t take the same gloss into 
their fibers). 

e The heavier the furniture frame 
the more solidly built, and everything 
should be rigid. Try lifting a sofa from 
one end. Does it raise up too readily? 
Shake the frame. Do the arms wobble? 
Feel for padding along the seat rail and 
top rail; you shouldn’t feel any sharp 
edges. If you can, they'll rub through 
the leather eventually. 

e Ask about eight-way hand-tied 
springs, a long recognized sign of qual- 
ity workmanship that provides proper 
support. 

e Is the frame made of hardwood 
(ash, oak, maple) rather than softer 
woods (pine, poplar, plywood)? 

e Is the lumber kiln-dried or air-dri- 
ed? The latter will continue to lose 
moisture content in your home and 
will eventually warp. 


e Are the side and back underlay- 
ments made of cardboard or polypro- 
pylene? Cardboard tends to absorb 
moisture and could warp and bow, 
eventually causing leather to pucker. If 
you strike the back and sides with your 
hand, cardboard will make a popping 
sound whereas polypropylene has a 
tendency to give. 

e Are joints and corners double- 
doweled, glued and reinforced with 
corner blocks? 

Ask lots of questions. If your sales 
representative doesn’t know the an- 
swers, it is more than likely that he or 
she will know where to get them. Some 
dealers will let you “test” a leather fin- 
ish with a wet, soapy sponge. Others 
will give you literature to study at 
home. A little boning up and a lot of 
checking up could get you your soun- 
dest decorating investment: a leather 
chair or sofa (maybe both) yielding 
many long-term gains.

typed manuscripts on copying ma- 
chines and either perfect bound, spiral 
bound or simply stapled. These books 
are of potentially infinite variety—they 


can be as simple or as complex as one’s 
time, finances and inclinations allow. 

On the simple side, self-produced 
books may be manuals of one’s own 
craft—cooking, as in Mrs. Carothers’s 
case, or quilting, knitting, woodwork- 
ing, etc. In the small Texas town of 
Mabank, a local minister, Martin T. 
Jenson, put together a lifetime’s collec- 
tion of humorous doggerel with which 
he had been amusing family, friends 
and congregation for many years. The 
book, simply bound in a spiral cover, 
was the delight of his parishioners. It 
eventually became so popular locally 
that it required a second printing. The 
book, which sold for a pittance, ended 
up raising money for the church. 

On the complex side there are time- 
consuming projects like that undertak- 
en by the Stenshoel family of Minne- 
tonka, Minn. Their passion for 


genealogy was the impetus for putting 
together their own version of Roots— 
this time around with a Norwegian 
emphasis. Using an awesome variety of 
resources—from the Minnesota State 
Historical Association, to libraries in 
Norway itself, to extensive question- 
naires sent out to all living relatives— 
they pieced together, over the course of 
a year, a massive history replete with 
sepia-toned photos detailing the fam- 
ily’s progress from a farm in an icy 
Norwegian fjel] (mountaintop) to pre- 
sent-day America. 

Making the book was truly a family 
effort—Eunice Stenshoel took charge 
of research and fact-checking; Myles, 
her husband, was responsible for edit- 
ing, layout and production; one of their 
sons, Eric, wrote most of the text for 
the book. Expenses were high, so con- 
tributions were solicited from all those 
who wished to receive books. When all 
was finished, 500 copies were mailed to 
their relatives. They now have a per- 
manent record of their history, com- 
plete with an alphabetical listing of ev- 
ery relative, living and deceased. The 
book proved so successful and met 


with such a warm response that the 
Stenshoels undertook similar projects 
with other branches of the family. 
These are but two examples of the 
possibilities open to you. Once you de- 
termine your project’s scope your first 
consideration is cost. Copying and 
binding prices vary widely in different 
locales—seek out the price and quality 
that is best suited to your pocketbook 
and your project. In New York City, 
for example, one copy of a book like 
Mrs. Carothers’s might cost about $9 
(100 pages at 7 cents a page, spiral 
binding at about $2 per book). Howev- 
er, you can almost always lower indi- 
vidual book costs as you increase the 
total quantity of books produced. And 
most copy centers have overnight rates 
for large quantities that can halve your 
costs. A book like the Stenshoels’, 
which might normally cost more be- 
cause it is perfect-bound, actually costs 
less because of the large number pro- 
duced (about $6 per book for the first 
volume). Other extras—photos, special 
lettering, colored stock—can increase 
your costs considerably. @

The sound of glass shattering woke her

acts only to the signal programmed for 
it. Whatever fixtures or appliances are 
tied to the switch or plugged into the 
receptacle operate on command from 
the control panel. They also continue 
to operate from their local switches 

Versatility for this system goes con- 
siderably beyond the “panic” button. 
Here are some of the options: 

@ Start an automatic coffee maker in 
the kitchen before heading for the 
shower in the morning. 

e Program the television set to turn 
off after you’ve gone to sleep. 

@ Dim incandescent lights anywhere 
in your home. 

e Set the panel so that your favorite 
radio or television program wakes you 
in the morning. 

e Program electric lights, radio, tele- 
vision and even electrically operated 
draperies to go on and off, close and 
open at slightly different preset times 
each day when you are away. 

e Time a swimming pool filter to 
switch on and off automatically at cer- 


tain preset hours during the day or week. 

@ Save energy by tying the control 
to an air conditioner and setting it to go 
off 15 minutes after you leave in the 
morning, and back on 15 minutes be- 
fore you return in the evening. 

Because not a single wire must be

New quiet switches resemble the familiar toggle or take 
the form of a rocker panel, an almost-flush see-saw rec- 
tangle within the switch plate. In either case, your barest 
touch changes “off” to “on.” For a dollar or so more you can 
gain glow-at-night minilighting—a tiny spurt of light hid- 
den behind the switch workings. Buy it and avoid the frus- 
tration of trying to find the light switch in darkness. 


Kitchen switches 

Switch changes in the kitchen can simplify your life there. 
Suppose, for example, your kitchen has a back entry, a clear 
opening to the front hall and a door to the dining room. 
Switches for the kitchen’s principal lighting can be instalied 
at all three locations. With switches in place, you never need 
walk through a darkened kitchen. 

In fact, for any space in the house, you can ask your 
electrician to install as many switches for the same lighting 
as you need. Devices are available to permit standard 
switching from two, three or a dozen locations. 

Grouping small electrical appliances in one area of your 
kitchen is:a good present-day organizational idea. Having 
them all ready to operate at the flick of a switch is even 
better. Here’s how: The electrician installs an attractive, 
unobtrusive “plug-in strip’ long enough and with power 
enough to accommodate all your present appliances plus one 
or two new ones you may add. Then he fits each appliance 
wire with a line switch. Appliances are arranged the way 
you want them and plugged into the strip. When you're 
ready to use one, you simply turn on the line switch and 
electricity begins flowing. 

Even more convenient, have the coffee maker attached to 
a new timer switch (see below). Set the night before, the wall- 
mounted timer will have your coffee steaming by the time 
you're dressed in the morning. Or set a roast to start in a 
portable oven at 4 p.m. while you're still out shopping. 


Mood lighting 

Soft light makes an ordinary meal turn romantic. What 
softens light? A dimming switch. This handy device has 
changed over the decades from bulky, expensive equipment 
to trim, switch plate-sized units at prices that begin under 
$10. A shopping tour would turn up some possibilities: 

e A means to control built-in lighting anywhere in your 
house. Easy-to-install dimming switches replace existing 
wall switches with no need for extra wiring. 

e New dimmers to raise or lower fan speed, be it ceiling 
fan, attic fan or an oscillating table fan. 

e The power to control table lamps. Light output is han- 
dled by a tabletop dimmer. 

e A special dimmer to vary light level from a low-voltage 
fixture used to accent a piece of sculpture or a vase of 
flowers.

Timer switch 

New on the switching scene are pro- 
grammable timers designed to replace 
wall switches and key the light fixtures 
tied to the switches for up to 24 on-off 
cycles during a single 24-hour period. 
Most of these timers have a light-dim- 
ming feature and an easy, finger-touch 
return to manual operation. 


To give your house a lived-in look 
while you’re away, timers can be pro- 
grammed for slightly different on-off 
cycles each day. At least two new mod- 
els available in hardware or electrical- 
supply stores have a digital clock read- 
out. The timers require no extra wiring. 
They mount directly into the boxes 
from which switches are taken, and 
connect to existing wires. Prices range 
from $18 to about $33 per unit.

How to inspect a home you fall in 
love with before you actually buy it 
By ALFRED MUGLIO 





The price of the American dream—and the cost of financing 
it—have literally gone through the roof in recent years. That 
is why it has never been more important for home buyers— 
both novices and experienced homeowners—to know and 
understand something about the quality of their investment. 

Nationwide studies indicate a 42 percent chance that’a 
house up for sale today will have serious structural and 
mechanical defects. The smart consumer will call in a profes- 
sional home inspector before buying. He can give the thor- 
ough and impartial evaluation of the condition of a house 
that is needed for a final decision. 

The members of the American Society of Home Inspectors 
(ASHI) recommend that even before the official inspection, 
however, you can run some checks that will tell a great deal 
about the shape a given house is in when you first see it, and 
before you start falling completely in love with it. 


Outdoors 

1. Take note of the overall impression. Is it well kept? Does the 
roof sag? Are exterior walls straight or out of line? What is 
the condition of the paint, especially on the south and west 
sides where sun exposure is greatest? Is much landscaping 
required? Is there good drainage away from the house? 

2. Examine the condition of the roof. Are shingles curling and 
lifting? Find out how old the roof is—a tar and gravel roof 
lasts up to 15 years, asphalt shingle 10 to 15, wood shingles 
15 to 20, and wood shakes about 20 to 25 years. Estimates 
vary depending upon locale. 

3. Examine window and door frames. Has sealing putty dried and 
shrunk, allowing in water and air? Is wood decayed? Are 
windows and doors caulked? Weather-stripped? 

4. Check pavements, driveways and brick surfaces. Have all cracks 
been filled? Is there damage from freezing? What is the 
condition of the mortar in between bricks? Is any pavement 
buckling from spreading underground tree roots? 


Indoors 

1. Look at the attic and crawl space insulation. Is it adequate, 

complete, properly installed? Does it cover air vents? This 

could keep a house from “breathing,”’ causing wood rot. 

2. Test the plumbing. Turn on the bathroom sink faucet and the 

shower and then flush the toilet. When the toilet starts to 

refill, does the water pressure diminish? Fill sinks and tub 

with three inches of water. Do they drain properly? Do 

faucets leak? Lift up carpeting. Are there signs of flooding or 

decay? 

3. Look over the interior. Are there signs of leaks? Is plaster 

badly cracked? Are walls and ceilings straight and level? A

Is there wood or paper 
debris? Do you see termite tubes or 
tunnels? Termites travel to and from 
the earth, so make sure that there‘are 
no places where earth touches wood. 


General advice 

These are only preliminary guide- 
lines. If buyers see a number of faults 
themselves, they can be sure that it is 
only a preview of the overall condition 
of the house. They may still wish to 
purchase the home, but at least they 
will do so with eyes wide open. And if 
no major problems are apparent, the 
expert eye of a professional inspector 
will yield a more accurate total picture.

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Most people expect to run into some 
problems with an older house, yet they 
must be equally cautious with new 
housing. The rising costs of materials 
and labor has led to frequent cases of 
poor construction quality and work- 
manship.

Many times an inspector will find 
very little in need of repair and give an 
excellent report on the house. In such 
cases the peace of mind of making an 
informed purchasing decision can be 
just as comforting as being saved from 
blindly buying into a nightmare. 

One final caveat. Not everyone ‘is 
qualified to be a home inspector. ASHI 
warns against hiring an electrician or 
plumber who moonlights as an inspec- 
tor, as he may not be knowledgeable in 
other areas of home construction. He 
may also be inclined to use the home 
inspection as a means for obtaining re- 
pair contracts.

Though I generally keep my menus 
simple (due to a busy work schedule), I 
make it a rule to serve something spe- 
cial or extravagant—a triple chocolate 
cake, some wonderful steamed lobsters 


or a baked potato with a big dollop of 
American caviar. 

To handle spur-of-the-moment en- 
tertaining, which now seems to be the 
norm, I have become adept at acquiring 
the staples of a dinner party—wild 
mushrooms to serve on toast, bottles of 
pink champagne, lots of tall white can- 
dles, a drawer full of freshly ironed 
napkins, freshly cut herbs and flowers 
in the summer and some smoked salm- 
on to whip together with cream, onions 
and lemon for a delicious spread before 
serving dinner. 





When there is more time at hand, I 
love to try out something new. This 
may be somewhat risky as I found out 


years ago when I ambitiously decided 
to bake a cheese soufflé for a party, 
something I had never cooked before. 
By the time I brought it to the table it 
looked more like a cheese omelet. | 
laughed it off and served it as if it was 
the fluffiest dish ever baked. With en- 
thusiasm you can survive countless cu- 
linary disasters!

The truth is you don’t have to be a 
great chef to be a great host. I recently 
went to a dinner party where we were 
served almost inedible beef stew with a 
very wilted salad. However the host, a 
great raconteur, told such marvelous 
stories, recited moving poetry and gen- 
erally held everyone’s attention so 
closely that we could have been eating 
caviar and drinking champagne. This 
gentleman brought to the table an ease 
and enthralling charm that was inspir- 
ing. The truth is if the host is relaxed 
and having a wonderful time, the 
guests will be too.

enormous influence throughout the world 
of international fashion.

As editor in chief of Harper's 
Bazaar for 25 years and of Vogue for 10 
years thereafter, Mrs. Vreeland has made an 
indelible mark on the evolution of American 
style. As her first creations in the field of 
interior design are being introduced, House 
Beautiful talked with Mrs. Vreeland about in- 
stinchve guidelines that have shaped her career. 


hey’re classic designs, these pat- 

terned sheets I’ve just done for 

Wamsutta,” says Mrs. Vreeland. 
“Flowers, plaid and lace. I designed the 
patterns and the scale of the patterns 
first because proportion must always 
be absolutely perfect—as in the flow- 
ered sheets, which have large, slightly 
drunken poppies.” 

Although the sheets are Mrs. Vree- 
land’s first home furnishings creations, 
they cannot really be called her first 
venture into interior design, for when 
she became editor of Vogue in 1962 she 
revamped the decorating features in 
the Fashions in Living section. The new 
articles no longer showed the tasteful, 
sometimes static dwellings of the so- 
cially prominent, but the very personal, 
often idiosyncratric, decorating styles 
of a wide range of people, many of 
them prominent in the visual arts. In 
1963 the owners included a set design- 
er, two photographers and a sculptor. 

Mrs.

that friends and visitors often remem- 
ber details of things they’ve seen in 
them from years ago—her fuchsia 
walls in a country house, for example, 
or her welcoming red door or a mantel 
filled with beautiful shells. One friend 
called Mrs. Vreeland’s present apart- 
ment, with its famous red-saturated 
living room, “the most definitive state- 
ment of personal style I ever saw.” 

“T love red,” says Mrs. Vreeland. “I 
love to be surrounded by it. To me red 
is very cleansing, very soothing. I also 
think it is marvelous for all other col- 
ors, and that it’s flattering to people. I'll 
tell you what I think is great about my 


present apartment—the silence and the 
quiet. All the walls are upholstered 
with layers of felt behind cotton 
chintz. The floors are completely car- 
peted too so the rooms are almost 
soundproof. 

“To sit around in a beautiful room is 
one of the most boring things. Space for 
show means nothing,” she continues. 
“What is important is to have a room 
that reflects the things you take com- 
fort in. For me that means change— 
bulletin boards and a small detail like 
the arrangement of a stack of notepads, 
pencils and a pile of letters. I take great 
pleasure in the arrangement of practical 
things.” 

Shifting gears slightly, but not stray- 
ing far from the subject of comfort, 
Mrs. Vreeland elaborates on the impor- 
tance of home. ‘The writing is on the 
wali: We are all of us going to live 
more and more at home. Although the 
places we live in are, for most of us, 
entirely too smali—square cubicles— 
one such cubicle must be cleared out 
for entertaining your friends: a place 
where you can show movies and have 
every kind of machine, a place to have 
a bar or even a piano. The great thing is 
that everything is there, and with room 
for everything. 

“Another thing I consider essential 
for a comfortably functioning house is 
big closets—a room with nothing but 
closets would be divine. You could put 
things away beautifully because you 
don’t always want to have the same 
things out on view.” 

Mrs. Vreeland would like to design 
more clean and attractive patterns such 
as her Prince of Wales plaid for sheets. 
With the trend toward “more” decora- 
tion, she says, it’s a challenge to pull 
back, be sparing like the classic plaids 
and gingham checks she’s lately been

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DECORATING DETAILS 


he decorating world is experi- 

encing an artistic groundswell, 

one that is fresh and invigorat- 

ing for people who love extra- 
special design details. Its a trend that’s 
nostalgic, frankly fancy and unabashedly 
luxurious—a return to such dressmaker 
touches as deep pleating, inventive welt- 
ing and fabulous trimmings such as shirr- 
ing, smocking, ruching, tufting, even but- 
tons and bows. The look, which is 
executed. in a beautiful color portfolio 
beginning on page 83, harks back to the 
Edwardian penchant for elaboration, but 
is carried out with a totally modern ap- 
preciation for fine handwork and atten- 
tion to detail. 

With the return of finishing touches, 
designers are having a field day dreaming 
up beautiful ways to add ornament. 
Among their favorite tricks is to apply 
contrasting fabric borders to furniture 
upholstery and to use matching wallpa- 
per borders for outlining floors, ceilings, 
even whole rooms. Another device is to 
mix fabrics: A background print might 
cover the bulk of a piece while a comple- 
mentary fabric outlines its shape. 
Even lampshades are getting the 
dressed-up treatment, with fabrics 
pleated and shirred or hand-painted 
with trompe loeil fantasy. Curtain 
poles and finials are being gilded, 
prettily painted or covered with 
matching curtain fabric, and the cur- 
tains themselves are being made to 
“break on the floor,” an elegant over 
flow of fabric. Tableau curtains are

ment, the very feminine dressing table is 
back, handsomely decked out and richly 
endowed with yards and yards of fabric 
to become as important a decorating 
piece as it is a functional one. 

To speak the language of finishing 
touches, you'll need to know a new vo- 


cabulary. Following is a selection of the

drapery, upholstery and trimming terms 
that are used most often in the decorat- 
ing profession. 

Pantaloon window treatment is one 
where the fabric is drawn up with hidden 
tapes that allow the folds to billow out 
and puff under—the result looks a bit 
like old-fashioned pantaloons. 

A festoon of fabric is a gathered-up 
swag of material. 

A stone valance is shaped with alter- 
nating swagged fabric and funnel-shaped 
fabric. (The name comes from the 
Greeks, who frequently carved the shape 
on their cornices. ) 

A tableau curtain design is one in 
which the fabric pulls up on either side 
of the window with hidden cords in the 
back, like a theater curtain. (This treat- 
ment is most effective on windows with 
rounded tops. ) 

A pencil heading for curtains is gath- 
ered in rolls about the size of a pencil; 
a cartridge heading is twice the size or 
even larger. (Both are shown: next page.) 
A Syrie Maugham heading is a com- 
bination of both pencil and cartridge 
pleating. 

A butterfly pleat heading for a cur- 
tain (shown: next page) is done with 
five hand stitches to tack the fabric 
together, making it look rather like a 
butterfly’s wing at the top. 

A slinky heading (shown: next 
page) is a clever device in which fab- 
ric is shirred onto a pole and can be 
drawn closed with its hidden interior 
mechanism—that mechanism is like a 


child’s toy called a “slinky.” &

stitching. This handwork assures that cur- 
tains hang in rounded, soft folds, and 
these touches—lining, interlining and 
hand sewing—make the difference be- 
tween skimpy, sharp-edged curtains and 
luxurious, full ones. 

The finishing touch that enlivens all 
drapery and upholstery is generally 
known as trim. Narrow trim is called 
gimp, braid is 1% inches or wider. Then 
there is crepe cording, which looks like 
plaited work, and bullion fringe, which 
looks like spaghetti. According to Ed- 
ward Goodman of the Standard Trim- 
ming Company, there are myriad marvel- 
Ous ways to edge a pillow, outline a chair 
and embellish a curtain. (Standard, a di- 
vision of Scalamandré, is the Parnassus of 
trims and tassels. Making fantastic hand- 
dyed colors and decorative pipings are as 
much an everyday work as is the meticu- 
lous copying of intricate-bullion fringe. 
Since it takes 1,700 ends of yarn and 
careful hand-twining and knotting to pro- 
duce one little tassel, the company is 
indeed dedicated to artful handwork. ) 

In the flurry of decorators’ finishing 
touches, Mr. Goodman has observed 
some astonishing new trends: 

@ Club chairs are left unskirted to show 
off ball feet completely twined with silk 
threads, then netted over with an open 
mesh covering of crepe cording. 

® Rosette and bow tuftings in contrast- 
ing colors decorate chair and sofa arms. 
® Deep bullion fringe is being used in 


lieu of skirts. 


@ Elaborate tassels and braided roseties 
make center tuftings for rolled-arm up- 
holstered furniture. 

@ Wide braiding, sometimes doubled, is 
being used to outline furniture. 

@ Cut moss (a term describing a fringe 
that looks as though it has a crew cut) is

With it I could work my story out on the monitor screen 
of my home computer, rearranging sentences and paragraphs 
to my writer’s heart’s content (the computer could even cor- 
rect my spelling as I go). Then I could leave the computer to 
tell the printer to put it all neatly on paper, while I change 
from my writer’s jeans to a businesslike suit to deliver the 
manuscript to the New York offices of House Beautiful. 

If | were really smart, I’d even have amodem, a device that 
would connect my computer to others via the telephone line. 
With a modem, I could have sent this story straight to New 
York, to be received and printed out in the magazine’s very 
offices. It could be on the editor’s desk before I’d even 
changed clothes! 

Does that all sound like futurism? An Orwellian threat? Or 
does it begin to unravel the truth about today’s home com- 
puters? That they can seriously uncomplicate your life in a 
whole slew of ways 

Just ask your children. Chances 
fortable with comput 


are. they are already com- 
because schools have been quick to 


understand their importance. Today, two thirds of the coun- 
try’s high schools and about one third of the elementary 
schools are using computers in ‘heir classrooms. By the time 
those elementary kids are in col!ege , home computers will be 
standard equipment, along ith lab books and calculators (a 


umber of colleges are alre requiring freshmen to bring 


their own computer hardware). 

Since the turn of this century, it seems that every genera! 
tion has had its new technology to adjust to. Today’s young 
people are as wnintimidated by computers as we were by the 
coming of television... or earlier generations by radios and 
the telephone, even though their elders may have objected. 
(Part of my family lore is my grandfather’s reluctance to 
allow a telephone in the house: “If someone wants to speak 
with me, let him come to the door like a gentleman!”’) | 

Well, computers have come to the door, and we’re taking. 
them in by the millions already, eight million by the end of. 
this year. By the end of 1985, that number will have almost 
tripled, to 23 million, or every fourth home in the country. 
And according to Future Computing, a Texas-based market 
research company, by 1989 one out of two homes will be 
using a computer. 

Mine is already one of them. And while I don’t yet own a 
printer or the software that would let me write on my com- 
puter, my Commodore 64 has become as essential as my 
dishwasher and microwave oven. One big plus: My children 
have fun with it, which means they haven't noticed that it’s” 
actually reaching them things. | 

Listen to Elizabeth Deal of Malvern, Pa., describing the 
benefits a computer offers her 12-year-old son: “It does things. 
for your thinking, your problem-solving abilities. At the same | 
time Peter’s using the computer to write school theme papers, 
he’s learning logic. Computers are nonpermissive; they sim- 
ply won’t accept fuzzy thinking. Peter has to tell it what to do, 
step by logical step.” 

Elizabeth went out and bought the family’s first computer | 
herself. “Peter was in the first grade then, and I had time to_ 
pick up some small data-processing jobs to do at home.” (Her | 
pre-Peter job had been in medical research, involving the 
giant “main frame” computers of the °60s, the kind that lived | 
in air-conditioned rooms. 

Elizabeth says she was “staggered by what these new tiny — 
computers could do!” Comparison-shopping the market for 
the best computer for her family (she also ended up with a 
Commodore 64), Elizabeth made herself into such an expert — 
she now writes articles — using word-processing — for com- 
puter magazines.

JOINING THE REVOLUTION 

What’s happened to the Deals’ household—and to mine—is 
what’s happening to those eight million computing families 
all across America. They’ve opened the door just a crack on 
the new technology and found there’s a party going on. Al- 
ready a vast network of “user groups” exists, clubs formed 
by home computer owners who rally each month to exchange 
information and ideas. Members range from pre-teens to pro- 
fessionals like Elizabeth Deal who are using their computers 
at home for both fun and profit. 

What will a home computer do for you and your family? 
First and foremost it will make you part of the revolution of 
the 20th century. Whether you realized it or not, computers 
have already made a great difference in everyday life. Your 
kitchen is rife with them: Most of today’s appliances rely on | 
microprocessors for their operation. Chances are, there’s an 
on-board computer in your car, helping you drive more com- | 
fortably and efficiently. There’s no question that computers 


are having vast impact on the job marketplace. Predicts the 
editor of a national computing magazine: “In the near future, 
computing literacy will be as necessary a requirement for 
many jobs as a college degree is now.” The difference, he 
says, is that “computer experience is available virtually at 
your corner store.” 

Before exploring how to shop that “‘corner store” for a 
computer, let’s look at some close-to-home reasons why you 
might want one under your roof. You already know that a 
computer can mean fun and games for the entire family, with 
an added plus. Games-playing on the computer is both active 
and interactive, unlike the passive pastime of watching tele- 
vision. It’s the electronic equivalent of yesterday’s card table 
and jigsaw puzzle, bringing family members together again. 

Don’t think computer games are all violent these days. 
Sure, you can still wage war with space monsters, but the 
games are growing up; many of them have become teaching 
tools that make learning fun. A couple of examples: “Mensa 
Master” is a computerized version of the high-IQ card game 
favored by members of the intellectually gifted Mensa group. 
Another program teaches government and economics. You 
become the ruler of a 15th-century Italian city-state, respon- 
sible for grain harvest, public works, the justice system. Be a 
wise ruler and your realm prospers; be incompetent or despo- 
tic and your town goes down the video tube. Still other 

“games” simulate courtroom situations ... let you manage a 
manufacturing company ... teach flying or ship navigation. 
And it’s all such fun, the learning comes as a bonus. 

While they’re enriching family fun, computers can also 
simplify family life. Don’t worry about having to learn how 
to program one yourself; you can simply go out and buy 
readymade programs that take over many tedious household 
chores and free up time for more pleasant activities. For in- 
stance, there are programs that will let you: 


© Learn to type (first step anyway toward computer literacy). 

© Keep arunning tally of your tax records. Come early April, 
you merely punch up the figures for your tax return. 

® Monitor your household budget. Your computer will know 
where all your money’s going. 

e Plan investments more wisely. There are programs that let 
you play “what-if” financial games, calculating future in- 
vestment values, rates of return and such. Other programs 
will track the investments you make in stocks, bonds and 
funds. 

© Calculate and optimize your mortgage payments, so you 
will know where you stand on outstanding principal and 
interest, mortgage equity and more, at any given time. 

® Inventory your household possessions and items of value — 
great for insurance purposes and for the police, in case of 
theft, since you can record details about everything you 
own, down to the color and serial number. You can even use 
this program to keep track of what you lend to whom, such 
as tools and books. 

Plan menus, store recipes and compute nutrition. Suppose 

you want to lose or gain weight, or make sure the vegetarian 

in your family gets enough protein. The computer can keep 
track. It can also adjust recipes to feed varying numbers or 
guests (without automatically tripling the salt!). And if you 
feed it a list of your family’s favorite dinners, the computer 


can come back with a meal plan for 25 days, plus a shop- 

ping list. No more wondering “What shall we eat tonight?” 

Keep your address book up to date, and remind you in time 

to send birthday cards. Add a printer to your computer and 

it will type out address labels, making short work of, say, 

a PTA mailing or a Christmas card list. 

© Compose music on your computer keyboard, even if you 

can’t play the first note on a conventional instrument. New 

add-on piano keyboards provide the versatility of a full 
orchestra at your fingertips. 

Tap into vast libraries of information, any time of day or 

night, using a modem to connect you to what’s called 

a “data base.” In effect, you rent time to access the base’s 

data-filled computer files. 

e “Chat” with your computer company and with other home 
computer owners across the country. Corresponding with 
“key pals” is taking up where the CB radio left off. 

® Learn to communicate with your computer through new 
computer languages — like “Logo;’ now commonly taught 
in schools. 

© Study things, from beginning math to calculus and trig. In 
between, there are programs to teach Roman numerals... 
the Laws of Newton...the basic principles of atomic struc- 
ture. Or you might want to study a language: French, Ger- 
man, Spanish or even English. The computer can also teach 
you how to write Haiku, and how to improve your own 
grammar and punctuation. Want to learn more about geog- 
raphy? Or oceanography, agriculture or yourself? There’s a 
computerized personality test that should provide new per- p>

In all, computers can be called about the 
best self-help program around today! 

Mind you, this is only a sampling of what you can do witha 
home computer. More uses are coming on-line, as they say, 
every day. But just because the computer bandwagon is mov- 
ing at a terrific pace, you needn’t hesitate to jump on. You can 
catch up, and at all deliberate speed. The key word here is 
deliberate: Do take plenty of time to select the home com- 
puter system that best suits your family’s needs. 


SHOPPING FOR A HOME COMPUTER 
We asked the experts at Commodore how they’d advise 

you to go about it—a logical source since Commodores ac- 

count for more than 40 percent of the under-$1,000 computers 
in use today. Here’s what they recommend: 

1. Decide what you want the computer to do for you. Since 
it’s the software we made programs) that make a com- 
puter do anyt5ing at all, look at what’s available — and 
what’s coming up—in computer programming. 

2. Decide what y: ed right away and what you can add 
later on. In tern memory, you won’t need more than, 
say, 64K (K = k s; see Computerspeak, opposite 
page).

It’s good to know that your dealer has a service 
department, for example. And ask if he offers classes ta 
help you get going, either free or for a small fee. Other 
places to turn for beginning computing include your local 
adult school or community college. And, of course, there 
are computer summer camps. 
Spend only as much as you have to. You can puy a a 
limousine of a computer costing more than $1,000 that 
may exceed your needs or start with a truly mini-micro: 
computer you’ll soon outgrow. A happy medium might be 
a good home computer with 64K memory; it’ll cost be: 
tween $100 and $500. The cheapest memory device to 
store your work is the dataset, which costs $50 to $100. A 
disk drive, which works faster and stores more input, runs 
from $250 to $500. A printer costs from $200 to $1,000, 
depending on the speed and quality of print you desire.

LIVING WITH A HOME COMPUTER 
Once you’ve made up your mind to own a home computer, 
there’s one last question to be settled: where to put it. Today’s, 
home computers aren’t fussy. You can set one up almost any- 
where, in any room, including the kitchen. However, there. 
are ground rules to help you enjoy your computer in comfort. 
® Give it a place of its own. A separate desk is ideal, so you'll 
have ample elbow room for the keyboard, monitor, disk’ 
drive or cassette, printer, and telephone, perhaps. You'll: 
also need some surface space for your user guide and a con- 
venient place to store programs on disk or cassette. Investi- 
gate the computer furniture that’s designed to meet all 
these needs compactly. There is more and more coming into. 
the market tailored to handle computers and computer 
accessories. 
© Provide yourself with a comfortable desk chair, one that 
swivels and adjusts, so others—including the children—can | 
use it comfortably, too. Good lighting is important; con- 
sider a gooseneck or architect’s lamp. 
® Accessorize attractively, as you would any working desk. 
That is, don’t over-clutter your business areas. Just avoid 
live plants, cut flowers, fish bowls and other water-borne 
accessories. For all its space-age technology, your home 
computer still runs on electricity. 


WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN? 

The point is, 1984 is practically here. In Orwellian terms, 
1984 was to be a threat to us all. In reality, it should be excit-. 
ing, full of promise. It’s the year when more of us are going to 
discover—and harness—the potential of the home computer. 
We're going to enslave it, not vice versa. And the sooner you 
get over your fear of computing, the sooner you and your 
family are going to start enjoying the benefits of the new 
technology, which includes more free time for family matters 

..more efficient record-keeping... more fun and games and 
educational opportunities on the home front...a whole new 
dimension of living. For everyone, not just the whiz kids in- 
the group.

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WHOSE HOUSE IS 
IT ANYWAY ? 


Today, as never before, it should be possible for 
a family and an architect to collaborate as equal partners

Years ago, when today’s celebrity ar- 
chitects were still young and hungry, 
one of the brightest of them—let’s call 
him Henry—invited me to see a house 
he’d recently designed for a young 
family. By prearrangement we met at 
the property. He pressed the entrance 
buzzer, and an attractive woman 
opened the door. I sensed she had not 
been forewarned of our visit. 

“Oh, Henry!” she cried. “You're go- 
ing to kill me!” 

“Now what did you do?” he asked. 
Missing from this response, I felt, was 
that aura of politesse usually practiced 
by cultivated human beings in such so- 
cial exchanges. 

The woman led us wordlessly to her 
living room. Here,.beyond question, 
was elegant architecture, all white- 
walled and Miesian. Employing body 
English alone, our hostess directed our 
eyes to an oil painting on the wall. It 
was an abstract work whose muted 
colors seemed calculated to cause no 
offense to any fair-minded viewer. 

“Ts it OK, Henry? I love it,” she said. 

Henry’s dour expression told the 
woman she’d have to get rid of it, pref- 
erably before sundown. I have no 
doubt that is exactly what she did. 


A house of one’s own 

How, one may wonder, could a client 
be so intimidated by her architect? At 
that time, quite easily. Granted, this 
was a case of absolute subservience— 
but it was not a rare one. Sprinkled 
across the country are thousands of 
houses designed for clients who were 
held similarly in thrall by their archi- 
tects. Like Henry’s timid client, they 
paid a king’s ransom for a living envi- 
ronment unlike anyone else’s—one as- 


suredly they could call their own. Or 
could they? 

Many of these houses were beautiful 
indeed. But if most of them looked and 
lived more than a little alike, the expla- 
nation is not hard to discover: They 
were designed by architects trained to 
pursue a specific vision. Moving 
obliquely off the grand concourse of 
architectural history, they were per- 
suaded by their visionary mentors— 
those pioneers of modern design—that 
form follows function, less is more and 
a house is a machine for living. 

A friend of mine, when ready to 
build a house for his family, asked me 
to suggest an appropriate designer. I 
did so with the trepidation one feels 
when recommending a seafood restau- 
rant in Kansas. 

But everything went well. The house 
was designed and built; it was warm, 
rock-ribbed and spectacular. And 
should anyone happen to wonder 
whose house it really was, the architect 
had his initials carved in a facing stone 
of the fireplace. 

Several years later this grand home 
caught fire and burned to the ground. 
The only thing that remained standing 
was the fireplace bearing the architect’s 
trademark. 

Whose house was this, anyway? 

In the best of circumstances a house 
is a gladly shared possession. The fam- 
ily that builds it, having taken substan- 
tial financial and psychic risks, is re- 
warded with a life-enriching place to 
live. And the architect derives satisfac- 
tion from having designed an enduring 
monument. 

When the balance is tipped, howev- 
er, the outcome may be dispiriting—as 
the evidence of a generation sometimes 
suggests. The imperious architect who 


dominates the cowed client is no love- 
lier a spectacle than the overbearing 
client who demands banality at all 
costs from an accomplished designer. 

But the question of whose house it is 
has begun to sound blessedly dated. 
Today, as never before, it seems possi- 
ble for a family that knows itself and 
an architect of open mind to collabo- 
rate as equal partners in the creation of 
a mutually gratifying design. Such a 
prospect has materialized in a great 
rush, not due to post-modernism or 
any other stylistic ripple, but thanks to 
the liberating force of the preservation 
movement. 


“Adaptive reuse” 

A more perfect case of poetic justice 
can scarcely be imagined. Until recent- 
ly most architects—and most other 
Americans as well—considered saving 
old buildings an elitist’s self-indul- 
gence: worthy enough but hardly suit- 
able for ambitious designers. Then, as 
home construction slackened and new 
projects were shelved, architects na- 
tionwide began to embrace preserva- 
tionist commissions of every scale and 
scope. A new term, “adaptive reuse,” 
was coined to describe the myriad 
building conversions occurring every- 
where: old schools into seniors’ hous- 
ing, warehouses into artists’ studios, 
depots into restaurants, chicken coops 
into vacation homes, churches into 
condos, grain elevators into vacation 
homes. 

It is my theory, drawn from studying 
a restoration movement so widespread 
as to be almost stupefying, that we in 
America have turned a corner. I believe 
that the universality of the preserva- 
tion movement’s appeal has already

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conditioned us as a people to insist on 
an architecture that is far less ‘full of 
itself,” far less enamored of its own 
rationale and far more conciliatory to- 
ward a world it has systematically 
elected to discount. 

Thanks in great measure to the sal- 
vaging of old buildings to create new 
and better ones, all of us—architects 
included—are now emboldened to 
break out of our old psychological box- 
es. We are discovering that a wall need 
not be either glass or white; it may be 
exposed brick, tiled, carpeted, wallpa- 
pered or a dozen other things. A ceiling 
need not be 8 feet high just because 
that is the standard dimension of a 
sheet of gypsum board. It may be as 
tall as you wish, given your budget, 
your predilections and your architect's 
resourcefulness. 


The return of details 

As to the quiet conspiracy against 
ornament, it too has largely collapsed— 
and for the best of reasons. Through 
the restoration explosion people have 
discovered that something is often better 
than nothing. A carved oak mantel, 
however ordinary, is almost always 
more distinctive than anything afford- 
able that might presume to replace it. 
Such is also the case with moldings, 
cornices, bay windows, leaded-pane 
cabinets and a host of similar details 
that, until recently, were disdained by 
the modern movement. 

I am not suggesting that the rise of 
restoration has launched a headlong re- 
treat into a dead and dreary past. But I 
am impressed that all of us—tradition- 
alists, modernists, designers and lay 
people alike—have unconsciously in- 
terpreted the restoration phenomenon 
as a break with the immediate past, a 
signal that the modern movement is 
winding down as the predominant in- 
fluence in our lives, and that whatever 
is emerging may give us a chance once 
again to enjoy a personal involvement 
in the design of our homes. 

I recently tested my wholly unscien- 
tific theory with an equally unscientific 
one-person survey. Hearing of a Sun- 
day open house in a neighborhood of

This Christmas, the Kinder- 
fest is on December 3. It is al- 
ways the Saturday nearest 
Saint Nicholas Day, December

Northern European countries 
receive sweets and small gifts. 
Any child in Fredericksburg can 
come to the Pioneer Museum to 
help decorate a Christmas tree 
with popcorn and old-fash- 
ioned ornaments and nibble de- 
licious German cookies after 
the caroling and storytelling. 
On December 10 visitors can 
enjoy traditional singing and 
dancing at the Kristkindl Mar- 
ket. There is also a candlelight 
tour of homes on the same day. 
All through the Christmas sea- 
son shops are decorated and 
many people are costumed in 
old country and old-time ways. 
Houses are also open on Easter 
Eve, the Saturday of the annual 
Easter Fires Pageant that com- 
memorates the pioneers’ peace 
treaty with the Comanche Indi- 
ans in 1847. Another time to see 
houses is on the Saturday near- 
est May 8—Founders’ Day. 

Fredericksburg’s hospitality always 
includes visits to its Sunday Houses— 
tiny cottage town houses. These were 
built by early settlers and by ranch- 
family descendants for weekends spent 
in town for shopping, dancing and 
churchgoing. Distances are such that it 
was much simpler to stay in Freder- 
icksburg overnight than to make the 
long treks in a single day.

glimpse into the past. Most of the fur- 
niture is small-scale, except for the ar- 
moires they call Schranks (essential in a 
closetless house). Many of these are 
designed to be taken apart for easy 
moving. Materials are native wood, 
and knobs and escutcheons are some- 
times made of polished bone. Chairs 
are usually mule-eared ladder-backs 
with rush or hide seats, easily moved 
from wagon to house to porch or shady 
arbor. Graceful daybeds or heavy bed- 
steads with crossed ropes under the 
mattress double as sofas. A table may 
be Shaker-like in design but have a 
Biedermeier tapered leg, or it could be 
an immigrant’s 1850s wooden sea 
trunk. Because there was no space to 
lose and because winters are not cruel, 
stairways are positioned outdoors and 
lead to pallets or simple beds in the 
attic space. Lean-to kitchens sometimes 
have fireplaces for warmth or cooking 
though often the families simply 
brought weekend food in crocks or 
baskets. Unlike Pennsylvania German 
or still other German settlements in 
Texas, bright colors and stenciling are 
almost unknown here. In the best of 
these houses necessity begat frugality 
and frugality begat the virtue of sim- 
plicity. The Pioneer Museum is open 
during weekends in winter, everyday 
in summer. With map in hand you 
can’t get lost or miss anything. 


“All Welcome” 

Since 1933 when the town was incor- 
porated, the streets crossing Main have 
had New World names. Look for the 
initials. From the county courthouse 
eastward they spell “All Welcome”: 
Adams,. Llano, Lincoln, Washington, 
Elk, Lee, Columbus, Olive, Mesquite, 
Eagle; westward they spell ‘““Come 
Back”: Crockett, Orange, Milam, Edi- 
son, Bowie, Acorn, Cherry, Kay. Two 
streams embrace the Historic District, 
and Main runs down the middle. 

Of Germans in Texas who “sought a 
hopeful future in the New World,” 
landscape architect Frederick Law Olm- 
sted wrote this very apt description 
in his A Journey Through Texas (a book 
detailing an 1855 trip taken when he 
was still a young reporter and not yet 











the famed co-designer of New York’s 
Central Park): “Some of them are still 
able to sustain their intellectual life and 
retain their refined taste, and ... to be 
seemingly contented and happy, while 
under the necessity of supporting life 
in the most frugal manner by hard 
manual labor. There is ... something 
extremely striking in the temporary in- 
congruities and bizarre contrasts of the 
backwoods life of these settlers. You 
are welcomed by ... Madonnas upon 
log walls; coffee in tin cups upon Dres- 
den saucers ... a bookcase half-filled 
with classics, half with sweet potatoes.” 


German influence 

In Fredericksburg today the early log 
cabins with Fachwerk (a medieval-style 
combination of hewn timbers, rocks 
and mortar) and old limestone build- 
ings have been prized and preserved. 
So have the pioneers’ tin, porcelain, 
handmade furniture and traditions of 
good times, good books, good music 
and design. Books in German as well as 
English and Spanish fill the Pioneer 
Memorial Library. Singers compete in a 
statewide annual Sangerfest. The 
woodwork, metalwork, stitchery and 
pottery of today’s Gillespie County ar- 
tisans lure visitors to such shops as The 
Source, The Peach Tree, The Tulip & 
The Bird and The Company Store. 

Though the influence is pervasive 
not everything here is German. The 
“incongruities and bizarre contrasts” 
that Olmsted observed in Texas settle- 
ments encompass more cultures than 
those of Germany and the “back- 
woods.” In Anglo-Western style some 
of Fredericksburg’s houses have fancy 
Victorian gingerbread and many of 
Main Street’s buildings sport tin over- 
hangs that shade sidewalks at high 
noon. A one-time saloon, The White 
Elephant, has a droll pachyderm carved 
above its doorway. Next to the dark- 
paneled restaurant, The Gallery, is an 
informal one called The Domino Par- 
lor. Most of Fredericksburg’s many res- 
taurants, including Altdorf and Immi- 
grants’ Landing, offer Tex-Mex or 
southern food as well as German. 
Friedhelm’s Bavarian Inn is strictly 
German, Jere’s Tea Room is light and 
leafy, and Pardi’s is great for steaks.

On this town’s Main Street, even the 
Far East has a corner of its own. Steam- 
boat Hotel, now part of the Admiral 
Nimitz State Historical Park, houses 
World War II memorabilia from the 
Pacific. There will be a special celebra- 
tion here November 11. Fleet Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz of landlocked Fre- 
dericksburg was the chief commander 
of Allied forces in the Pacific. His 
grandfather owned the hotel and 
topped it in the 1880s with a pilot- 
house, deck and crow’s nest. Nimitz 
Center is now backed by a serene Japa- 
nese Garden of Peace, a gift from Japa- 
nese citizens for this country’s bicen- 
tennial celebration. 


Inns and outs 

While no inn today captures the 
town’s eclectic 19th-century charm, 
clean, unpretentious motels with pools 
such as The Sunday House and Dietzel 
are very pleasant. The camping sites at 
Lady Bird Johnson Municipal Park can 
house hundreds of visitors. This park 
honoring the former First Lady, a Fre- 
dericksburg neighbor and founder of 
the National Wildflower Research 
Center in Austin, is near the Gillespie 
County airport and fairgrounds and is a 
refreshing public place to swim, play 
tennis or golf or have a picnic. For bed 
and breakfast lodging, perhaps at a 
farm or ranch, write The Gasthaus So- 
ciety, 330 West Main St., Fredericks- 
burg, TX 78624. 

Visitors to Fredericksburg will also 
want to explore the nearby Lyndon B. 
Johnson parks operated by the Nation- 
al Park Service. One in Stonewall, 
about 18 miles away on Rte. 290 East 
toward Austin, offers free films and a 
bus tour of the LBJ Ranch and family

Then, for a decade or so, the pendu- 
lum swung the other way, and it began 
to seem that women had abandoned 
hearth and kitchen altogether—restau- 
rant entertaining was no longer declas- 
sé and convenience foods were blos- 
soming on every shelf. 

But home entertaining never really 
died. It had merely slipped off for a 
reducing cure and has recently been 
making its comeback in a new and 
leaner form. 

“Hospitality really means making an 
effort you wouldn’t make for yourself. 
When you have guests you treat them 
as you would like to be treated, plus.” 
says designer Lee Bailey, author of 
Country Weekends (Clarkson N. Potter, 
Inc., 1983)

That attitude should be 
carried over into entertaining at home. 
When you make too much effort, you 
drive yourself crazy—and everyone 
knows it!” 

Participating in this new, lean hospi- 
tality means discovering how to enter- 
tain royally but not richly; it means 
serving food that promotes fitness, not 
fat. In other words, one must abandon 
the idea that the party is a success only 
when guests leave the table groaning. 

As director of Green Mountain at 
Fox Run, an educational community 
for weight and health management in 
Ludlow, Vt., Thelma J. Wayler, a regis- 
tered dietician, is an expert on redefin- 
ing, attitudes toward eating and enter- 
taining: ““We’re known for the Green 
Mountain option approach; it’s a life- 
style repatterning which practices posi- 
tive eating. We believe in smart eating 


rather than dieting.” 


I asked Ms. Wayler for some sugges- 
tions on how best to incorporate the 
lean approach into entertaining. ‘To 
begin with,” she says, “it’s important 
to provide an environment where 
guests can sit down. A lot of maladap- 
tive eating is done standing up. If you 
are standing and food is available, you 
will eat automatically—everything that 
goes in will be unmonitored. 

“Emphasize presentation and gar- 
nishing rather than food per se. We 
pull back calories and focus on eye ap- 
peal. Everything we do is from the 
neck up. I’ve never thought eating 
problems begin at the belly level. 

“Sometimes when entertaining, a 
physical activity can become a part of 
the setting: games, a walk, swimming, 
tennis. I think as much imagination can 
go into activities as into a menu. 

“It’s important to provide your 
guests with choices. Most people are 
not on a diet (at Green Mountain we

never use that word—it produces one 
failure after another). If you have past- 
ries, then provide fruits. If you have 
cheese, have a variety, including low- 
fat. No force-feeding. 

“The individual should be allowed 
to serve himself. Never say, ‘Oh, but I 
made this specially for you.’ Part of our 
philosophy is that if you want some- 
thing, it’s okay to have it. We try to get 
away from the all-or-nothing attitude. 
One brownie never made anyone fat. 
The problem is that most people pun- 
ish themselves for having one brownie 
by eating three more.” 

Lee Bailey has a method that will 
help spare your guests the pain of re- 
jecting your favorite chocolate cake. 
“While I’m clearing up the table, I'll 
ask someone else to serve the dessert. 
It’s a lot easier to say ‘no’ to someone 
other than the host. By the time I get 
back, it’s pretty much done and no one 
notices who took what. 

“Tt never bothers me when someone 
doesn’t take dessert, but I always serve 
one. In fact, I think dessert is the one 
item you can go overboard on because 
it’s so easily turned down—everyone 
understands. But having it there is a 
way of expressing a desire to please. 
People feel cheated if no dessert is of- 
fered. Some will eat it, others only 
want a taste. Still, it’s important to 
have it. 

“However, I never serve hors 
d’oeuvres. Partly because I’m lazy, but 
also because I’m such a pig that when I 
see something, I eat it all. I might put 
out a few nuts, but nothing more. Hors 
d'oeuvres blunt the appetite.” 

For those who do require a little nib- 
ble with their cocktails, Carol Cutler, 
author of Cusine Rapide: 230 Delectable 
Recipes for Cooks in a Hurry (Clarkson N. 
Potter, Inc., 1983) can suggest some ap- 
petizingly lean items. 

“As a working woman, I didn’t have 
all day to spend home on the range. 
My husband and I had lived in France 
for 12 years and by the time we re- 
turned I had acquired a certain stan- 
dard for food. In 1974, when I looked 
around at the cookbooks purported to 
give fast food recipes, I found them

sadly lacking. So I began to devise 
ways to do classic food in a quick way. 
The result was Cuisine Rapide. 

“Although I don’t believe in spend- 
ing a lot of time or energy on cocktail 
snacks, I’ll sometimes make one special 
thing. I also usually have a dish of 
carrot or celery sticks (sans dip) for 
anyone on a diet. If I can get it, Ill use 
fennel also—it’s more interesting. 

“Sometimes I steam frozen Japanese 
fish loaves—they come on a pretty 
wooden board and are very easy to 
prepare and serve, are low in calories 
and not too heavily spiced to destroy 
the palate for dinner. I also like to serve 
oysters marinated in white wine, ver- 
mouth, lemon juice and oil, brought to 
a boil, then chilled for several hours in 
the refrigerator and served with but- 
tered whole wheat bread (the complete 
recipe is in the book). 

“In general,’’ says Ms. Cutler, “my 
cooking tends to be light—it’s the way 
I eat. At a dinner party I have three 
courses, sometimes four. If I serve a 
cold main course, the first will be hot. 
For my new book, Pate: The New Main 
Course for the ‘80s (Rawson, 1983), I de- 
veloped appetizers using deep-fried 
rice noodles as a bed for mushrooms or 
other vegetables. It looks like a lot but 
isn’t and can be done ahead. 

“After the appetizer, I will serve a 
main dish with a garnish—perhaps a 
hot pate with cooked, sliced radishes. 
After the paté I might have steamed 
zucchini with pesto sauce. I enjoy pre- 
paring vegetable dishes and think they 
should be highlighted rather than serv- 
ing everything all at once. Finally, after 
the hot vegetable course, I'll have ei- 
ther a hot or cold dessert—rarely pie or 
cake. My desserts tend to be fruit or 
mousse after a full meal.” 

The more I discover about the new 
hospitality, the more I believe it mixes 
the best of both worlds: the pleasure of 
light, wholesome and delicious food 
served in surroundings that delight the 
eye, combined with an easy, relaxed 
presentation that is both personal and 
unpretentious. And from a strictly self- 
ish point of view, it’s terrific that the 
hostess now has the freedom to enjoy 
her own party.

Three fabrics are each overlaid a quarter-inch apart; two plain 
colored chintzes pick up the colors of the top print, Ebury 
by Colefax & Fowler. For a closer look, the ruffle is repeated 
on the pillow on the slipper chair (foreground). 


A skillful control of color animates the mix. Note how Mr. Browne 
has hung pictures over patterned wallcovering. The block of six bird

prints contrasts with the walls and the hand-painted armoire. 
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the shirring, used proportionately in five places. Note the 
shirred, fitted valance over the windows, the canopy of the 
dog’s basket, the ‘“‘box’’ portion of each cushion, the sides of 
the armless chairs and the scrolled arms of the love seat.

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MATCHING FABRIC VALANCES 


Take a close look. Can you tell at a glance the difference 
between the paper and the fabric that decorate this sunny 
sitting room? The clever confusion is achieved by putting 
crisp white cotton rosettes that “‘catch’’ the curtains’ valances 
on the cornice molding instead of on the windows’ true 
frames. The paper borders right next to the fabric seem to 
“melt”? into each other. Taking the border theme a step 
further, the design firm of Zajac & Callahan made an attrac- 
tive little “‘slip-on’’ fabric jacket for the tufted armchair. Fresh 
white ruching outlines the full curtains and brings the eye 
down to the small swinging panels that open onto a balcony. 
In the center of the room a floor-length table skirt is shirred at 
table’s edge to assure a snug fit while the fabric falls graceful- 
ly over the sides into another border in a tassel pattern.» 


Edward Zajac designed all the fabrics and wallcoverings used in the 
room. The figured solid yellow upholstery and curtain fabric ts cotton 
as 15 the table skirt.

Curving yet another wall, Mr. Chapman never let the view out of his 
sight: ‘| wanted to lie in bed and see the Hudson River.’’ Thus the 
simply appointed master bedroom focuses on a wall of glass whose 
panorama includes a mountainous landscape and an awe-inspiring 
river that can also be admired from a circular shower in the adjoining 
bathroom. Consistent with the dining room, the bedroom has its 
storage built in, its floors softened with carpeting Mr. Chapman says 
looks like ‘‘sun flecks through the trees.’’ That imagery has a nostalgic 
ring to it, for he associates his reverence for the outdoors with youthful 
summertimes spent working in the High Sierras. Other affectionate 
memories are evoked in an oil painting of his grandfather, a timeworn 
chair and earthenware vessels designed and given to him by his close 
friend Russel Wright, the late industrial designer. 

The house’s cantilevered kitchen has a view that would make all but 
the most disciplined chef forget to check the oven. For that requires 
turning your back on a mouthwatering scene! However, Mr. Chapman 
has accounted for that, too. An L-shaped unit housing cabinets, sink and 
cooktop is centered between three walls of glass, a setting that creates 
the sensation of floating in air. 

Up here the air seems at once rarefied and all-embracing. Lest you 
forget that the man of the house is a naturalist, one enormous grapevine 
wreath hangs in the kitchen, a handmade memento of the pruning done 
when Mr. Chapman first tamed the hillside.

ver since a big-screen TV has become 
part of our family, it seems we always 
have a house full of friends,” says the 
owner of this New York apartment. “It’s 
so tempting to invite everyone to drop 
by and see a ballet on cable, Monday 
night football or a movie we've rented 
for the weekend.” And with the range of 
top-notch movies being released—from 
Classics like Casablanca to newer films 
like Flashdance and The Year of Living 
Dangerously—“we get spoiled,” says the 
owner. “It’s so pleasant to curl up with a 
glass of wine and see a good film with- 
Out ever having to fight a ticket-holders 
line or peer around the tall person in the 
next row.” 

Welcoming a big-screen TV into afam- 
ily’s life may be a delightful matter, but 
incorporating it into a room’s decorating 
scheme is sometimes difficult. A designer 
must create a room that’s appealing 
whether the TV is on or off, a problem 
which Bruce Bierman solved here by set- 
ting the big screen in an elegant storage 
unit that provides visual drama even 
when movie stars are off-screen. He also 
created an oasis of comfortably pillowed 
seating that encourages family gather- 
ing, sewing, reading and other such al- 
ternatives to viewing. 

Further, he used the TV components 
to do some of his decorating work—for 
example, the projector is housed in an 
acrylic-lacquered cube that serves as a 
sturdy coffee table; the screen, in its free- 
standing storage unit, becomes a striking 
divider that separates the living room 
from the desk-work area by the win- 
dows. The sense of the TV unit as a 
freestanding wall is highlighted by a lone 
white column, which is actually an 
uplight, providing subtle illumination 
while TV programs are being viewed.

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ith a sound “matched only by the best 
seats at the opera,” this mirror-lined of- 
fice is the owners’ dream retreat, accord- 
ing to designer Mark Polo of Antine Polo 
Ltd. Opera buffs with four children, the 
owners wanted a room of their own to 
be shared with the very best video and 
audio equipment, the extent of which 
can be glimpsed by the sound control 
panel (above), positioned beside the 
black granite desk. At times, however, 
that panel is the only clue to the room’s 
electronic life. The Mitsubishi big-screen 
TV can be concealed behind mirrored 
doors; its projector, lacquered gray and 
topped with a Stainless steel square, is 
permanently disguised as a coffee table; 
even the stereo’s 2-by-7-foot speakers 
are cleverly concealed in part stainless 
steel columns—one is to the right of 
the big-screen TV (left). \W/ith so much 
sparkle, it’s easy to miss the touch that 
makes this room the perfect winter hide- 
away—a fireplace, sheathed in gleaming 
stainless, at the far end of the room.&

BEECHWOOD 


Beechwood is a telling example of the evolution of hous- 
ing in this country. The first structure to be built on the 
property, about 1790, was a simple colonial farmhouse. 
When Frank Vanderlip, a millionaire banker, bought the 
property in 1890, he hired William Welles Bosworth to 
expand the house. Bosworth incorporated columns 
brought from the Merchant's Exchange on Wall Street into 
the imposing entrance. He added the lattice-trimmed sun- 
room (above and right) and an oak-paneled dining room 
with a carved ceiling showing seals from all the universi- 
ties that had given Vanderlip honorary degrees. Another 
addition designed by Bosworth was built at the northern 
end just after 1900. Its magnificent library, large enough to 
serve as a ballroom, became the pride of the house. 
Though Vanderlip’s widow continued to live in the 
house from his death in 1937 until 1966, the real life of the 
house had passed out of it long before. Recently the 
property was purchased by Beechwood Associates, a 
design, development and real estate partnership that had 
completed converting another mansion, Whitefield (see 
following pages). Their plan included restoring the 
grounds and gardens, converting the mansion into three

WHITEFIELD 


Whitefield, originally named The Orchard, is the last sur- 
viving example of the Long Island estates designed by 
McKim, Mead & White of New York and published in their 
1915 collection of what they considered their best work. 
James Breese, a Wall Street broker and sportsman, 
asked his friend Stanford White to design a summer house 
in Southampton. Then, aS now, Southampton was a pre- 
mier Long !sland summer community whose mansions, 
parties and opulence were second only to Newport, R.| 

lf any architectural firm personified the spirit of the time, 
t was McKim, Mead & White. Their beaux arts classicism 
combined with an all-American exuberance created build- 
ings and houses that continue to be emblematic of the 
age. The British critic C.|. Reilly called their work ‘“‘the 
finest aspirations of a great people at a great epoch.”’ 

The Orchard, built between 1898 and 1906, is a fine

slowly, over the 
course of a quarter centu- 
ry. The house itself was in 
no hurry. What’s 25 years 
to a structure that is al- 
ready 190 years old? But 
this particular house had 
some things to teach, 
some things to say, and 
during my first 25 years, 
most of them spent here, | 
have absorbed its lessons. 

The house, located in 
Weston, Conn., was_ built 
sometime around 1790. A 
fire in the 1920s destroyed 
many records in the Town 
Hall; a few divorces and 
deed changes made those 
remaining even more con- 
fusing. But old maps show 
what a recent researcher 
believes was our house; 
it’s in the right place, and 
the map also shows a 
small barn nearby. The 
original foundation remains 
in the backyard today. 

The original core of the house is 
small, barely 16 by 20 feet. It was 
called a keeping house, as this was the 
minimum building size required to keep 
the iand grant from King George Ill of 
England. The house was actually asso- 
ciated with a larger farmhouse down 
the road. That one was the farmer’s 
residence; it is elegant and tasteful, 
with fine wood floors, a chandelier or 
two and a graceful main staircase. 

Our own house is more modest—it 
was the servants’ quarters. We too 
have wood floors, but they are wide, 
rough-sawn planks, knotholes and all. 
Our stairwell is narrow and dark, lead- 
ing to tiny bedrooms upstairs and a 
modern bathroom. Beams supporting 





the upper floor and framing the door- 
ways were obviously hand-hewn—you 
can literally'see the adz marks. All are 
held together by wooden pegs and 
handmade nails. Doors are out of 
plumb; some of the lows have that 
ippled-surface lc panes;

practically every joint and floorboard. 

My first awareness that the house 
was something “‘special,’’ however, 
came from appreciating where the 
house was sited. As a small child | 
learned that we were sitting on top of a 
hill that was once an Indian burial 
ground. A five-year-old’s imagination 
grabs hold of such facts right away— 
for years my brothers, sister, friends 
and | scrambled up and down the cliff 
behind the house in search of what we 
imagined to be Indian “artifacts.” My 
parents kindly assured us our trea- 
sures certainly must be Indian origi- 
nals; the fact is, archaeologists from 
Yale had cleaned the place out—ar- 
rowheads, tools, everything—back in 
the 1920s. 

To each of us the house gradually 
revealed its secrets and suggested 
that there is value and importance in 
things belonging to the past. Shouider- 
rides brought us into contact with low 
pegged beams (to which | clung for 
dear life as my brother ran gleefully 








away). And on the many 
occasions we broke the 
old, brittle panes of glass, 
we learned not only that 
we had handmade nails in 
the frames, but also that 
we had broken something 
that could not be replaced. 

This is not to say that 
the house has remained 
an artifact. On the con- 
trary, it has changed a 
good deal since its original 
housewarming. When my 
parents bought the place 
in 1956, there had already 
been two additions to the 
basic keeping house. The 
first: a kitchen and a shed 
built along the rear of the 
house, most likely for stor- 
age. No one is quite sure 
when this was done. 

The second addition, 
however, was contempo- 
rary. Before my parents 
bought the place, it had 
been the home of two 
young designers. They, in 
fact, had salvaged the 
house from utter disrepair; 
even the central chimney 
had fallen through to the basement. So 
first they rearranged the floor plan: The 
front door was shifted to the side of the 
house, so that on entering you were 
only a few feet from the living room. 
The stairs were reversed to improve 
the circulation. Upstairs, a master bed- 
room, a small child’s bedroom and a 
bath were created. Then the second 
addition was built: a studio to work in. 

It's difficult to tell how new the sec- 
ond addition Is, for the couple retained 
the character of the original entirely. 
Floors are brick and walls are paneled 
with rough-sawn weathered pine. 
There’s a corner fireplace made entire- 
ly of brick, and a huge window facing 
north. The couple also had this studio 
set back so that none of the windows 
of the existing house were obstructed. 
One last change: a small addition off 
the kitchen for storage. 

The house had already been lucky 
to get one set of owners who really 
cared about it. It was even luckier-

haker, for many collec- 
tors, is a state of mind. 
| The finely tuned furniture 
and accessories evoke im- 
ages of the simple life—of or- 
derly rooms where each pos- 
session can be acknowledged 
for its fine workmanship and 
irelentless service. 
| Decorating in the Shaker 
istyle means paring down to 
the essentials of living—a few 
well-chosen pieces providing 
inecessary comfort with which 
the owner can take creative 
license. The house shown 
here, for instance, upholds the 
Shaker tradition of plain cur- 





tains and peg rails with purely 
decorative embellishments, 
such as stenciling and colored 
molding (early Shakers would 
have declared that ‘‘superflu- 
ity’). However restricting that 
discipline might seem today, it 
did establish a timeless design 
standard. Thanks to the Mil- 
lenial Laws of 1821, we've in- 
herited “plain and simple [ob- 
jects] ... unembellished by 
any superfluities which add 
nothing to [their] goodness or 
durability.” 

Like the typical American 
country piece of humble ori- 
gin, Shaker is steadily escalat- 


ing in popularity and value. 
For those in search of authen- 
tic pieces, from old kitchen 
items to Mt. Lebanon rockers, 
it's a good idea to consult an- 
tiques periodicals and reputa- 
ble dealers in the field. More 
easily accessible are the fine 
reproductions sold through the 
Shaker Workshops catalog, 
PO Box 1028, Concord, Mass. 
01742. The two remaining 
Shaker villages are in Canter 
bury, N.H., and Sabbathday 
Lake, Me.

I would like to know something about this corner 

table. It has been my mother’s ever since I can 

remember. When was this type of table used? Why are 
there three holes? 

—R.J., Boise, Idaho 


A. You have a corner 
washstand made in a style 
that was popular about 
1790. The large hole held a 
wash basin and pitcher. 
The two smaller holes held 
small bowls for waste wa- 
ter or containers for soap, 
toothbrushes, or other ne- 
cessities. The lower shelf 
probably held a covered 
commode bowl which was 
a necessity in homes with 
lavatory or 
plumbing. The drawer held 





no indoor 
towels or other supplies. Washstands remained important 
pieces of bedroom furniture until the 20th-century days of 
indoor running water, sinks and plumbing. 

The inlaid trim at the top of your table, the attractive 
curved stretcher and apron, plus the overall proportions of 
your piece make it worth between $1,500 and $2,500. They are 
now more popular for use as dining room planters than as 
bedroom washstands. 


Could you tell me some- 

thing about this clock I 

have had since the early 1900s? 

It has a repeating chime. The 

case is gold-colored metal. It is 
7 inches high.

A. You own a traveling or car- 
riage clock. Rectangular carriage 
clocks like yours were made in 





England during the early 19th 
century. Their popularity in- 
creased during the late 19th century when traveling clocks 
were made in France. The cases were made near Dieppe, 
movements in Paris, parts near Switzerland and the finished 
clock was assembled in Paris. Designers made a variety of 
cases, dial faces and striking mechanisms. A clock like yours, 
in working condition and dating from about 1900, with gilt 
case and imitation gems, would sell for about $1,000. 


What can you tell me about my coffeepot? It is 
unmarked, but it seems to be made of solid silver. 
—J.G., Saranac, N.Y. 


A. Your coffeepot is in a style 
made in America from about 
1730 to 1780. The Queen 
Anne shapes developed into 
what is known as the rococo 
style. Asymmetrical decora- 
tions, curves, scrolls, shells, 
flowers and other naturalistic 
forms were popular. The 
pear-shaped pot of the Queen 
Anne period remained fash- 
ionable. Dark scrolled wood- 
en handles and decorated spouts were popular. Tall pots like 
yours held coffee. Matching teapots were shorter and less 





graceful. A good quality silver coffeepot made before 1780 in 
America sells for thousands of dollars. A 20th-century copy of 
this style pot would sell from $500 to $800, depending on the 
weight of the silver.

A. Card tables have 

been a popular fur- 

niture form since the 

18th century. They were often made in pairs and placed along 
the wall on either side of a doorway. Your table is known as a 
“square table,” but others had circular tops. Tables like yours 
were made with four or five legs, a tripod, or a pedestal base. 
The reeded legs of your table and the inlay, as well as the 
overall shape of the top with the rounded corners, indicates 
that it was made in New England about 1810. Later tables had 
thicker, heavier legs. A good Federal table is worth from 
$2,000 to $3,500.

vibrate and thus produce heat. 
Household current is converted into 
microwaves through a unit called a 
magnetron. The energy created enters 
the oven cavity and is then distributed 
throughout the oven to the food in sev- 
eral ways. Some units have built-in fans 
known as mode stirrers; others use dis- 
tribution slots or turntables that rotate 


food; still others combine methods. 

Microwave energy penetrates food to 
a depth of 34 to 1% inches. To cook 
something that is thicker or deeper re- 
quires that warmth from the cooked out- 
er surface of the food be carried to the 
center, usually during a few minutes of 
standing time after food is removed 
from the oven. A dense food such as a 
roast needs more time to cook because 
it absorbs microwave energy at a slow- 
er rate than, for example, a cake, which 
is more porous. Because microwaves 
are attracted to sugar, fat and water 
molecules, food with large amounts of 
sugar or fat will cook faster.

io get my parents after that. They lived 

















in the house “as was” for several years. 
NLike the former owners, they had only 
jone small child (my older brother Jona- 
ithan, born five months after they 
|moved in), so the space was perfect. 
The trouble began with me. With the 
family growing, my parents began a 
long series of changes that continue to 
this day. First, they turned the studio 
into a master bedroom, enlarging a 
small former powder room nearby into 
a full bath. Jonathan and I were given 
ithe upstairs. When younger brother 
pDaniel came along in 1961, the first 
major addition took place: A large ca- 
ithedral-ceilinged living room was an- 
gled off the back of the old house. 

i An interesting problem soon cropped 
lup involving the dining room. “More 
jand more,” notes my father, “we found 
ithat sitting down and eating under 
lsuch a tall ceiling was really uncom- 
Hfortable. Maybe kings and barons en- 
joy eating in spaces so high, but it’s a 
little too regal for ordinary people.” So 
‘he and my grandfather, himself a 
idraftsman, hung bedsheets at various 
jlevels as my mother judged how low 
ithe ceiling should be. They framed the 
fining section of the addition down to 
that level, creating a more human scale 
ithere, and forming a loft in the living 
iroom end that became the port of a 
‘lovely model boat my grandfather 
\found and restored. The result of all 
ithis: a spectacular new living room, a 
front hall formed by a new storage 
‘wall, and a new bedroom as well for 
/younger brother Dan in the former liv- 
jing room. One more extra: a new ter- 
race that overlooked the cliff we ex- 
‘plored for Indian treasures. 

| When my younger sister, Margaret, 
“arrived in 1965, the final addition took 
iplace. A bedroom wing with garage be- 
slow was constructed off the kitchen 
area to house the two boys. It is set up 
in the same shape and with the same 
roof pitch as the rest of the house. 
“You can think of this addition as a 
barn,” says my father. “It has vertical 
siding rather than horizontal clap- 
boards. It has small-paned, but very 
large windows, constructed by framing 


up a series of stock windows. And it 
has rods across it that perform the 
same function as tie-beams but are 
contemporary expressions of them.” 

An unforeseen problem occurred 
here too: The space above the garage 
was designed to be entirely open, a 
single room 22 feet square. The idea 
was that my two brothers would hap- 
pily live there, sharing toy space. “Of 
course, it didn’t work,” recalls my fa- 
ther. ‘““They were at each other’s 
throats within a week.” A few walls 
were put up, and each boy got his own 
room. My sister and I got the upstairs 
to ourselves. 

That’s it for structural changes, but 
some interesting things had happened 
as a result. For one thing, all these ad- 
ditions had finally formed a house that 
was perfect for our family’s needs. The 
house had been “zoned” for privacy. 


We still refer to these zones as the}! 


“girls’ department” (upstairs); the 
“boys’ department” (the garage wing); 
and the “‘parents’ department” (the old 
studio). All these are joined in the mid- 
dle by the common living areas and the 
kitchen. 

In all my parents did, there was quite 
a bit of give-and-take involved in both 
taking care of an old house and adapt- 
ing it to our family’s lifestyle. In retro- 
spect it seems clear that in many ways 
we adapted to the house as much as it 
did to us. 

A friend once asked whether I 
thought my parents would ever sell the 
house. “I can’t imagine them doing 
that,” he added quickly. ‘“They’ve put 
so much into it.”’ I decided to ask them. 
“No,” said my father. “We’ve thought 
about it, even looked at land in Florida 
for retirement. But it’s become clear to 
us that we really don’t want to leave 
the house, that we will always keep it; 
it’s too important to us, and for you 
kids, so you can have a place to come 
back to whenever you want.” 

It is a rare and fortunate thing to 
grow up in one house, particularly one 
such as ours. SO many newer houses 
have little character of their own; they 
may be very nice houses indeed, but 
whatever personality they have is real- 
ly an extension of the owners’, im- 
posed upon them by the furnishings, 
the wall treatments, the additions and

FURNITURE STRIPPING 


With the right tools and 
techniques you can remove 
even the most stuoborn 
finish trom old pieces 
you want to renew 


By JOSEPH R. PROVEY 


If you have furniture in need of refin- 
ishing—but don’t want to entrust it to 
the local dip-and-stripper—try remov- 
ing the old finish yourself. With just a 
few tools, most of which probably can 
be found around your house, anyone 
with a little patience can do it. 

There are several ways to remove an 
old finish. You can scrape it off, sand it 
away, apply heat and blister it off or

use a chemical remover to loosen it and 
then hose, scrape and rub it off. 

The last method is the preferred one 
for a beginner since it requires the least 
investment in tools and the most con- 
trol of the process. 
(Caution: Use chemi- 
cal strippers in a 
room with all win- 
dows open—or bet- 
ter, do the work out- 
side. Be certain there 
are no flames or 
spark-producing 
equipment nearby. To protect your 
skin from burns, wear neoprene gloves 
and a workshirt with long sleeves. 
Safety goggles are a must.) 

Strippers are generally available in 
three forms: thin liquid, thick liquid 
and paste. The primary ingredient in

properly stripping off its old surface. 


most all-purpose removers is methylene 
chloride—with that in mind, don’t pay 
a fancy price for a trade name. 

On pieces where an old clear finish, 
such as varnish, is to be removed, a 
thin liquid-type remover is easy to ap- 
ply and lets you see what’s happening 
as you rub. Some brands combine sev- 
eral solvents that are strong enough to 
remove the damaged top coat (varnish, 
shellac or lacquer) without also remov- 
ing the color and character of the aged 
wood beneath. 

Painted furniture is easiest to strip 
with a thick liquid remover. These re- 
movers have the consistency of honey 
and do not dry as quickly as the thin 
types, thereby giving you more time to 
scrape and pick bits of paint off the 
piece. It is important not to let a strip- 
per sit long enough to dry on the fin- 
ish. For this reason, do not work in 
direct sunlight. Pieces of aluminum foil 
can be placed over the area being 
worked to slow the drying time still 
further. 

Several thick liquid removers are 
billed as water-rinsable. The idea is to

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pick to remove the solvent and loos- 
ened finish. Although this method 
saves a lot of scraping, it makes it hard- 
er to contain the mess and can waste a 
lot of the remover. Hosing off remover 
can also weaken furniture joints made 
with water-soluble glues that are com- 
mon in furniture construction. 

Paste-type removers, which are harder 
to come by than the others, are best for 
removing paint from vertical surfaces 
such as door and window casings. They 
stick to the surface without running. 

Apply thin removers to varnished 
surfaces, dip fine steel wool (2/0) into 
the remover, wringing out the excess 
and rubbing the surfaces. For hard-to- 
reach spots, use a toothbrush. 

Apply thick liquid removers to var- 
nished or painted surfaces with a paint 
brush. Stroke on remover in one direc- 
tion to allow evaporation inhibitors to 


do their job and let stand according to 


the manufacturer’s directions, 


To lift off the finish, use a putty 


knife (with the corners of the blade 
filed round to avoid gouging) or a simi- 
lar tool. For hard-to-reach spots, such 
as carvings or grooves, try coming up 
with “tools” from common household 
items—toothpicks, skewers, nail files 
and cleaners are some possibilities. 
After you have removed the old fin- 


ish to your satisfaction, most remover | 
manufacturers recommend washing the | 
piece with a neutralizing solvent to halt — 
chemical reaction. Rub on the wash | 
with extra-fine steel wool and wipe | 


away the remover residue. Read the 
manufacturer’s literature to determine 
what solvent to use. 

If you intend to stain the piece after 


stripping, be sure to sand it first. 


Choose a good quality abrasive such as 
aluminum oxide paper for flat surfaces 
and emery cloth for cylindrical surfaces 
since the cloth backing is flexible. Start 
with a medium, 80-grit paper for most 
projects; then proceed to a fine 150 grit 
and finish with a very fine 220 grit. A 
thorough sanding will assure even stain 
coverage. For an extra-smooth finish, 
rub down with fine steel wool. Nofe: If 
you have worked to refain the existing 
wood color, then obviously you should 
skip the sanding.

Garage renovation

their garages. Garage renovations have 
probably made more contractors rich in 
Hempstead, -N.Y., than any other city 
in America. Hempstead is where Bill 
Levitt built his famous Levittown from 
1947 to 1953. Levittown was designed 
for the small, young World War II vet- 
erans’ families. There are no base- 
ments. The design—with heating units 
in closets inside the buildings—-was 
revolutionary. Now it is a problem. 


Storage space 

“Just about everyone realized they 
needed storage space, workshops, play- 
rooms and game areas. Over the years, 
thousands of people spent millions of 
dollars turning their garages into neces- 
sary rooms. Now, with no basements 
and no garages, they have a hard time 
selling their homes,” said Bert Mayer, 
commissioner of building for Hemp- 
stead. ‘The mistake that many young 
people make is planning. They don’t 
need basement space as a young cou- 
ple, and don’t understand that with 
children, later, they will.” 

People who had basements all their 
lives feel naked without one. “There’s 
nowhere to store furniture so I gave it 
all away. Attics are useless because you 
can’t store big items, like bikes, lawn 
furniture and snow blowers. Buying a 
house without a basement was a big, 
big mistake,” said Tonney Lilley, a 
New Jersey resident. 

People in houses without basements 
who must get storage of some kind will 
wind up spending more money than 
they saved in buying their home. Most 
builders agree that a complete garage 
renovation will run between $4,000 and 
$10,000, or as much as the basement 
would have cost. Now you pay much 
more money in loan interest. 

There are areas of the country where 
people look upon a basement as others 
view homes with moats around them. 
In Florida, people let things pile up in 
the garage or build glass-enclosed Flor 
ida rooms. They don’t miss basements 
because they never had them. 

“The funny thing is that northerners 
who move to Florida don’t miss base 
ments,’ said Sanford Miot, former 
president of the South Florida Builders’ 


Association. “I’ve never had a com- 
plaint about the lack of a basement in 
all my years of building and selling 
homes to northerners in Florida.” 

Mr. Miot and other Floridians don’t 
have basements because they honestly 
can’t. The water table in most of Flori- 
da is within three feet of the soil sur- 
face. Anyone who digs too deep to 
plant a rose bush winds up with an 
inground swimming, pool. 

“Anyone who wants a basement | 
here would have to pay $20,000 for it 
because, to be leakproof, you’d need 
special concrete, blocks, waterproofing, 
special sump pumps, the works,” said 
Mr. Miot. “It’s just not feasible and not 
needed,” 

Explains Miami realtor Liz Ostroff, 
“Unlike northerners, we only have one 
wardrobe. We don’t need storage space 
for snow tires, plows, shovels or elec- 
tric heaters. We don’t have to keep cars 
in garages because we don’t have snow 
and storms. We can, if we must, pile 
things up the garage and keep cars in 
the driveway.” 

People in the North and Midwest 
may get used to houses without base- 
ments, too, because new home build- 
ers, mindful of skyrocketing costs and 
high interest rates, are putting up more 
and more houses on slabs and three- 
foot crawl spaces. 


Basementless homes 

This means, of course, that there will 
be thousands of people doubled up 
with hernias from crawling under a 
three-foot floor space to fix wires and 
open and shut air vents. It means hun- 
dreds of small contractors will make 
enough money to open up Swiss bank 
accounts before they are 30 from reno- 
vating the garages of basementless 
houses. It means that thousands of par- 
ents will be driven crazy by rambunc- 
tious children with nowhere to play 
except where Mommy and Daddy are 
trying to talk, read or watch television. 

If this basementless trend keeps up, 
it may mean that a 100 years from now 
people will go to museums and see an 
exact reconstruction of the ancient 
American basement. In it will be two

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Tips on how to cultivate a houseplant owner’s green thumb 


By KEN DRUSE 

Do you think you have a black thumb 
where houseplants are concerned? You 
see the same plants growing 
in your neighbor’s window 
garden and imagine that 
the thumbs are always 
greener on the other side 
of the fence. You can 
learn a lot about good 
growing if you do a little 
detective work. 

For example, my mother 
has African violets blooming 
year-round in a shaded east- 
facing window, but a careful 
look reveals an overhead fluores- 
cent utility light that burns on most 
winter evenings. There is also high 
humidity from the kitchen sink that is 
directly below. 

If you remember your grandmother’s 
houseplants as being more beautiful 
than yours, it’s not because time has 
sweetened your memory—it’s the heat 
source. Today’s efficient systems, espe- 
cially forced hot air, keep homes too 
warm and too dry. Also, in the old days 
homes were allowed to cool down in 
the evening, and plants love a 10- to 
20-degree drop at night. It toughens the 
foliage. After all, that’s what happens 
in nature. The energy-conscious are al- 
ready enjoying the results. You can also 
raise humidity by growing plants above 
a tray filled with moist pebbles. 

When you ask friends about water- 
ing they'll often say that they just wa- 
ter their plants when they get around 
to it. But there’s more good in this 
laissez-faire approach than in the 
method of the doting guardian who 
overwaters—the number-one killer of 
houseplants. For most houseplants, use 


a large amount of water, let it drain out 










the bottom hole, and let the top of-the 
soil dry out a bit between waterings. 
However, some plants like to remain 
evenly moist. Knowing the 
natural habitat of your 
plants helps you in decid- 
ing when to water and 
how much, but such in- 
formation isn’t always 
easy to come by. Instead, 
the 
structure of the plants. 
Those with large dark 


you can analyze 


green leaves, such as Philo- 
dendron selloum, grow in the 
even moisture and low light of 
the jungle floor. Their leaves, be- 

ing large, gather the most light. 
Plants such as succulents and cacti, 
which have water-storing structures, 
like a lot of water much less often. They 
should really dry out between water- 
ings. You also know that these plants 
grow in desert regions in very bright 
sun. Plants that have small tough 
leaves, such as the Ficus benjamina, 
grow in open areas where the soil tends 
to dry out a bit between rainfalls. 

Feed plants when they are putting on 
new growth with a high nitrogen fertil- 
izer for foliage plants, such as 20-10-10, 
or a high phosphorus one for flowering | 
plants, 15-30-15. 

Experts say that talking to plants 
does more good for you than for the 
plants. But I know that people who 
talk to plants have mastered the secret 
of the houseplant green thumb—they 
treat their plants as individuals. Very 
successful growers never refer to their 
charges as a bunch of plants, but as 
begonia, dracaena, saintpaulia or agave. 
Acknowledging your plants as special 
entities is the key to having a house- 
plant green thumb.

largely restored turn-of-the-century homes, I determined to 
see how these houses had been altered architecturally, who 
lived in them and how the interiors had been treated. 

My first surprise was that virtually every home had been 
remodeled with the help of an architect. Many of the larger 
ones had been converted into multi-unit condominium 
properties; happily, though, the interiors had been reshaped 
to capitalize on the buildings’ virtues, and fine old features 
had been retained and improved. 

Although these adaptively reused structures were now 
thoroughly modern in the architectural sense, they were not | 
stridently so. Of the dozen or more houses I visited, only 
two were unrelievedly contemporary in decoration. Most 
reflected a highly personalized assemblage of possessions, 
usually eclectic. And whatever their shortcomings or pecu- 
liarities, these homes expressed their owners’ determination | 
to have a say in their environment and quality of life. | 

Moreover the work of the architects seemed to acknowl- 
edge as much. Whether or not the owner and architect were 
in perfect accord in every instance, there could be no doubt 
as to whose houses these were. I think this bodes well for | 
the years ahead, for in the final analysis, to succeed as a 

work of residential design, a house must be the owner's. The | 
| architect who makes this happen, best serves his client and 
the entire profession.

must admit that during the past two 
ears of writing this column I’ve been 
reoccupied with one theme. I keep 
elling myself, and you, how important 
t is to take time out to enjoy each day 
as it occurs and, in the process, try to 
add to someone else’s joy as well. The 
theme keeps recurring because the 
more I mention it in Thinking Aloud 
the easier it is for me to remember its 
message as well. What better time than 
Christmas to resolve once again to 
spend more time enjoying each mo- 
ment of an ordinary day, and to take 
time to be closer to family and friends, 
to find in each day a challenge to be 
lived and, at its end, to know that it 
has added an element of completeness 
to one’s life? 

I’m sure you’ve noticed that the joy- 
ful spirit of giving and sharing often 
gets lost in the hustle and bustle of the 
Christmas season. What had seemed 
such a delight somehow becomes a 
chore. Fighting crowds in department 
stores and wandering wearily in search 
of the perfect gift is something none of 
us relish. But giving can be more ful- 
filling if we remember that the best gift 
is one that creates a wonderful chemis- 
try between you and another person. 

When I think back on the gifts I’ve 
cherished the most, they haven’t been 
expensive or fancy. They’ve simply ra- 
diated the thoughtfulness and warmth 


of the giver. For example, last Christ- 
mas a friend who knows we adore pa- 
ella, the Spanish seafood dish, gave us 
his own “gift certificate’ for a paella 
party. He’d do the cooking; we’d pick 
the date and invite the guests. The re- 
sult, a wonderful party! An editor here 
at the magazine gave me an old wood- 
en bucket she’d found at a country flea 
market and spatter-painted blue, a col- 
or known to be my favorite. My sister 
needlepointed a miniature Oriental rug 
for my dollhouse, a treasure which | 
will hand down to my children and 
which a 
wouldn’t have matched in my eyes. 


full-sized antique rug 
The pleasure of such gifts is as great to 
the creator as it is to the recipient. 

What makes gift-giving truly special 
is taking the extra step and finding 
what personal thing you can do to de- 
light someone you care about. For ex- 
ample, I know a father whose son is a 
fledgling tennis player—he gave the 
youngster a present of six Saturday 
mornings of coaching in whatever 
stroke the youngster wanted to work 
on. Another friend has a sister-in-law 
who always flies a long distance for 
Christmas. Last year she surprised her 
relative with a picnic basket to take on 
the plane—a wonderful array of paté, 
cheese, bread and fruit, along with a 
split of champagne—to replace airline 
food or to be eaten in the event of long 
delays. You probably have something 
special you can give, too, whether it’s a 
cooking lesson for someone who’s al- 
ways admired your Chinese dinners or 
an afternoon spent teaching a beginner 
the basics of bridge. 

In trying to plan ahead for Christ- 
mas, I’ve discovered something quite 
profound: I’ve extended the spirit of 
the season for many months during 
which each selection of a gift to a loved 


one or friend has become more joyous 
and meaningful for me. It has lifted my 
spirits and helped me be more thought- 
ful, and it has been an important part 
of my resolve to live each day more 
fully, one moment at a time. 

There is a memorable scene from 
Thornton Wilder’s classic Our Town, in 
which young Emily, who died in child- 
birth, is given the gift of a day to re- 
turn to her town and see it as it was. 
Emily chooses her twelfth birthday, a 
cold winter day. She watches the milk- 
man deliver his milk and greet the ear- 
ly risers. Neighbors call to each other 
from their porches. Emily’s family 
wakes and begins to move through the 
day’s routine, matter-of-factly and yet 
lovingly. And Emily, who sees it all in 
a new light, declares, “It goes so fast. 
We don’t have time to look at one an- 
other. Oh, earth, you’re too wonderful 
for anyone to realize you.

ack of confidence in one’s 

own taste seems to be 

strong motivation for a 

person to enroll in a course 

on decorating and design. 
This from Dr. David C. Levy, exec- 
utive dean and chief administrative 
officer of Parsons School of Design 
in New York City. 

“Let me describe a specific in- 
stance,” said Dr. Levy during a re- 
cent interview in his Fifth Avenue 
office. “Something as straightfor- 
ward as purchasing a carpet can 
mean an outlay of as much as 
$3,000. Who goes shopping alone to 
determine which carpet to buy? Al- 
most everyone takes along a friend 
for reassurance. It’s perfectly natural 
to ask, ask again and ask yet again if 
this carpet is the right one for the 
house or apartment under consider- 
ation. The natural next step is to ask a

professional—an interior designer. This 
is precisely the kind of down-to-earth, 
hhere-and-now problem facing many of 
our students. 

“Along with the need to solve a par- 
ticular problem, be it a carpet, a group 
of furnishings or a whole houseful of 
things, there also goes the desire to 
know more about interior design—to 
distinguish between a “cosmetic” solu- 
tion and a “design” solution. A course 
in a continuing education program that 
colleges and universities throughout 
the country (not just Parsons) can pro- 
vide, offers this opportunity to learn, 
refine and ultimately make the design 
decision a more informed one, more 
satisfying once it’s made. 

“What kind of course? A general in- 
troduction to interior design provides a 
substantial grounding for further 
study. Such a course would have class- 
es on the materials and methods of de-

sign construction, an introduction to 
interior lighting, the philosophies that 
have shaped the way rooms look 
through time, color theory, drawing 
and rendering, covering such basics as 
even how to measure a room. Do you 
realize how many people don’t know 
how to measure a room properly and 
transfer the information to paper? It’s 
the sort of thing one takes for granted, 
but it is an extremely important tech- 
nique when you’re working out some- 
thing as functional as a floor plan. 
Why? Because it involves ‘scale,’ and 
scale is something to be studied and 
refined. You can have an instinctive 
sense of scale, but it is something that 
you must know how to analyze and 
that means first working with plans. 
What’s so rewarding for us as educa- 
tors is that continuing education pro- 
grams start out as a ‘seduction of inter- 
est’ that can later blossom into a 
degree-achieving candidate.

“Wanting to redecorate your 
house is a perfectly valid reason for 
embarking on a course of study. 
Since practically nobody can afford 
to build these days, redesigning, 
renovating, remodeling and preserv- 
ing existing buildings are getting 
more professional attention today 
than in previous decades. To em- 
phasize the growing importance of 
interior alterations made to existing 
structures we’ve changed the name 
of one of our departments from in- 
terior design to ‘interior architec- 
ture.’ We feel that term better ex- 
presses the role design plays now. 

“It’s impossible to separate dis- 
tinctly decorating from design, but I 
think it’s important to try to do so 
for a very good reason: There is still 
a myth afoot that decorating and 
design are really ‘a whole lot of fun’ 

and ‘aren’t we all just having the great- 
est time spending all this money and 
putting together all this stuff?’ It gives 
a distorted view of what the design 
professions are all about. It is the 
young, in my view, who have made a 
decision to enter interior design seri- 
ously as the profession it is—under- 
standing its complexity and broad im- 
plications as the handmaiden of 
architecture. The not-so-young, whose 
interests may be only casual, have the 
impression that decorating is some- 
thing any well-brought-up person can 
do. Continuing education courses 
quickly disabuse those people of that 
view. The decorative arts require seri- 
ous study, whether the subject is the 
history of furnishings or the psycholo- 
gy of marketing trends. Of course 
you'll enjoy yourself (good profession- 
als always enjoy themselves), but 
there’s more to it than deciding which

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A VICTORIAN CHRISTMAS IS RE-CREATED EACH YEAR IN THE 
HOUSE WHERE MARK TWAIN AND HIS FAMILY ONCE LIVED 


For five years Wynn Lee has been 
director of the Mark Twain Memorial 
in Hartford, Conn., the house where 
Twain (Samuel Clemens) lived with 
his family for 17 years. Before coming 
to Hartford Mr. Lee was director of 
Belle Grove, a Nahonal Trust house 
in the Shenandoah Valley. He now 
lives behind the Mark Twain Memo- 
rial in a delightful carriage house. 


hat we think of 
as an old-fash- 
ioned Christ- 
mas—tree, 
wreaths, gar- 
lands, presents, family-related 
rituals—is Victorian in origin, and there 
is no better place to see exactly what it 
looked like than at the Mark Twain 
Memorial in Hartford, Conn. Each De- 
cember the 1875 Victorian Gothic 
house is decorated just as it was when 
Samuel and Olivia Clemens lived here 
with their three daughters. Evergreen 
garlands festoon the dramatic stairwell 
in the wood-paneled hall, an elaborate- 
ly trimmed tree stands in the library, 
and stockings and presents decorate 
the second-floor schoolroom mantel. 
“Christmas was very definitely a 
Victorian creation,” says Wynn Lee. 
“Before 1840, Christmas was not cele- 
brated to any great degree in New En- 
gland—Thanksgiving was the impor- 
tant holiday. But by the last quarter of 
the century Christmas had become the 
major focal point of the year. Festivi- 
ties and decorations were much more 
elaborate than they are today. The 
Clemens family devoted a great deal of 
time and energy to Christmas, and I 
don’t think it was unusual. 
‘Just after Thanksgiving Livy Clem- 
ens closed off the downstairs guest 
room. It became the present room, and

the children were forbidden to go in. 
She spent a great deal of time in there 
putting together presents: baskets of 
food for the poor as well as handcraft- 
ed things to give to family and friends. 
Every year we heap that room with all 
kinds of presents to make it look as it 
did back then. 

“Mr. Clemens did not work quite as 
hard as his wife and at times felt that 
Christmas was overdone. It did become 
very hectic with many dinners, recep- 
tions and friends dropping by all day 
long on Christmas. Although it was not 
his favorite time of year, Clemens cer- 
tainly could get into the spirit of 
things. Sometimes he would dress up 
like Santa Claus and run around pre- 
tending to warm himself after a long 
drive in the snow. And once he wrote 
his oldest daughter, Susy, a letter he 
signed ‘Your loving Santa Claus, Palace 
of St. Nicholas in the Moon.’ 

“We are very lucky to have letters 
like these as well as quite a lot of evi- 
dence about how the family decorated 
and celebrated. Our records indicate 
that except for the second-floor 
schoolroom the Clemenses really only 


decorated the first floor. We 
know that they wrapped ever- 
green garlands around the ban- 
ister of the stairway, looping it 
through the balusters, up to the 
second or third floor—probably 
because you can see all the way 
up from the hall. We do that 
every year and tie a bow on the 
newel post. We also swag the 
door frames with evergreen 
garlands, fill the Clemens 
epergne on the dining table 
with holly and stock the small 
conservatory with poinsettias 
and miniature orange and lem- 
on trees. 

“The Christmas tree is in the library 
because there’s a large nook there—a 
big bay window—which seems like an 
ideal place. Also the library was where 
the family always gathered in the af- 
ternoon for stories. We have a wonder- 
ful collection of antique ornaments 
that we put on the tree, but we also 
make paper chains, hang strings of 
popcorn and cranberries. We try to 
have a lot of handmade ornaments be- 
cause that’s what most people hung on 
their trees. They also hung smal! pres- 
ents—fans, gloves, jewelry—things 
that would not weigh it down. 

When asked why he and his staff go 
to such great lengths to decorate for 
Christmas, Mr. Lee explains: “We are 
trying to give everyone the feeling that 
Alistair Cooke had when he came 
through the house. He said, ‘This 
house looks as if the family had just 
gone out for a walk and is coming back 
to tea.’ At Christmas we hope to create 
the feeling that the family has gone out 
for a sleigh ride, soon to return and 
gather in the library where Mrs. Clem- 
ens will read A Visit from St. Nicholas.”

When Heinrich Hertz first oscillated 
electromagnetic waves back in the 19th 
century, little did he know the trouble 
people in this century would have find- 
ing space for loudspeakers in their living 
rooms. 

Hertz’s discovery was, of course, a 
seminal event that led to the electronics 
revolution. Without that revolution, to- 
day's home would be a far different 
place: no television, hi-fi, telephone, mi- 
crowave oven, videocassette recorder 
(VCR) or videodisk player. And what 
makes electronics in the home so excit- 
ing—putting aside the problem of where 
to place those speakers—is that the 
products themselves are in an endless 
state of change and improvement. While 
last year’s sofa may be just as up to date 
next year, the same thing cannot be said 
of last year’s home electronics. 

Despite the fast-changing nature of 
home electronics, 1983 stands out as a 
year of more-than-ordinary progress— 
that will be amply evident to the shopper 


who examines the offerings in any well- 
stocked electronics store this holiday 
season. Anyone interested in Christmas 
gift giving will not only discover a vast 
range of models, features and prices 
available, but will also find that the prod- 
ucts have definitely been upgraded. 

Even that old friend, the family televi- 
sion set, has been given the treatment: 
squared-off picture tubes, more versatile 
remote control devices, stereo sound ca- 
pability, to mention a few specifics. Ste- 
reo has also entered the VCR field. Some 
of the products have been given better 
sound and are so reduced in size they 
take little more room than the old family 
Bible. Change is also occurring in video- 
disk players, second cousin to the VCR, 
even though this product is among the 
most recent arrivals in the American 
home. 

While evolutionary changes have 
marked video products during the past 
year, the changes that have occurred in 
computers, telephones and hi-fi must be 


described as revolutionary. Home com- 
puters have become available at extraor- 
dinarily low prices with capabilities that 
rival those of far more expensive ma- 
chines a few years ago. Telephones have 
been endowed with a great range of new 
features, including units that automati- 
cally call the firehouse or police station 
in case of trouble. 

For years the electronics industry has 
been awaiting the arrival of digital audio- 
disk players, soon to become familiar to 
the public as DAD players. Derived from 
space-age technology, these devices— 
which play up to 60 minutes of music on 
one side of a disk less than five inches in 
diameter—could replace the genera- 
tions-old phonograph in 10 years. 

But to get a fuller idea of just what the 
electronics revolution means in terms of 
gift giving for 1983, it is necessary to 
delve more deeply into what has taken 
place. And since television is the most 
ubiquitous of all the products, let’s look 
at this category first. 


THE MULTIPURPOSE TELEVISION SET

Using the decoder, a TV 
viewer will be able to sample a variety of 
text material—from sports scores to 
business briefs. 

To live comfortably with your multi- 
purpose TV set, you should consider a 
set with jacks for both audio and video. 
This eliminates repeated fiddling with 
the screws and wiring of the antenna ter- 
minals. And there are more sophisticated 
soiutions. Last spring, Zenith introduced 
the Advanced System 3 set, which per- 
mits electronic switching between a 
maximum of four different program 
sources—cable or subscription TV, 








VCRs, videodisk players, video games 
and personal computers. An optional 
purchase-will make it possible to use Ze- 
nith’s Space Command remote control 
system with the set.

Brighter television pictures are the result of improvements in technology. 


Another recent change in state-of-the- 
art TV is the so-cailed full square tube, 
available this year from Toshiba and Hita- 
chi. Sets with similar tubes will be of- 
fered by a great many other makers in 
the next year or two. Basically they offer 
the viewer a squarer, flatter screen. The 
familiar 19-inch set will be expanded to 
20 inches, and other screen sizes will 
grow proportionately. 

If these larger screens are still not ade- 
quate to your needs, consider projection 
television. It is more dramatic than the 
picture you get on a standard TV con- 
sole; because of added electronic com- 
ponents and special lenses, it is also 
more costly, ranging in price from 


around $1,800 to more than $3,000. 

The granddaddy of all projection tele- 
vision is the two-piece unit introduced 
many years ago and still in widespread 
use. While such units are commonly re- 
garded as having the best picture, there 
is the obvious problem of where to keep 
the projector when you're not using it. 
As a result, some projectors have been 
designed into cocktail tables; others 
have been placed on wheels so they can 
be moved aside; still others can be sus- 
pended from the ceiling. One new de- 
sign has projector and screen mounted 
in a single cabinet. 

Another solution—the latest and per- 
haps most effective—is the so-called

There are other features you may want 
to consider. Do you plan to buy a video 
camera? Be careful, because not all ma- 
chines accept them. The same is true if 
you have cable TV or if it is coming to 
your area. Make sure you get a cable- 
ready model. What about stereo capabili- 
ty? At present, anything you record off 
the air is monaural. But TV stereo is 
coming, and you may want to be ready 
for it. 

How about special effects? There are 
units available in the medium and upper 
price ranges that provide fast forward 
and reverse that are clear enough so you 
can still see the picture. This feature is 
important if you want to find a specific 


rear-screen projector. In this design the 
beam from the television is “bent” by 
special lenses and projected on the rear 
of the screen. This allows manufacturers 
to design products with screen sizes up 
to 45 inches in cabinets not much larger 
than consoles with much smaller screens. 

A recent example of a new product in 
the rear-screen category is RCA’s pro- 
jection screen TV with a 45-inch-diag- 
onal screen. The company claims a 65 
percent improvement in brightness over 
their previous 45-inch models, plus 200 
percent improvement in contrast. The 
new set was introduced last spring at 
$2,999.95; a full-door version lists at 
$3,299.95.

VCRs have had most of these features 
for some time, although stereo began to 
blossom just this year. But there is anoth- 
er feature associated with sound repro- 
duction that is new for VCRs: hi-fi. This 
was introduced into the Beta format this 
year, and the VHS group of companies is 
expected to have its own version of hi-fi 
sound next year. The Beta group—repre- 
sented in the United States by such com- 
panies as Sony, Toshiba and Sanyo—says 
that the technology involved is different 
from sound-reproduction techniques of 
conventional VCRs, which employ slow 
recording speeds for audio. Beta hi-fi is 
recorded by video heads functioning at a 
high rate of speed. The stereo sound is 
frequency modulated and recorded to- 
gether with video chrominance and lu- 
minance, two of the fundamental aspects 
of video recording. Proponents claim 
that Beta hi-fi has audio qualities equal 
to open-reel tape recorders.

Another device that has resulted from 
the electronics revolution is the video- 
disk player, a product that simply plays 
movies on the TV screen from disks. It 
does not record. There are two types: 
the optical, or laser, disk players and the 
CED players. 

The CED system is available at a sub- 
stantially lower price than the laser ver- 
sion and can be found in stores for under 
$300. This machine has no special ef- 
fects, however, and no stereo. As fea- 
tures improve, prices rise in the line. 

RCA’s new random-access videodisk 
player can be programmed to play a seg- 
ment of any disk repeatedly or, in the 
case of a disk that has been banded ap- 
propriately, up to five bands in any de- 


sired sequence. A specific point on the 
disk can be indexed so the viewer can 
return to that point at any time. 

In truth, the type of software offered 
by manufacturers is almost as important 
as the choice of machine—particularly if 
your objective in buying a videodisk 
player is to set up your own home li- 
brary. One format may have a better se- 
lection of the type of material that inter- 
ests you than the other. Indeed, being 
able to set up a disk library is one of the 
chief benefits of buying a videodisk play- 
er instead of a VCR. Disks are substantial- 
ly less costly than prerecorded videocas- 
settes. Moreover, monaural CED players 
are available for much less than even a 
low-priced VCR, and both the laser and 


COMPACT DISK PLAYERS 


No more rumble, wow or flutter —instead what you get is crisp, original sound. 


Nothing that has happened in consum- 
er electronics this year surpasses the 
changes in hi-fi that occurred with the 
arrival of compact disk players. These au- 
dio products produce up to 60 minutes 
of music from a gleaming silver disk 
about five inches in diameter. Instead of 
the familiar stylus of conventional pho- 
nographs, the compact disk is “read” by 
a tiny laser. 

In conventional sound-transmission 
systems, electromechanical devices re- 
create the sounds. The phonograph nee- 
dle, for example, sets up mechanical vi- 
brations in a cartridge that converts 
them into minute electrical pulses. The 
signals are then transmitted to the loud- 
speaker in more powerful form, making 
the magnet-backed cone vibrate and pro- 
duce the sounds we hear. The same elec- 
tromechanical system is used in the con- 
ventional recording process—a 
technique called the “analog system” be- 
cause it parallels the original music in a 
continuous way. The new process is 


called “digital” because the sounds are 
broken down into infinitesimal electron- 
ic “packets” based on the binary code 
used by computers. This process re-cre- 
ates—electronically—an identical copy 
of the original music. Gone are such con- 
ditions as rumble, wow and flutter 
caused by the electromechanical devices 
in conventional phonographs. 

And because there is no physical con- 
tact between a stylus and the disk, as 
there is in conventional record players, 
there is no wear. Theoretically at least, a 
disk can last indefinitely. Moreover, be- 
cause the laser beam can move quickly 
and easily from one side of the disk to 
the other, it is possible for a user to play 
any sequence on the disk and go forward 
or backward in the search mode. 

Prices for digital audiodisk players 
start at around $700 and range up to over 
$1,000. A sufficient number of disks is 
expected to be available to attract a siz- 
able number of buyers this Christmas, al- 
though supplies of the new product will

Progress in conventional audio equip- 
ment this past year was evolutionary, not 
revolutionary. Linear tracking turntables 
are appearing in greater profusion and at 
lower prices. Remote control is gaining 
more attention from consumers because 
of its widespread use in television and 
VCRs. The AR Stereo Remote Control is a 
relatively inexpensive ($159.99 when in- 
troduced) unit that adds basic remote 
control capability to an existing hi-fi sys- 
tem. This hand-held wireless transmitter 
performs up to 15 functions via eight 
keys. 

Meanwhile, stereo-capable AM radio 
receivers are becoming available. Sansui 
Electronics, for example, introduced a 
home tuner that receives four AM stereo 
broadcasting systems. The AM stereo/ 
FM stereo tuner also features quartz 
Phase Lock Loop synthesis tuning and 
preset memory for eight AM and eight 
EM stations. It was introduced at mid- 
year at a list price of $400. &>

Now let phones remember numbers for you and even protect your home. 


The familiar telephone offers such an 
array of new features that it can almost 
be considered a new product. But before 
exploring them, lets look at what has 
been happening in this field. Within the 
past few years a series of decisions by the 
FCC has changed the old dependence on 
the previous distributor. It is now possi- 
ble to purchase a telephone as you 
would other home appliances. However, 
be sure you go to a store that is fully 
equipped to fill your needs, one that of- 
fers a wide assortment of telephones and 
has a sales staff capable of explaining fea- 
tures and functions. This is especially im- 
portant because today’s phones can do 
far more than make point-to-point calls, 
but you will need the guidance of some- 
one with experience to help you select a 
telephone that has what you need. Be 
sure the store can advise you on installa- 
tion procedures. These are simple so 
long as you have a modular wall jack. If 
you don’t, then information from the re- 
tailer is important. 

And now the product story: Probably 
the most significant telephone advance 
for 1983 was the introduction of many 
more models of “smart” phones. From 
AT&T Consumer Products comes the 
new Genesis Telesystem, which has a 
host of futuristic electronic conve- 
niences, including one device that will 
time your phone calls (up to nearly 100 
minutes long ), another that will provide 
one-touch calling of up to seven fre- 
quently called phone numbers. Another 
AT&T innovation, Emergency Call Sys- 
tem, will report a medical alert instantly 
and, working in tandem with a smoke or

There are also “smart” phones that 
can interface with computers and/or de- 
vices called modems that have access to 
central data banks. These banks provide 
a variety of information services, from fi- 
nancial data and news reports to weath- 
er reports and agricultural information. 
One new product that is adding con- 
venience is the cordless phone. These 
devices are ideal for saving steps around 
the home. Many of them, however, have 
forced owners to take steps back to the 
point of purchase. Earlier this year the 
return rate was running as high as 30 
percent. It pays to shop very carefully. 
One big problem has been reliability. 
Some cordless phones simply don’t work 
properly. Another problem is interfer- 
ence. Improperly screened, a cordless 
phone can allow a person to overhear a 
neighbor’s conversation or vice versa. It 
is also possible for calls to be inadver- 
tently billed to a neighbor’s number or 
vice versa. These problems are avoidable 
if you put the right questions to a sales- 
person—and, of course, get the right an- 
swers. Quality cordless telephones pro- 
vide safeguards against interference. 
Another cautionary note involves the 
use of the base station. In many cordless 
phones the base does not have a speaker 
phone nor is it equipped for dialing. This 
can be a problem in homes without a 
main telephone. When Dad, expecting a 
call, goes out to weed the garden and has 


his handset with him, Mom has no way 
to make or receive a call. The answer to 
this difficulty is to buy a base station 
with dialing capability and a speaker 
phone or to have two handsets—one to 
stay at home base, the other to travel. If 
you choose the latter course, remember 
to buy a base station that accepts two 
handsets. All of this can be clarified and 
explained by a trained salesperson. 


AUTOMATIC ANSWERING 

The answering device is an accessory 
that provides an extra measure of conve- 
nience and security. There are two main 
classes: so-called remote phones and 
conventional models. Remote phones al- 
low the user to call in and retrieve mes- 
sages left on his home phone by signal- 
ing it with a “beeper” device. However, 
unless you have a pressing need for the 
remote feature, a conventional answer- 
ing machine should fill your needs. 

Manufacturers of answering devices 
have developed interesting convenience 
features, and 1983 has witnessed its 
share of them. Toshiba, for example, has 
introduced a remote answering machine 
with the capability, via a recording of 
your voice, of telling the caller: “Please 
leave your message.” This replaces the 
impersonal beep tone that many people 
find irritating. The new gadget also tells 
the owner the number of calls that have 
come in and the time of day they were 
received. List price at the time of intro-

The latest electronic developments almost guarantee mistake-proof pictures. 


While there have been moderate 
product changes in some electronic sys- 
tems in the past few years, major change 
has swept that other outdoor leisure- 
time product, the camera. And here, too, 
electronics has played a major role. Cam- 
eras are moving toward greater and 
greater automation, eliminating chances 
for mistakes that can ruin pictures. 

As an example, on the release of a but- 
ton, the Nikon One-Touch 35 mm 
camera starts a microprocessor that cal- 
culates the proper exposure, allowing 
for subject brightness as measured by a 
sensor and for film speed. For more so- 
phisticated, forward-reaching photogra- 
phers there is the new Nikon FE2, the 
first 35 mm automatic with a 1/4000 
shutter speed. It’s also the only camera 
in its class with a 1/250 flash sync and 
one of few advanced cameras to offer 


through-the-lens flash metering. In fact, 
any Nikon camera is part of the most 
comprehensive 35 mm lens and accesso- 
ry system in the world (in fact, even out 
of it, on the Challenger). 

Cameras that can be used with porta- 
ble VCRs come in a wide variety of types 
and in a broad range of prices, from as 
low as $700 to as high as $2,000. Pana- 
sonic brought out its PK 957 a few 
months ago at $1,250. The unit has a char- 
acter and time generator that can be dis- 
played on the full television screen or ina 
corner of the screen. This is a handy fea- 
ture if you want to give your moviemak- 
ing a professional flavor; it is also highly 
practical for “labeling” your movies. 

Still another interesting development 
of 1983 was the Vivitar Instant Slide 
Printer. This compact, 32-ounce device 
works on AC or on battery power. It can

Minolta just intro- 
duced a new model that electronically 
synthesizes the human voice to tell the 
user when there is no film in the camera, 
when to use flash and when the subject 
is too far away to be photographed.

While hi-fi has historically been a 
product for the home interior, it has 
been moving outdoors to an increasing 
degree. This year witnessed the move- 
ment of several hi-fi manufacturers into 
the personal headset field.

reduction to increase the dynamic range. 

Meanwhile, the era of jogging in the 
rain to music has been ushered in with 
waterproof models by at least two manu- 
facturers, Pioneer and Sony.

Years ago, when I was a bachelor, I 
exchanged Christmas gifts with a 
young woman I'd been seeing for sev- 
eral months. I gave her a handsome 
cardigan sweater because in those days, 
before down became popular, women 
in New York City were always cold in 
winter. The sweater was black, a color 
that suited her rather somber personal- 
ity as well as her wardrobe. I could see 
that she was pleased with it by the way 
she lifted her shoulders and crossed her 
arms to cuddle herself when she put 
the sweater on. 

She gave me a hat. With a great air 
of mystery she brought out a square 
box. She put it down in front of me 
and stepped back, as if it might emit a 
blinding light. I tried to guess, on the 
basis of its size and shape, what this 
box might contain. A fruitcake? A set 
of books? A football? A toaster? When 
I opened the wrappings and saw the 
hat, I smiled and the young woman 
exclaimed “I knew you would like it!” 

She took the hat in both hands and 
fitted it on my head, cocking it a little 
to one side and snapping the brim. 
“You see?” she said. “I even got your 
size right.” 

I still wore the smile on my face, as if 
it too were a Christmas present. It 
wasn’t a smile of pleasure, but of em- 
barrassment and incredulity. I hadn’t 
worn a hat since I was a boy in short 
pants. Even in the Army, where it was 
required by regulations, I used to hide 


my cap in my pocket as soon as I was 
off the post.

Years later, when I casually re- 
marked to the woman IJ had married 
that I’d never owned a decent shaving 
brush, the thought was carefully filed 
away and under the Christmas tree 
that year I found a capacious brush of 
“genuine badger hairs” bound in a 
horn handle. 

Every time I used that brush, I felt 
lathered in understanding, in attention. 
My wife was a woman who paid atten- 
tion, who regarded me as a subject 
worthy of study and research. And I 
felt the same about her. I approached 
the question of choosing a present for 
her as carefully as I would have set 
about writing her a poem. 

Though she was not especially liter- 
ary, my wife understood that a gift is a 
poem or metaphor. Our first Christmas 
together she gave me a traveling bag so 
large that when it was filled I could 
hardly lift it. “We're going places,” she 
said, packing all her expectations into 
that bag, which had a dozen pockets 
inside and outside, as if to hold several 
different kinds of happiness.

After a while, Christmas took on a 
different inflection.

I was given a 
dashing coat, all zippers, straps and 
swaggering lapels, in which to walk our 
two dogs. Domestic life was being. 
glamorized. 

As I see it, the appropriateness of a 
Christmas gift is a recognition and af- 
firmation of the other person’s quali- 
ties, his or her tastes, habits, needs, 
enthusiasms or pleasures. There’s an 
intimacy implicit in things themselves 
that only two people who know each 
other very well can understand. When 
I gave my wife a wheelbarrow one 
Christmas, this was more intimate than 
a silk negligee, because she loves gar- 
dening and sleeps, like most women 
who live in drafty old country houses, 
in flannel nightgowns.

to the choosing. When this happens, 
the error spreads like a stain, for spilled 
love is the saddest of all spectacles. 

There are other, lesser miscalcula- 
tions in giving, such as the present that 
strains for originality and achieves only 
irrelevance or bizarreness. There’s the 
disproportionate profusion of gifts, in 
which one cancels out the other and 
the whole array protests too much. 
Sometimes people inexplicably try for 
a comic gift, which reminds me’ of 
Nietzsche’s remark that jokes are often 
the epitaphs of emotions. 

I knew a woman who refused an 
eligible suitor because he always gave 
her purely practical things, like a vacu- 
um cleaner or a Mixmaster, in spite of 
the fact that she was clearly the sort of 
person who adored small elegances. 
Then there’s the gift that is so unsuited 
to the recipient that it seems to em- 
body an exhortation to change. A gift 
like this amounts to an accusation. 

Few of us are loved as accurately or 
understandingly as we might wish, and 
perhaps only God could satisfy this de- 
sire. Meanwhile, we must do the best 
we can, and so I want to propose an 
experimental test for choosing gifts. 
I’ve borrowed this method from some 
friends who developed it when they 
were searching for a house. 

They found a beautiful house, they 
told me, one that appeared to have ev- 
erything they wanted. But before buy- 
ing it, they acted out what they de- 
scribed as a psychodrama. It’s four 
o'clock, they said, on an overcast Sat- 
urday afternoon in late November. 
Where are we in this house? Where are 
the children, and what are we all do- 
ing? -They discovered that they 
couldn’t answer these questions. The 
house didn’t speak to them and so they 
bought another slightly less beautiful 
one that did. 

Before you choose a gift for some- 
one, I suggest that you envision a little 
psychodrama too. Imagine the person 
receiving the gift you have in mind. 
Does it speak to them? What does it 
say? What does it invite them to do? 
Are you satisfied with what the gift 
tells them about you? If it meets these 
conditions, buy it.

Thanks to the airlines 
and the special services they purvey as 
custodians of children, a youngster, 
properly delivered to the plane and his 
reception by an adult guaranteed when 
he gets where he’s going, now experi- 
ences the heady thrills of travel that 
used to be reserved for the 21-year-old 
on a Grand Tour. 

As for family excursions en masse, it 
may sometimes be cheaper to move the 
whole brood than to leave the young- 
sters at home and support a baby-sit- 
ter. If Dad pays full fare on certain 


airlines, Mom and any kids un- 
der 18 fly for half fare, and the 
very little ones fly free. On 
Amtrak’s country-wide routes, 
which can introduce the air- 
minded young to the old-time 
fun of riding on a train, a spe- 
cial family fare plan takes full 
fare from head of household 
and spouse and children from 
12 to 21 go for half, those from 
2 to 11 go for one-quarter. Ho- 
tel rates are similarly geared to 
families, and in many American 
hotels the young are actually 
put up free. This rate business 
is one of those areas where a 
travel agent, who knows about 
such special arrangements, can 
be of inestimable help. 

If the current crop of young- 
sters seems appallingly like a 
bunch of knee-sock geniuses, it 
may be some doubtful comfort 
to their elders to know that 
their attention span is no more 
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remarkable than it ever was. Should 
youthful interest pali, however—and it 
is likely to—a certain horrible restless- 
ness sets in, that juvenile characteristic. 
Games to fill the time while traveling 
are legion and most kids today are 
handsomely equipped with expensive 
digital games and Walkman cassettes. 
But it-has been found that a tape re- 
corder can save the day, en route, at the 
destination and returning. Let them all 
take the microphone, talk about what 
they hope to see, describe it as they see 
it and comment on it afterwards in a 
family session at the end of the day. 
This can be a fun part of the trip and a 
record for future reference. 

The world is full of places designed 
to entrance the young. Disney World 
and Epcot Center, which is computer- 
ized to the nines, come to mind at once.

hen do we get to Christmas? How much 

farther?’’ When I was a small child, Christ- 
mas seemed to me a different and distant country, 
another place—a fragile, fragrant, splendid destination 
at the end of the year’s utilitarian, dun-colored tunnel. 
Gaining it was a fine and aching agony, since the 
tunnel became increasingly gnarled and pitted with 
temptations, and a small blackhearted sinner could so 
easily lose his footing and consequently his keys to the 
kingdom. But entering it? Entering it was lights, bells, 
anthems, alleluias, held breath, hammering heart, a 
great rush of unseen wings in blue middle air, a pure 
and silver paradise. 

It is perhaps a childish and wistful conceit, but the 
special country of Christmas is still vivid and palpable 
to me. It has a map, a track, charted landmarks. One 
works through the still, underwater somnolence of 
summer, through the muscular, chill-breathed, bitter- 
sweet autumn, through the sorrowing, black-iced waste 
of November.

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THE MENORAH, 
GLOWING SYMBOL OF 
HANUKKAH 





t sundown on the 30th of No- 
vember (the Hebrew month 

of Kislev), the worldwide 
celebration of Hanukkah in the year 
9744 begins for Jewish families. 
While children anticipate traditional 
holiday rewards of crisp potato lat- 
kes, spinning dreidel games and pre- 
sents, an ancient custom is carried 
on—that of 
one each night of the eight-day 


lighting candles, 
festival until all are burning. 

So that everyone knows the 
holiday has arrived, it is cus- 
tomary to place a special can- 
dleholder, a hanukkiyyah, 
near a window, its universal 
message of hope and faith in 
the future acknowledged and 
rekindled.

Moses: “‘You shall make a menorah 
of pure gold; the menorah shall be 
made of hammered work, its base 
and its shaft, its cups, calyxes and 
petals shall be of one piece.” 

While Hanukkah lamps reflect 
ancient as well as contemporary cul- 
tures, they have in common nine 
candles, one of which, the shamash, 
serves to illuminate each of the oth- 
er eight in sequence. 

What does Hanukkah celebrate? 





It marks the rededication of the 
temple in Jerusalem after Judas 
Maccabee defeated the Syrian king 
Antiochus. According to legend, 
Maccabee and his stalwart people 
searched for undesecrated oil with 
which to light the temple menorah 
and succeeded in finding only a very 
small amount which, miraculously, 
continued burning for eight days. 
Unlike other Holy Days, Hanuk- 
kah is not recorded in the Hebrew 
Bible. It is told in the Book of 
the Maccabees and symbol- 
ized throughout history with a 
lamp whose form may be rep- 
resentational or abstract, an- 
cient or modern. The Hanuk- 
kah menorah is, in fact, a free 
expression of an object de- 
signed to contain nine flames 
and to celebrate freedom. The 
largest collection of Hanukkah 
lamps in the Western Hemi- 
sphere is currently the focus 
(Continued on page 159 )

ecalling its humble origins as a chicken shed, Carol 

Anthony praises a local carpenter for his sensitivity 

to the barnlike structure, his enthusiasm for hand- 

crafted details. With a leap of faith—and minimal 
funds—she bartered an original painting for Bob Nicholas’s 
carpentry, retrieving a pair of Palladian windows salvaged by 
a wrecking company. “‘l had to have them in my life,” she 
says, pointing to the expansive, arched glass relics that 
symbolize her kinship with 16th-century Italy. 

The Old World windows now frame a bucolic scene of her 
Washington, Conn., homestead, flooding the two-part cot- 
tage with alk the natural light an artist could hope for. To step 
inside the diminutive place with its Dutch door, its walls and 
rafters bathed in white, is to be immediately uplifted. You’d 
think Carol Anthony transferred her artwork from canvas to 
life with thoughtful regard for each object in a confined 
space—here antique wicker chairs, there her late father’s 
drawing table and a childhood chair. The sense of order is 
reminiscent of Shaker dwellings whose spare furnishings 
often were colored an earth-red. This, in fact, is the hue she 
mixed to coat the floor with a rich patina, thus masking its 
imperfections. A single bed, readied for visiting friends, is 
angled for an early morning view of the misted meadow and

A. The Blind Earl pat- 
tern has been made 
since the 1760s. It is 
claimed that the 
Worcester factory of 
Dr. Wall in England 
made the first pieces of 


this dinnerware. About 
1780, the Earl of Coven- 
try became blind in a 
hunting accident and 





the pattern was named 
)for him. The raised rose leaves and buds were positioned on 

the plate so the Earl could feel the position of the design and 
locate the food on the plate. The pattern has been made by 
‘the Worcester factories from Dr. Wall to Chamberlain to the 
‘modern Royal Worcester Porcelain Works. A Dr. Wall plate 
like yours should sell for over $1,000. The modern versions 
‘are worth about $100. 
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Is this a good, better or best example of a painted 
Windsor chair? How does the arm affect its value? 

—F.P., Waco, Tex. 

A. You have a writ- 
ing arm Windsor 
that is classed as a 
“country” piece. 
Your chair was prob- 
ably made about 
1815. The arrowback 
spindles, the leg 
style, paint and 
shape of the flat- 
tened tops of the 
side rails all help in 
dating the chair. A 
sophisticated “best’’ 
Windsor has a back 
with eight or more spindles and a graceful, curved top piece, 
well-shaped legs and stretchers and a saddle seat. The chair is 





judged for style and quality. The arm does not change this. 
Yours is worth from $400 to $650 if the paint is original. 


Is this a bride’s chest? If so, how was it used? 
How old do you think it is? 
—H.L., Cold Spring, Minn. 
A. Many people refer to painted, decorated Pennsylvania 
German chests as dower or bride’s chests. Actually, the chest 
was a multipurpose piece of furniture serving as seat, table 
and storage unit. Frequently decorated with the owner’s 
name and a date, it was often given to the owner as a young 
adult so clothing and blankets could be stored in preparation 
for marriage. Your chest is in a style that was popular in the 
1790s. The painted Pennsylvania chest has been copied 
through the years and it takes an expert to determine wheth- 
er your chest is an 18th-, 19th- or 20th-century version. An 
authentic chest with original decoration made about 1800 is 
worth over $5,000.

Ale is brewed 
differently than the light lagers with 
which most Americans are familiar. 
Fuller-bodied, more aromatic, and with 
a stronger flavor than lagers, ales go 
exceptionally well with food. 

I like to serve a selection of interest- 
ing ales at winter buffet parties, espe- 
cially when I’m serving Swedish smor- 
gasbord dishes or traditional English 
fare, such as a hearty oxtail soup. Ales 
are also an excellent match with 
cheese-based dishes. Try British ales 
such as Samuel Smith’s Old Brewery 
Bitter, Newcastle Brown Ale, Lorimer’s 
Traditional Scotch Ale, Whitbread’s 
and Bass. From Canada there’s Molson 
and Moosehead. Among American 
ales, try the fine, generally available

Wreath shape about 12 inches in diam- 
eter will use 1 batch. Make 2 batches so 
filling can be put between them. Brush 
very lightly with egg glaze. Bake 
wreaths in preheated oven for about 25 
minutes until puffed and golden. Puffs 
must be cooked through or they will be 
soggy. Let cooked puff wreaths remain 
in turned-off oven for about 10 to 15 
minutes to further dry. 

[_] To make filling: Beat 2 cups créme 
fraiche until stiff and pipe onto bottom 
wreath with smaller star tip. Spoon 
salmon roe caviar atop the creme 
fraiche. Top with second wreath and 
decorate with pine boughs. Use serving 
knife to make large pieces and fork-cut 
into small wedges.

Except for the oranges, recipes given 
here are only a fraction of the fantasy 
sizes made for the photograph. I re- 
vised proportions for the reality of the 
home kitchen. The plum pie pictured is 
three times the recipe; the dacquoise, 
four times. The croquembouche con- 
tains at least 350 puffs, twice the pastry 
cream and several batches of caramel 
and spun sugar. I mixed four times the 
recipe of orange cake and baked it in a 
stainless steel bowl. The buche de Noel 
is three times everything, and pieced 
together with an extra batch of choco- 
late ganache. The real fantasy was the 
cleanup, which increased dispropor- 
tionately all along.

[| Preheat oven to 400°. Lightly grease 
2 baking sheets. 

[| To make cream puffs: Combine first 
five ingredients in saucepan. Bring to 
rapid boil. Remove from heat. Pour all 
flour in at once and stir until mixture 
forms mass. Cook over low heat, stir- 
ring constantly until bottom of the pan 
dries slightly. Turn dough into bow] of 
an electric mixer and beat on medium 
high speed until most steam has 
stopped. Mix in one egg at a time. 





Fill pastry bag fitted with plain 











round tip 1/2 inch in diameter. Hold 
tube against baking sheet and squeeze 
bag, forming a 1/2 to 3/4 inch ball. 
Stop squeezing and quickly pull the 
bag away. Leave an inch between puffs 
to allow for expansion during baking. 
[|] Bake at 400° for 10 minutes. Turn 
oven to 350° and bake 20 minutes or 
until puffs are golden brown, dry and 
firm.

[| To make pastry cream: Combine milk, 
cream and 1/3 cup sugar in saucepan 
over medium heat.

When milk- 
cream mixture boils and rises to top of 
pan, pour one third of it into egg mix- 
ture, whisking thoroughly. Pour egg 
mixture back into saucepan with re- 
maining milk and cream. Cook over 
low heat, stirring with wooden spoon, 
until cream begins to boil. Remove 
from heat, stir in vanilla. Cover with 
plastic wrap and chill. 





[ | To fill the puffs: \f chilled pastry cream 
is too thick to pipe, beat it with a table- 
spoon or two of cream, or you may fold 
1/2 cup of whipped cream into it. Fla- 
vor it with your favorite liqueur. Fill 
pastry bag fitted with plain round tip 
(1/8 inch). Insert tip into each puff, 
filling it with cream. Do not overfill. 

[| To make the caramel base; Caramelize 
1-1/2 cups sugar, moistened with wa- 
ter and a squeeze of lemon juice, over 
medium heat. When sugar begins to 
caramelize, remove from heat and stir. 
Let cool a minute. Grease cookie sheet 
with butter. Slowly pour an 8- to 9- 
inch-diameter pool of caramel onto 
cookie sheet. Use a greased metal spatu- 


la to form round base. Let base harden. 
[| To assemble the croguembouche: Caramel- 
ize 2 cups of sugar moistened with wa- 
ter and a squeeze of lemon juice over 
medium heat. Cook until caramel color 
appears in part of pan. Swirl pan to © 
distribute color. Remove from heat. — 
Using pair of tongs, dip each puff into 
caramel and place in a circle around 
edge of caramel base. Continue to build 
conelike shape, quickly dipping each 
puff and placing them around and 
around on top of each other. Use some 
puffs on inside of cone to strengthen 
walls as you build them. Use leftover 
caramel on a fork to make threads over 
top and sides of croquembouche. 











To make spun sugar: Place newspapers — 





over several square feet of your kitchen 
floor. Generously grease handles of 2 
brooms, mops or yardsticks. Prop them 
6 or 8 inches apart, parallel to each 
other and floor, and about 2 or 3 feet 
from floor, and over papered area. Car- 
amelize 2 cups of sugar moistened with 
water and a squeeze of lemon juice to a 
golden amber. Remove from heat and 
let cool about 5 to 7 minutes. Using 
two kitchen forks in one hand, dip 
them into caramel and throw caramel 
over greased sticks. It should form 
strands that hang over sticks and onto 
papered floor. Swing forks vertically 
from saucepan over greased sticks. If 
caramel does not form threads, but 
plops to the floor, let cool a few min- 
utes and try again. Lift spun sugar 
gently in handfuls and place around 
croquembouche. Serve immediately.

pyramid-shape electric candles in their 
windows, and doors are dressed in foil, 
pine boughs, flat candy canes of red 
and white oilcloth for the Garden Club 
decorating contest. 

Inside, in living rooms warm from 
lump-coal fires in iron grates, Christ- 
mas trees are mostly pine, cut from 
somebody’s woods or calf pasture and 
brought home behind a Ford tractor— 
for my Christmas country lies in an 
earlier, gentler time than now—and the 
lights on the trees don’t wink or bubble 
or twinkle. They go out frequently, 
with sullen, unseasonal abruptness, 
darkening one side of the tree and pre- 
cipitating a scrambling search in the 
nest of extension cords buried in tissue 
paper underneath. But they give a 
sweet and sturdy light, and their heat 
on the drying needles produces a won- 
derful smell. That smell, and the exotic 
musk of cold oranges in Christmas 
morning stockings, is still to me the 
official smell of Christmas. 

There is a manger scene on the 








brown lawn of the Methodist Church, 
with a manger of rough-sawn planks, 
made by the Men of the Church, a 
heavy cardboard Joseph and Mary, real 
straw and an electric lightbulb in the 
manger to indicate the luminous pres- 
ence of the Child. There are carols sung 
on front lawns—the singers galoshed 
and muffled against the raw silver fog 
that always shawls this Christmas 
country—and people with sweaters 
thrown around their shoulders stand 
shivering on front porches and applaud 
the fervent, bleating “Siii-i-lent Night! 
Ho-o-o-ly Night!” And somehow the 
night is, for a while, silent and holy. 

Well. It’s a fine Christmas country, I 
think, but only one small territory. For 
others, Christmas country will be 
snow, proper seas of it, sugar-white 
and sighing-quiet (how the small citi- 
zens of my Christmas country envied 
people who had snow). Snow and 
night skies of deep, deep blue, Madon- 
na’s-robe blue, and closer stars. Real 
Christmas skies, the kind you can hear 
sleigh bells in, heavenly music, secrets 
in... oh, anything at all, if you listen 
hard enough. Sleighs and sleds and 
hearty hissing ice for skating. 

And for still others, Christmas coun- 
try is the incredible, spangled, tangled 
city. Webs and nets of lights, adagios 
of bells, the silvery chink of snow tires, 
enchantments piled one upon the other 
in store windows. Phalanxes of cold- 
bitten faces, not so closed as at other 
times of the year. Some cities are truly 
blessed at Christmas ... prim town 
houses snow-wigged, each smug and 
anchored and solid, lit from within by 
yellow lamps and from without by the 
white light. 

They are openly, unabashedly senti- 
mental cloth, these places where 
Christmas is. Even childish. But as real 
as the place you live now. Because 
some small thing in us goes home again 
to childhood every Christmas, however 
briefly, and so, for all of us, there is 
indeed a Christmas country. It is the 
country of the human heart. @

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ether Christmas 
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When we moved to the country, al- 
most three decades ago, we planted a 
fringe of boxwood bushes in front-of 
our house because my southern moth- 
er-in-law said every farmhouse should 
have boxwood. When first planted the 
boxwood was knee-high, now it is as 
wide as Santa Claus and just as gener- 
ous. I prune the bushes every Decem- 
ber, breaking limbs from deep in the 
center with my hands. I gather enough 
for Christmas wreaths and garlands, 
then I pat the bushes and thank them 
for their winter kindness. 

The first wreath I make is the most 
exciting. Christmas is almost here. And 
as I often give wreaths as presents, I 
make them whenever I find time—of- 
ten under the dryer at the hairdresser’s. 
They are (hat easy. I arrive at Mr. 
Ryan’s hair salon, which is in a barn, 
with a basket full of boxwood, a straw 
wreath form, and lots of fern pins. 
Both the wreath forms and pins, which 
are like miniature croquet wickets, can 
be found at the five-and-ten, or any 
florist. A packet of pins is about 50 
cents, the wreath form under $2. I get

mine from Emma’s store, also part of 
the barn. 

These wreaths can be made from any 
evergreen. I use boxwood because it is 
mine, and it lasts for months. Last Eas- 
ter my husband, Tom, asked me if I 
didn’t think it was time to take down 
the wreath from the inside of the 
kitchen door. But I like a circle of box- 
wood, no matter what season. Some- 
times for spring I make another box- 
wood wreath, pinning daffodils against 
the green. 

I use wreath forms measuring 15 to 
18 inches in diameter, edge to edge> I 
place the wreath on a table, or my lap, 
and start pinning the branches of box- 
wood around the circle counterclock- 
wise, or clockwise. It all ends up the 
same. I overlap every bough a bit. This 
way each fern pin is covered by the 
next fan of greenery. Then I pin the 
inner circle, and last is the outside rim. 
To make a fuller, more complete 
wreath, I pin the backside as well. 

There are probably more serious 
ways of making a wreath, a more prop- 
er procedure, but none quicker. And 
that’s the fun of it. I can whip up a 
wreath in 15 minutes. If a curve of the 
wreath seems to be a bit wild, a bough 
out of step, that simply adds to its 
natural charm. 

Next I decorate the frosting on the 
Christmas wreath. Over the years I 
have used green grapes and small ap- 
ples, wooden toys and old lace. What- 
ever takes my fancy. I also fasten 
Christmas ornaments with fern pins, or 
tie them with very narrow ribbon. The 
big bow is often of Scottish plaid or a 
deep red grosgrain ribbon. 


THORNHILL FARM

[_] Note: By tying each end of a ribbon 
to either side of my raspberry basket 
and looping it around my neck, I have 
my two hands free to pick berries or 
push aside branches. The basket sits 
about waist-high, and usually 5 cups 
are picked every morning, 10 cups by 
the end of June. 

[_] Rinse the berries, then crush them 
in a large, high soup pot, adding a box 
of fruit pectin, and bring to a full boil, 
stirring constantly with a wooden 
spoon. Stir in 3 cups of sugar for 5 cups 
of berries. (I have tried less sugar but it 
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doesn’t work). Keep stirring while the 
berries bubble and come to a wild, ro!l- 
ing boil. While the pot boils, stir for 1 
minute. 

[_] Remove from the stove and skim 
off the foam with a metal spoon. I then 
fill 8 ounce jars with jam, sometimes 
putting in the small white petals of an 
old-fashioned French rose, ““Madame 
Hardy.” Finish by capping with melted 
paraffin. Makes 6 jars. 


BEATEN BISCUITS 


3 cups flour 

2 teaspoons salt

[_] Preheat oven to 350°.

Process until mixture makes ball. Con- 
tinue processing for 2 more minutes. 
This will shake machine around a bit 
because of volume of dough. 

[_] At end of processing time remove 
dough (which should be shiny and 
elastic) to well-floured surface. Flour 
both sides. Roll out to 1/4-inch thick- 
ness using floured rolling pin. Smooth 
flour evenly onto rolled-out dough and 
then fold it over on itself. Make sure 
there is still flour on surface under 
dough. Cut into 1-1/2-inch biscuits 
and place on ungreased cookie sheet. 
Prick tops with fork. Bake for 25 min- 
utes, until golden brown. Makes about 
2 dozen. 

[_] Note: Reason for folding dough over 
on itself before cutting is so that baked 
biscuits will come apart easily for but- 
tering. Leftover biscuits are good cold 
with a bit of mustard and ham sand- 
wiched in them.

[_] Tint small portions of icing with 





food coloring (the box tells you how to 
make specific colors) and put each col- 
or into a separate pastry bag for deco- 
rating cookies. For solid icing to cover 
entire surface of cookie, tint and put 
each color in a separate bowl. Add 2 or 
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3 drops of hot water to bowl and stir 
until icing has good spreading consis- 
tency and will coat surface of cookie 
smoothly. A butter knife (one for each 
bowl) makes a good spreader. Icing will 
dry out if not constantly in use so add 
a little hot water and stir well before 
each color is used. 

[_] Ice 6 to 8 cookies at a time. As you 
finish the eighth the first will be ready 
for decorating with pastry bag and 
tube.
